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Ware Wears Well

"Hey, Coach, they're in a 5-4 defense." 


ndre Ware sat in an equipment 
room in the bowels of Rice 
Stadium, surrounded, by choice, 
by his offensive line from the 
University of Houston. 

The 30-minute television show that 
would reveal the winner of the Heisman 
Trophy seemed endless to Ware. Surely, he 
dispatched the Rice Owls that afternoon 
quicker than this. 

From the moment that the president 
of the Downtown Athletic Club named Ware 
the winner, another game began. 

Would Ware return to play his senior 
season at Houston? He said that day that he 
would. Times change. 

The wait officially ended on March 
16. Less than a week before the deadline, 
Ware announced that he would enter this 
year's NFL draft. Ware seemed slightly 
vague in declaring his intentions, speaking 
of pro football as the next great challenge for 
him. 

"| had to look deep into my heart and 
discover what is real important to me at this 
time," he said at the press conference. "I'ma 
proud and only child of a single working 
mother. She has done such a great job of 
providing for me that | think it's time | re- 
turned all the favors." 

Andre and his mother Joyce, who 
worked at the post office, maintained an un- 
usual relationship. Andre described it as 
more like brother and sister. "We can talk 
about anything,” he said. 

His father died of pneumonia when 
Andre was only 7. "Even from age 7 he was 
mature," recalled Joyce. "He'd tell me, 
‘Mom, I'm going to be a quarterback some 
day.’ | believed him." 
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Ware came out of nowhere to win the 
Heisman. He started only five games the 
year before, including the Aloha Bow! loss 
to Washington State. 

He never talked about the Heisman 
until late in the season. 

"About two weeks ago | was seeing 
polls coming out, and | was first or second," 
he said shortly after being named the recipi- 
ent. "Hey, there's a chance we can win it." 

Ware then said he planned to return 
to Houston for his senior season. At the 
time, that's exactly what he had in mind. 
"My personality is not going to change," he 
promised. "I! guarantee it." 

It didn't. But winning the Heisman 
and the myriad of other awards opened up 
new worlds for Andre Ware. He flew to New 
York and Los Angeles, to Washington and 
Atlanta. He met President Bush and Bob 
Hope, Michael Jordan and Loni Anderson. 
His "friend" Warren Moon took him to the 
Super Bowl in New Orleans. Maybe Ware 
discovered he fit comfortably in the fast 
lane. 

Success didn't change Andre Ware, 
but it certainly changed the way people per- 
ceived him. The metropolis of Houston 
began to shrink around the quarterback. He 
longed to be old Andre again, a college stu- 
dent who played football rather well. "| can't 
go anywhere and not be noticed," he said. 

Andre Wares show up seldom on col- 
lege campuses. 

"The only question we had was how 
long it would take him," said former 
Houston Coach Jack Pardee, who played 
against and coached a few good quarter- 
backs such as Sonny Jurgensen, Norm Van 
Brocklin, Roman Gabriel, Joe Theismann 
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and Jim Kelly. 

"| think he's every bit as good as 
Kelly was with the (Houston) Gamblers,” 
said Pardee. 

“We're talking about a rare individual, 
like a Barry Sanders or Herschel Walker," 
said John Jenkins, Houston's offensive co- 
ordinator who succeeded Pardee as coach. 
"They need to move on.” 

His teammates didn't begrudge 
Ware's early departure. 

"It's a dream of every college athlete 
to make it in the pros, in the NFL,” said 
Chuck Weatherspoon, the relentless running 
back. "It was Andre's turn.” 

"L expected him to go, looking at the 
financial situation,” said defensive tackle 
Tray Hooper. "When you've got a chance to 
go for a million dollars with a year to go in 
school, you can always come back to 
school." 

Actually, Ware needs only 18 hours 
to finish his degree in business. He planned 
to complete the work in the spring. 

“That's a done deal," said Jenkins. 
"He's not off chasing a rainbow." 

Jenkins figured Ware would fare bet- 
ter in the NFL's supplemental draft than in 
the regular draft. Then he wouldn't be com- 
peting with the rush of juniors coming out 
this year. But the league did away with the 
supplemental, narrowing Ware's choices: go 
now or stay and play. "I really didn’t expect 
that," said Ware. 

Until the announcement, Ware gave 
every impression that he would be playing 
for the Cougars in the fall. In truth, he didn't 
decide what he wanted to do until the final 
week. He kept his college options open. 

He signed up for a normal class load

Ware participated in the off-season conditioning program, the 
running and the weight lifting. He attended the meetings, a major 
component of Cougar method football. 

"| haven't had a lot of time to think about (the decision),” he 


said then. 


He reported for spring practice March 5, though he did create 
a stir among the media in attendance by arriving an hour late. He 
wanted to make sure of a few details in his insurance policy before 
taking the field. “Anytime | show up for practice, I'm making myself a 


better player,” reasoned Ware. 


He missed most of the weekend activities at school from re- 
cruiting to spring ball. He was off somewhere receiving one award 


after another. 
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for the spring semester, making no attempt to graduate early. Even if 
he had taken 18 hours in the spring and the maximum number of 
hours the first session of summer school, it would have left him short 


The Monday of his final week, he endured a two-hour practice 


in the rain. The day before 
he made it official, he prac- 
ticed again. "It wasn't my 
best practice because my 
mind wasn't in it," said 
Ware. 

"| totally understand 
his decision,” said offensive 
tackle Jason Jessup. "Deep 
down, | was hoping he 
would stay.” 

The magnitude of 
what Ware accomplished fi- 
nally struck him the day he 
walked into the lobby of the 
Downtown Athletic Club in 
New York and checked out 
the Heisman prominently 
displayed there. 

“It puts chills in me," 
said Ware. "You look at the 
names on that thing: Bo 
Jackson, Herschel Walker, 
Marcus Allen, Charles 
White. Those are guys you 
grew up idolizing. To be 
mentioned in the same con- 
versation, | can't come to 
grips with it. Maybe years 
from now, when football's 
over, | will. Earl (Campbell) 
said it may be a while before 
you start to think of yourself 
in that company." 

Ware took time to 
study the portraits of all of 
the former winners in the 
Heisman Room on the 13th 
floor. The ones of Campbell, 
the 1977 winner from Texas, 
and Roger Staubach, the 
1963 winner from Navy who 
went on to quarterback the 
Dallas Cowboys, interested 
him most. 

Seeing his own Heisman made the biggest impact. 

"To actually see my nameplate on the trophy, that made it real- 
ly special,” he said. “It's actually mine. I'm going to take it home and 
share it with the guys on the team. Their names are on it, too. You 
just can't see them.” 

All season, Ware passed along the credit to his teammates 
during interviews. “This is a big family,” he said. "I'm not all for 
Andre. The guys know it. That's why we all get along so well." 

Ware, like many college athletes, wore a gold chain around his 
neck. Instead of carrying his name and uniform number, Ware's sim- 
ply read “UH." 

"A lot of people and organizations don't know how to handle 
success,” said Pardee. “I've seen great teams in pro football torn 
apart over Pro Bowl voting. For him to make it a team award takes a 
special individual.”

“At the University of Miami, your goal is to compete for the na- 
tional championship every year,” Dennis Erickson said when he re- 
placed Jimmy Johnson as head coach following the 1988 season. 

Not only did Erickson and the Hurricanes compete for the 
1989 national championship, they 
won it. Previously, only Michigan, 
under Bennie Oosterbaan in 1948, 
won the national championship 
with a first-year head coach. 

Miami without question was 
the Team-of-the-Decade in the 
1980s, even though the Hurricanes 
only had the second best record 
99-20-0 —.832 to Nebraska's 102- 
20-0 —.836. 

For openers, the ‘Canes and 
the Cornhuskers met twice during the 
last decade. Miami won the 1983 na- 
tional championship with a 31-30 
upset of Nebraska in the Orange Bowl 
and capped the 1988 campaign with 
a 23-3 rout of Nebraska, again in the 
Orange Bowl. 

Once the Hurricanes got 
rolling, it didn't make any difference 
who was at the helm, either coach- 
ing-wise or quarterback-wise. The 
beat went on as the decade produced 
national championships under three 
different coaches — Howard 
Schnellenberger (1983), Johnson 
(1987) and Erickson (1989). 

And while no team has ever 
won three straight national champi- | 
Onships, Miami came ever so close }e 
to winning FIVE in a row. Starting 
with the 1983 season, the ‘Canes 
entered a bow! game with a shot at 
the national championship six 
times in seven years. , 

In 1985, the Hurricanes were ff 
No. 2 at the close of the regular 
season. They had a chance to win 
the national championship when 
No. 3 Oklahoma knocked off No. 1 
Penn State in the Orange Bowl, but 
lost to Tennessee 35-7 in the Sugar 
Bowl and finished No. 9. 

The disappointment was even greater in 1986. After holding 
the No. 1 spot for ten consecutive weeks, the ‘Canes dropped a 14-10 
heartbreaker to No. 2 Penn State in the Fiesta Bowl despite a tremen- 
dous 445-162 advantage in overall yardage. 

There was no denying the ‘Canes in 1987. They went 12-0 and 
won it all in what was supposed to be a transition year. 

In 1988, it was again a case of close, but no cigar. How close? 
The ‘Canes were No. 1 for six consecutive weeks until a 31-30 loss to 
Notre Dame. Miami scored with 45 seconds to play and elected to go 
for a two-point conversion that failed. Had the 'Canes kicked the extra 
point and settled for a tie, they probably would have won the national 
championship, but Johnson would have come under more criticism 
than Ara Parseghian did in 1966 when Notre Dame and Michigan 
State played their infamous 10-10 tie. 
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Last year, the record was 11-1. The ‘Canes stumbled against 
Florida State 24-10, but reached the pinnacle by trouncing Notre 
Dame 27-10 in the regular-season finale and downing Alabama 33- 
25 in the USF&G Sugar Bowl. 


Craig Erickson will try to lead the ‘Canes to a second national title. 


The overall numbers are staggering. The ‘Canes were 52-6 at 
home, 40-11 on the road and 7-3 at neutral sites. Over the past five sea- 
sons, the ‘Canes have the best record in the nation, 55-5-O—.917. In 
regular-season play over that stretch, they are 52-3-0—.945. 

They have won 34 of their last 36 games and 27 of their last 
29 regular-season road games. 

In the decade of the 1980s, Miami squared off against seven 
teams that were ranked No. 1 at the time — and won all seven 
games. 

"Since I've been here, | think I've played in eight ‘Games of the 
Century’," linebacker Bernard Clark said last year. "When you play 
here, you just get used to it." 

Perhaps the most amazing aspect is that when the decade of 
the 1980s began, the Hurricanes were just treading water coming off 
a6-5 record in 1978, Coach Lou Saban's last year, and 5-6 in 1979,

They drew 11,048 fans for their 1980 
homecoming game against East Carolina 
and Bill Bruce, the master of ceremonies at 
the Miami Touchdown Club's annual awards 
dinner, compared watching Miami football 
to seeing a friend drown.

High fives are a way of life for Miami. 


"The best football program ever," 
raves NFL draft analyst Mel Kiper. "It's their 
depth and their talent year-to-year. The only 
way they lose is to beat themselves. They 
are a dynasty. Forget Nebraska. They play a 
patty-cake schedule and always are the most 
overrated team in the country. Nobody com- 
pares to Miami." 

The Hurricanes produced 62 NFL 
draft choices in the 1980s, including three 
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of the first nine selections in the 1987 draft. 
"We're a bunch of hard guys who 
didn't mind putting it all on the line," said 
defensive lineman Jerome Brown, one of 
those three No. 1s, who plays for the 
Philadelphia Eagles. "We did whatever it 
took to get the job done. A lot of people 
called us unruly. But, you can be as unruly 


as you want as long as you put the W's on 
the board." 

Three former Miami quarterbacks — 
Jim Kelly, Bernie Kosar, and Vinny Testaverde 
— quickly made a mark in the NFL because 
they played pro-style passing schemes in col- 
lege. Defensive linemen such as Brown, Danny 
Stubbs and Bill Hawkins had uncanny speed 
and polished their pass-rush technique in 
Miami's let-it-loose approach. 


Running backs Alonzo Highsmith, 
Albert Bentley, Melvin Bratton and Warren 
Williams could catch the ball out of the 
backfield. Receivers Eddie Brown, Michael 
Irvin and Brian Blades ran every pattern in 
the playbook. Defensive backs Brian Blades 
and Bubba McDowell had a mean streak. 

"You could form an all-star team on 
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what has come out of there," said Joel 
Buschbaum, another NFL draft analyst. "The 
only place where they haven't set the world 
on fire is offensive line and, for some rea- 
son, linebacker." 

Schnellenberger, who left after the 1983 
title season, believes the Hurricanes’ founda- 
tion for domination was built in 1979 when 
Kelly orchestrated a 26-10 upset of Penn State.

Like the 
taunting of Tim Brown, Notre Dame's 
Heisman Trophy winner, during a 24-0 rout 
in 1987. 

"You get bored by just making the big 
plays and going back to the huddle,” defen- 
sive tackle Cortez Kennedy says. "We do a 
little dancing. We want to celebrate those 
things." 

"We love to have fun,” adds free safe- 
ty Charles Pharms. "We don't mean any- 
thing bad by it.” 

"Obviously, the image Miami has 
gotten has developed over the years,” 
Erickson says. "I really believe we have the 
wrong image. We've toned some things 
down. You don't see us taunting. But when 
we make great plays, we celebrate. We enjoy 
having fun." 

Winning is the real fun and Erickson 
would like to become the first Miami coach to 
win two national championships. Maybe more. 

"There are a lot of players coming 
back,” he said. "If we work like we did this 
past year, we'll be an outstanding team." 

"| guess it is a monkey off my back be- 
cause we did win a national championship. We 
all shoot for that, and that was my goal in 
coaching . . . but the expectations are to win 
another one. Any time you're a football coach, 
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that's what is expected of you. 

“A year ago, they were wondering if we 
could coach. Now, people won't question us until 
September, and then we'll win them all again (hey, 
Dennis, you lost one last year, remember?). 

“Any time you start sitting back on 
your laurels and don't look to improve your- 
self, you'll get your rear end beat. We're al- 
ways looking for new and better ways to do 
it. We want to learn and try to find the best

way for us to continue to keep this program 
where it's at." 

Some of the changes Erickson plans 
involve the running game. Several Miami 
coaches visited the Kansas City Chiefs’ staff 
to find out how Christian Okoye gained so 
many yards. 

"We're going to spend some time in- 
vestigating a better way to run play-action 
passes and look at some different blocking 
schemes," Erickson said. 

Miami will use a two-tight end set more 
to take advantage of depth at that position and 
the ability of bruising sophomore Steve 
McGuire, who rushed for 519 yards and 10 
touchdowns in limited duty last season. 

Eight starters return on offense, only 
four on defense. To help the pass rush, the 
Hurricanes will experiment with more blitz- 
ing and man-to-man secondary coverage. 

As the song says, it's a long, long way 
from May to December, etc., etc. And when the 
Hurricanes wound up spring practice (actually 
it was April, but that's a different song), Coach 
Erickson hinted that it could be a long, long 
season for Miami's opponents. 

The Hurricanes look better offensively 
than a year ago and almost as good on de- 


fense, he said. The offense should be im- 
proved because of more cohesive line play, 
a tougher inside running game and an expe- 
rienced quarterback. In addition, the players 
have become more comfortable with the 
one-back offense. 

"The last two games last year — 
Notre Dame and Alabama — brought that 
offense together," Erickson said. "There had 
been a lot of doubters in the community, and 
some guys on our football team that weren't 
sure because of the change. Those games 
gave us confidence and we came into the 
spring with all that confidence." 

In addition, he said, "My personal feel- 
ing is that we're almost as good on defense as 
we were a year ago, which is pretty damn 
good." After all, Miami led the nation in scor- 
ing defense, total defense and rushing defense. 

"| don't know that the line is going to 
be as good as the one we had last year be- 
cause | don't think there's ever been a col- 
lege defensive front as good as that," 
Erickson said. "But it'll be one of the better 
defensive lines in the country." 

Miami's success on the field has 
spilled over to other areas. According to the 
College Football Association, the graduation 
rate rose from 24 percent in 1985 (repre- 
senting the first recruiting class of the 
1980s) to 67 percent in 1988. In 1980, the 
football program generated $3 million in 
revenue. Now, it's well over $10 million. 

Attendance — and the Hurricanes 
traditionally have struggled at the gate — 
has jumped from an average of 24,001 per 
home game in 1980 to 53,106 in 1988 and 
52,634 last year. 

"The better you get, the more it perpet- 
uates itself," says athletic director Sam 
Jankovich, the man who hired both Johnson 
(from Oklahoma State) and Erickson (from 
Washington State). "The community becomes 
more involved, the more you get on television, 
the more exposure nationally. Then you attract 
better players, better coaches, better adminis- 
trators. It all goes hand-in-hand." 

On the surface, Miami shouldn't be 
this good. It's a private school and the 
Hurricanes co-exist in a state with the 
University of Florida and Florida State 
University. Look around the country and, in 
most states, the state university is No. 1. If 
it's not, it should be. 

But, there are so many outstanding 
high school athletes in Florida that all three 
schools get great ones and there's plenty left 
for outsiders. 

“We have all the resources to keep it 
going," Jankovich says. “We have been able to at- 
tract quality people. All we have to do is continue 
to win and not succumb to outside pressures." 
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War Eagle! 

First, some history. 

Aubum's nickname is the Tigers. 

Auburn's battle cry is "War Eagle!” 

Through the years, those two terms have 
often been used interchangeably — and incor- 
rectly. There are hats and T-shirts with Auburn War 
Eagles on them. The news media has been known 
to refer to an Auburn team as the War Eagles. 

In fact, when Auburn plays a road game, 
there often is an article in the local paper wonder- 
ing why Auburn has three nicknames — Tigers, 
War Eagles and Plainsmen. 

To set the record straight, Auburn only has 
one nickname — the Tigers. 

"War Eagle!" is a battle cry used by Auburn 
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fans in the manner that Alabama fans yell "Roll 
Tide!" and Arkansas fans holler "Soo-ey Pig!" 

The nickname Tigers comes from a line in 
Oliver Goldsmith's 1770 poem “The Deserted 
Village" which goes: ". . .where crouching tigers 
wait their hapless prey... ." 

The term "Plainsmen” comes froma line 
in that same poem — “Sweet Auburn, lovliest 
(sic) village of the plain. . .” 

It may be confusing, but to Auburn people 
it's very simple. That's why War Eagle VI, 
Auburn's golden eagle mascot, is named Tiger. 

Auburn has one nickname . . . and one na- 
tional championship (1957). At the end of the 1990 
season, Auburn still will have one nickname, but — 
it says here — two national championships. 
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In the last nine years, Auburn has won four 
Southeastern Conference titles, including the last 
three. Since Pat Dye came to Auburn in 1981, 
Auburn has won more games and more champi- 
onships than any other SEC school. No SEC team 
has been to more bowls than Auburn since 1982. 

When attempting to forecast a national 
champion these days, it's advisable to look at the 
schedule. Auburn leaves the state of Alabama only 
three times — Mississippi in Jackson, 
Mississippi State and Florida. The Tennessee, 
Florida State and Georgia games are in Auburn 
and the Alabama game is in supposedly neutral 
Birmingham. 

If one of the three untested quarterbacks 
steps forward to adequately replace Reggie Slack, 
Auburn might have two nicknames — Tigers and 
national champions. 

Auburn will be led by two of the finest line- 
men in the school's history — 280-pound guard 
Ed King on offense and 265-pound tackle David 
Rocker on defense. They are among 14 returning 
starters and a whopping 56 lettermen. 

Dye, of course, is cooling talk of No. 1. But 
remember that he learned the art of poor-mouthing 
from Bear Bryant, the master. 

"The front-runner (for the SEC race) from 
the beginning has to be Tennessee," he says. 
“Alabama has to be considered a favorite. You al- 
ways have to look at LSU and Florida... and 
Georgia... could win it all. 

“We should have a chance; we ought to be 
inthe hunt. | don't see any reason why we can't be 
a fine football team." 

Defending champion Miami has won three 
of the last seven titles and the Hurricanes (second 
in 1986 and 1988, first in 1987 and 1989) are try- 
ing to become the first team to finish in the top two 
for five consecutive years. 

With Craig Erickson directing a potent of- 
fense and tackle Russell Maryland and linebacker 
Maurice Crum leading a nasty defense, the ‘Canes 
could go all the way again. The stumbling blocks 
are road games at Brigham Young (Sept. 8) and 
Notre Dame (Oct. 20) — the end of the bitter and 
controversial series with the Fighting Irish — and 
an Oct. 6 home date with Florida State. 

Shed no tears for Notre Dame. Coach Lou 
Holtz sheds enough for everyone all by himself. 
"It's like starting a job all over again," sighs 
Lamenting Lou. "Everything will be a little bit dif- 
ferent this year considering we will have a new 
quarterback, a couple of new coaches on offense 
and a couple of new coaches on defense.” 

Ata somewhat lower decibel count, Holtz 
also concedes that "we still have an awful lot of 
positive things going for us. We do have fine ath- 
letes. We do have people with potential.” 

They include wide receiver-kick returner 
Raghib "Rocket" Ismail, tailback Ricky Watters and 
tight end Derek Brown on offense; nose guard 
Chris Zorich, cornerback Todd Lyght and lineback- 
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ef Michael Stonebreaker on defense. 

The Irish get Michigan and Miami at home 
but visit Michigan State, Pitt, Tennessee and 
Southern Cal. 

Bo doesn't know from Michigan any more. 
Schembechler is now a baseball man — presi- 
dent of the Detroit Tigers, of all things — and 
long-time aide Gary Moeller takes over in Ann 
Arbor. Bo was nice enough to leave behind plenty 
of players, including mammoth tackle Greg 
Skrepenak and strong safety Tripp Welborne. 

You have to be lucky to go unbeaten, and 
Colorado had some good fortune in its 11-0 regu- 
lar season of 1989 — namely, two horrendous 
non-calls (clips) on long punt returns that set up 
two touchdowns in a 27-21 victory over Nebraska. 

The Buffs got their comeuppance against 
Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl and have to visit 
Illinois and Nebraska, in addition to a meeting with 
SEC tri-champ Tennessee in the inaugural Pigskin 
Classic. Also, they have just about played out the 
emotion from the death of quarterback Sal Aunese. 
But they won't drop too far with the likes of quarter- 
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back Darian Hagan, tailback Eric Bieniemy, guard 
Joe Garten, punter Tom Rouen and perhaps the 
finest pair of outside linebackers in the nation in 
Alfred Williams and Kanavis McGhee. 

Washington will end Southern Cal's bid 
for a fourth straight Pac-10 championship, and the 
Huskies will do it on Sept. 22 when the Trojans 
visit Seattle. Coach Don James has a solid crew 
led by thousand-yard rusher Greg Lewis, defen- 
Sive tackle Travis Richardson and linebacker 
James Clifford. 

Texas A&M would welcome an injury-free 
season from tailback Darren Lewis, a first-team 
All-American in 1988. William Thomas is the lat- 
est ina string of outstanding outside linebackers. 

Florida State has finished second or third 
the last three years, but may be hard-pressed to do 
that again after consecutive October trips to 
Auburn and Miami. Other than that, the Seminoles 
— featuring wideout Lawrence Dawsey and 
linebacker Kirk Carruthers — should breeze. 

Until quarterback Jeff George opted for an 
early pro career, Illinois appeared to have enough 
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to overcome road games at Arizona, Ohio State, 
Michigan and Indiana. 

Remember that even with George, the Illini 
scored more than 34 points only against Indiana 
and Northwestern, and the latter shouldn't count. 
Defense, especially nose guard Moe Gardner, is 
Illinois’ strong suit. 

Tennessee is holding its breath to see if 
star tailback Chuck Webb can overcome his aca- 
demic problems. They're talking national champi- 
onship in Knoxville and maybe two-way sensation 
Carl Pickens can add tailback to his chores at wide 
receiver and free safety. 

Southern Cal is seeking a record-tying 
fourth straight trip to the Rose Bow! (USC did it in 
1966-67-68-69). The 9-2-1 Trojans were eight 
points away from being 12-0 last year, but they re- 
turn only five starters on offense and two on de- 
fense, although quarterback Todd Marinovich and 
tailback Ricky Ervins are nice building blocks. 
Oklahoma's success depends on how well Mike 
Gaddis, one of the nation’s best runners, comes 
back from serious knee surgery. Things should go 
smoother in Coach Gary Gibbs’ second year. 

The Shawn Moore-to-Herman (no rela- 
tion) Moore aerial tandem could be enough to 
bring Virginia an Atlantic Coast Conference title. 
As usual, Arkansas will play every game either 
within the confines of the state or in a bordering 
state. The Razorbacks lost Coach Ken Hatfield to 
Clemson and fullback Barry Foster a year early to 
the NFL, but new Coach Jack Crowe gets five 
straight home games to fine-tune a potent outfit 
led by quarterback Quinn Grovey. 

Alabama finally has one of Bear's boys — 
Gene Stallings — as Head Coach and the 
Crimson Tide will be powerful on offense behind 
quarterback Gary Hollingsworth and tailback Siran 
Stacy. The defense needs work. As usual, Brigham 
Young will scare people to death by throwing the 
ball. Holdover Ty Detmer is the top gun. 

Georgia Tech is coming off its best season 
since 1985 (7-4) and the Yellow Jackets will try to 
improve on that with 53 lettermen and 13 starters, 
including free safety Ken Swilling and quarterback 
Shawn Jones. Nebraska has developed a habit of 
stumbling late in the season. With an easy 
September and October, the Cornhuskers should 
win at least nine games for the 22nd consecutive 
season, perhaps the most amazing statistic in col- 
lege football. 

Coach George Perles turned down the 
New York Jets and decided to stay at Michigan 
State, perhaps because the Spartans return 46 let- 
termen and 12 starters (including quarterback Dan 
Enos and record-setting wide receiver Courtney 
Hawkins), plus both kickers, from a team that 
ranked second in the Big 10 in both offense and 
defense. There's a Ford in Clemson's past, not fu- 
ture, and the Tigers may struggle a little — but not 
too much — until Hatfield and the players get to 
know one another

Aye, there's the rub. Father 
Beauchamp, the CFA's secretary-treasurer, 
participated in the negotiations with ABC 
and ESPN. At that point, it seems to become 
a matter of semantics. Notre Dame says 
Father Beauchamp was NOT a member of 
the TV committee but was merely an officer 
of the CFA. 
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That much is true. Hootie Ingram, 
who was then the athletic director at Florida 
State, chaired the CFA's TV committee rep- 
resenting the organization's independent 
schools. When Harvey Schiller, the SEC 
commissioner, left to join the U.S. Olympic 
Committee and Ingram became athletic di- 
rector at Alabama, Ingram replaced Schiller 
as the SEC's representative on the TV com- 
mittee. 

"We asked Bill (Beauchamp) to join 
us on the negotiating team as one of the two 
independent representatives,” says Chuck 
Neinas, Executive Director of the Boulder, 
Co-based CFA. "Beauchamp participated in 
six in-person meetings and four phone con- 
ferences relative to TV." 

It also is true that Notre Dame never 
signed the CFA's new agreement in which 
the organization will switch from CBS to 
ABC starting in 1991. 

But, said Dave Ogrean, the CFA’s for- 
mer assistant executive director for televi- 
sion, "The CFA TV committee did not nego- 
tiate with any party without the full belief that 
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Notre Dame was on board." 

Said Neinas: "The CFA believed that 
it had received a commitment from 63 (of 
64) active members to the agreements with 
ESPN and ABC. The University of Notre 
Dame, however, did not sign a formal com- 
mitment form. In the university's letter to the 
CFA, dated Oct. 24, 1989, Notre Dame stat- 
ed, ‘Notre Dame fully expects to be a partici- 
pant in the network and ESPN agreements 
with the CFA. But the University will only 
agree to such participation after they have 
seen the TOTAL package as negotiated’." 

A Neinas relates, "Notre Dame was 
informed throughout the negotiating process 
of all pertinent elements of an agreement 
with ABC. The university received a copy of 
a four-page document outlining the details 
of the ABC agreement that was approved by 
the CFA television committee and endorsed 
by the CFA board of directors. It was not 
until Saturday, Feb. 3, that | had any knowl- 
edge of Notre Dame's reversal of its posi-

ou know how the Florida citrus 
crop is depleted when a heavy 
winter frost strikes, leaving ice on 
the branches of the orange trees 
and snow on the grapefruit? 

That's how depleted the pro football 
prospect crop, or at least its premium por- 
tion, appears for 1990. 

The pros salivated when they learned 
that stars such as Illinois quarterback Jeff 
George, Alabama linebacker Keith McCants, 
Syracuse wide receiver Rob Moore, 
Southern California linebacker Junior Seau 
and the reigning Heisman Trophy winner, 
Houston quarterback Andre Ware, would 
pass up their final season of college foot- 
ball. The addition of these stars and other 
good players created one of the most boun- 
tiful NFL drafts in years. 

With all those players turned pro, is 


there any chance 1990 will produce a decent 


crop of seniors? 

"The class that will make up the 1991 
draft will offer little unless underclassmen 
(leave school to) increase the talent pool,” 
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says Gil Brandt, the ex-Cowboys personnel 
chief, who remains close to the talent scene. 

There are others who disagree. Like 
many crops, they say, football talent seems 
to regenerate. 

Consider the first serious defection of 
underclassmen a year ago. Steve Walsh lost 
only one game as a college quarterback 
when he departed from the University of 
Miami a season early and was drafted by the 
Dallas Cowboys. 

With Craig Erickson succeeding 
Walsh at quarterback, the Hurricanes won 
the national championship. Erickson, who 
should be near the top of this year's senior 
prospects, probably is a better pro prospect 
than Walsh. 

Alabama followers fretted when run- 
ning back Bobby Humphrey left school and 
signed with the Denver Broncos, but 
Humphrey was quickly forgotten when Siran 
Stacy helped the Tide finish far better than 
the preseason forecasters said it would. 

The same thing could happen at other 
schools this season.

Major Harris took West Virginia to 
unprecedented heights in three seasons as 
the starting quarterback, but when Harris de- 
cided to leave school last winter, Coach Don 
Nehlen had Greg Jones ready. Jones, a 
transfer from Miami, is a pocket-style passer 
for whom the Mountaineers will adjust their 
offense. 

Two years ago, when wide receiver 
Tommy Kane left Syracuse early to become a 
Seattle Seahawk, he was replaced by Rob 
Moore, who became an All-American. 
Moore graduated in May, passing up his 
final year of eligibility, and now he is to be 
replaced by Notre Dame transfer Rob 
Carpenter. 

"Coach Mac (Dick MacPherson) uses 
an expression when this happens,” says 
Moore. "He says, ‘The king is dead; long 
live the king.’ | took over from Tommy and 
now Bobby will take over from me.” 

Outside linebacker Junior Seau en- 
thralled the pro scouts, so he skipped his 
remaining eligibility at Southern California. 
But Seau had trouble breaking into the start- 


ing lineup when Craig Hartsuyker was 
healthy. Hartsuyker returns this season, as 
does Scott Ross, twice an All-Pac-10 inside 
linebacker whom the Trojans tout as a 
Butkus Award candidate. 

"There will be plenty of talent,” says 
Chuck Knox, head coach of the Seattle 


Seahawks. "There is always plenty of talent." 


The early favorite to become 
the first player selected in the 1991 
draft is Florida's giant outside 
linebacker, Huey Richardson, whom 
the pros would have made an early 
first-round choice this year had 
Richardson elected to leave school. 

The pros admire 
Richardson's pass-rushing ability 
and pursuit to the ball, as well as 
his intelligence. Some of them see 
a comparison between Huey and 
Chris Doleman, the Vikings’ de- 
fensive end, as long as 
Richardson continues to get big- 
ger and stronger. 

Many pros feel Richardson 
did the smart thing by staying in 
school. Some of the players who 
rejected their remaining eligibility 
to enter the draft are not consid- 
ered fully prepared. This may in- 
clude George, who has outstand- 
ing skills but, in the opinion of 
one top scout, "Another year of 
college football might have pro- 
vided the maturity he needs." 

There was little doubt that 
if John Flannery of Syracuse had 
chosen to come into the draft he 
would have been the first center 
selected. Flannery stayed with the 
Orange and should be one of the 
top offensive lineman in college 
football this season. 

This year's crop of offensive linemen 
should be, in fact, better than what was 
available in the last draft. The best players 
should include tackles Stacy Long of 
Clemson, Michigan's monster-sized Greg 
Skrepenak and Terrill Chatman of Alabama, 
as well as guards Joe Garten of Colorado 
and Dean Dingman of Michigan. 

There are better tight ends available 
to the pros than there were a year ago. Chris 
Smith of Brigham Young, Lamonde Russell 
of Alabama and Tim Bruton of Missouri all 
rate highly. 

All-American Todd Lyght of Notre 
Dame likely would have been the first cor- 
nerback chosen had he entered the draft 
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early, so the natural expectation is that he 
will be the premier player at that position 
this season. 

Notre Dame should have a number of 
highly regarded pro prospects again. Chris 
Zorich, the Irish All-American nose tackle, 
seems a natural for the NFL, although he 
has two years of eligibility remaining. Ricky 


Tripp Welborne, a Michigan star. 


Watters, who played running back for Lou 
Holtz as a junior, interests the pros more as 
a wide receiver and return man. Watters 
played wide receiver as a sophomore. Two 
Irish stars return from the ineligible list and 
onto the scouts’ priority list. Mike 
Stonebreaker was a 1988 All-American 
linebacker. That same year, Tony Brooks 
played on a level with ex-teammate Anthony 
Johnson, one of the best fullbacks in the 
1989 draft. 

Miami will have a slew of prospects, 
including Erickson, receiver-return ace 
Wesley Carroll, defensive linemen Russell 
Maryland and Shane Curry as well as 
linebacker Maurice Crum. 

Alabama is another team with many 
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prospects, headed by Stacy, Russell, 
Chatman and place-kicker Philip Doyle. 

Right now, Erickson seems to stand 
alone among the senior quarterbacks, but 
Gary Hollingsworth of Alabama came fast a 
year ago and Bill Musgrave of Oregon has 
the numbers. 

Dan McGwire first attracted attention as 
a freshman quarterback at lowa. 
Mostly it was for his height, 6'8", 
and the fact that he is the brother 
of Mark, the Oakland A's slugger. 
After Dan transferred to San Diego 
State, he attracted more attention 
because of his passing skills. 

If their injuries heal well, 
running backs Tony Boles of 
Michigan and especially Darren 
Lewis of Texas A&M could rank 
right behind Stacy. lowa State 
coach Jim Walden swears that 
Blaise Bryant of his team will 
compete for the Heisman Trophy, 
and the pros respect that. Chuck 
Weatherspoon of Houston's run- 
and-gun offense is intriguing. 

Aaron Craver of Fresno 
State is another back who could 
have come into the 1990 draft 
but stayed in school instead. The 
pros think he made a wise deci- 
sion. The extra experience 
should make him a higher quali- 
ty player for the ‘91 draft. 

Other than Carroll and 
Carpenter, the wide receiver list 
includes speedy Emmanuel 
Hazard, Andre Ware's old collab- 
orator at Houston, as well as ver- 
satile Matt Bellini from Brigham 
Young's sophisticated passing 
game. Richard Buchanan had a 
big junior season despite Northwestern's 
usual struggle in the Big 10. 

Colorado has two interesting defen- 
sive ends, Alfred Williams and Kanavis 
McGhee, who probably will be used as 
linebackers in the pros. Williams stands 6'6" 
and, if he can put on 20 or 25 pounds, he 
might be better suited as an end or a combi- 
nation end-linebacker in the NFL. 

If Russell Maryland had passed on 
his final year at Miami, he probably would 
have been a high-round draft choice on his 
pass-rush skills alone. David Rocker's 
brother, Tracy, was undervalued by the pros 
last year and ended up being a steal for the 
Washington Redskins. David, a three-year 
starter for Auburn, is unlikely to be the victim of

the same sort of mistake. 

Randy Holleran of Kentucky may push into the top level of 
linebackers with Richardson, Crum, Ross, Hartsuyker and Stonebreaker. 

Cornelius Price of Houston, who tied for the national interception 
championship with 12, two of which he returned for touchdowns, rates with 
Lyght as a cornerback before his late entry into the 1990 draft. Dexter Davis of 
Clemson and Richard Fain of Florida are near that category, too. 

All-American Tripp Welborne of Michigan, Nathan LaDuke of 
Arizona State and Louis Riddick, a heavy contributor at Pitt since his 
freshman year, are among the best safeties. Free safety Todd Sandroni 
of Ole Miss led the Southeastern Conference in interceptions as a 
freshman and sophomore. Bob Navarro of Eastern Michigan tied 
Price for the national interception title a year ago. 

Then there is the unexpected. What underclassmen will decide 
to enter the draft early? 

"Our scouts will have to take that extra look at the good juniors 
from now on," admits Don Shula, the Miami Dolphins’ coach. 

"We didn't pay much attention at all to the underclassmen, other 


than the top guys, before this,” admits Dick Steinberg, new general 
manager of the New York Jets, "but now you have to cover everything." 

There are always underclassmen who need no introduction. Certainly 
Rocket Ismail, Notre Dame's speedy game-breaker, is no stranger to the 
scouts. Neither is his junior classmate, Derek Brown, the big tight end. 

It was impossible to attend a Florida State game last year with- 
out noticing Kirk Carruthers, the perpetual motion linebacker. 
Everyone admired Ed King, Auburn's big guard, for a couple of sea- 
sons. Both are 1990 juniors. 

The two place-kicking Jasons, Jason Hanson of Washington State 
and Jason Elam of Hawaii, made All-American squads as sophomores last 
season. If they want to rob the cradle, the pros know what running back 
Chuck Webb did for Tennessee after Reggie Cobb was kicked off the squad, 
and what Steve McGuire did for Miami's running game. 

Robbing the cradle for quarterbacks makes less sense. Two 
freshman quarterbacks, Todd Marinovich of USC and Alex Van Pelt, 
of Pitt made smash debuts a year ago; but it would be best for every- 
one if they fermented for a while.)

ith Heisman Trophy winner 

Andre Ware opting for the 

NFL a year early, backup 

David Klingler is running 

UH's run-and-shoot offense. 
Last year, in limited action, Klinger complet- 
ed 68-of-114 passes for 846 yards and 8 
TDs. His 144.7 efficiency rating would have 
been 10th in the nation, if he'd had enough 
throws. 

Klingler's little brother, Jimmy, was one 
of two quarterbacks signed by UH this spring. 

Ware wasn't the only Cougar who 
turned pro. Linebacker Lamar Lathon and 
defensive back Cornelius Price (11 intercep- 
tions) opted for the NFL along with Coach 
Jack Pardee, who took over the Houston 
Oilers. John Jenkins, Pardee's offensive co- 
ordinator at UH, is the new Cougar boss. 

Forrest Gregg, who coached SMU 
last year in its first season back after the 
NCAA "Death Penalty” is the new Pony ath- 
letic director. He will give up his coaching 
duties after the season. One name that has 
surfaced as his possible replacement as 
coach is recently fired New England Patriot 
Coach Raymond Berry, like Gregg, an SMU 
alum. SMU's new run-and-shoot offensive 
coordinator is Larry Kueck, whose offense at 
Lamar set 17 team and individual school 
passing records from 1987-89. 

The name fits. SMU signed Scott Fly, 
a linebacker from Irving Nimitz High School. 
His father, Samuel, is a pilot for Delta 
Airlines. 

Rice running back Trevor Cobb 
rushed for 545 yards last year, a school 
record for a freshman. 

Texas’ incoming freshman Justin 
McLemore ran a 13.24 in the 110-meter 
high hurdles this spring, second-fastest in 
State history. 

Baylor Coach Grant Teaff, the dean of 
SWC coaches, has installed the I-formation 
veer option attack. Other changes at Baylor 
in the off-season saw Teaff hire Chuck 
Reedy as offensive coordinator and quarter- 
back coach. Reedy had been at Clemson for 
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12 years. Teaff also hired Scott Smith as 
secondary coach. Smith, a 1981 Baylor 
grad, becomes the first Baylor player 
coached by Teaff to become a full-time 
coach. F.A. Dry moves from offensive coor- 
dinator to line coach and Wade Turner, a 
Teaff assistant for 18 years, moves into the 
position of Administrator of Facilities and 
Events for the Athletic Department. 

Arkansas will try to steal a page from 
Texas A&M's successful defensive scheme 
as the Razorbacks will use man-to-man cov- 
erage in the secondary frequently and come 
with the blitz. 

Several SWC performers missed 
spring drills to run track — flanker Derek 
Russell and running back Ron Dickerson at 
Arkansas; defensive tackle Tray Hooper and 
free safety Zach Chapman at UH; and 
linebacker Jordan Reynolds at TCU. Texas 
split end Johnny Walker and Rice wide re- 
ceiver Merritt Robinson missed spring drills 
for baseball. 

Texas Tech is counting on a big year 
from fullback Anthony McDowell, who missed 
last year because of grade problems. Texas 
A&M running back Doug Carter, who can play 
tailback or fullback, is the younger brother of 
San Francisco 49er star Michael Carter. 

UH can be on live television this year, 
but the Cougars can't go to a bowl because 
of NCAA sanctions. 

Backup Baylor quarterback Ricky 
Vestal gave up the sport to try out for the 
golf team. 

Rice ended an 18-game losing streak, 
longest in the nation, when it beat SMU to 
open the 1989 season. Rice will play all its 
non-conference games (Wake Forest, Tulane 
and Northwestern) at home, and one SWC 
road game will be against Houston. 

Rice tight end Voddie Baucham, pro- 
jected as a starter, dropped out of school in 
the spring to attend Bible college. 

Rice expects transfers Tony Barker 
(Kansas) at linebacker and receiver Chris 
Miller (Arkansas) to contribute in a hurry 
after sitting out a year. Texas middle 
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linebacker Brian Jones and TCU offensive 
lineman Stacy Jones are brothers. 

Junior TCU lineman John Marsh has 
been plagued with injuries throughout his 
career. He missed the last three weeks of 
spring drills with broken fingers and under- 
went his third knee operation. 

UT had been scheduled to open the 
season against Colorado on Sept. 23, the 
latest start for a Division | squad, until Penn 
State moved its game with the Longhorns 
from Sept. 29 to Sept. 8. 

SMU quarterback Mike Romo broke 
six school records as a freshman last year, 
and in the spring game he completed 25-of- 
42 for 252 yards and two touchdowns. 


Penn State is known as Linebacker U, 


but in the Southwest it's Texas A&M. Aaron 
Wallace and Jeroy Robinson were drafted, 
joining Aggie LBs Johnny Holland, John 
Roper, Todd Howard and Larry Kelm in the 
NFL. This year, William Thomas, LSU trans- 
fer Tyronne Malone, Anthony Williams and 
Quentin Coryatt will continue the tradition. 

The Aggies will play 12 games this 
year, starting on Sept. 1 at Hawaii, a game that 
doesn't count against the NCAA limit. A&M 
played 12 games in 1988, opening with 
Nebraska in the Kickoff Classic, another game 
that didn't count against the 11-game limit. 

In an effort to strengthen their run- 
ning game, the SMU Mustangs worked hard 
in the weight room in the off-season. Seven 
Ponies can bench press over 400 pounds 
because of the training. 

Two walk-ons, wide receiver Michael 
Bowen and linebacker Bill Kiley, have been 
named co-captains at SMU. 

At Houston, receiver Manny Hazard, 
running back Chuck Weatherspoon, 
linebacker Reggie Burnette and offensive 
tackle Jason Jessup were elected captains. 

Former NFL receiver John Jefferson 
is a graduate assistant at SMU. 

Freshman running back Adrian 
Walker rushed for 118 yards and scored two 
touchdowns in UT's annual Orange-White

Goop Times AHEAD IN AGGIELAND

exas A&M went through a sort of 
midlife crisis last season. 
With a first year Head 

Coach, six new assistants, an un- 

proven quarterback, an inexperi- 
enced defensive line and a thin recruiting 
class, the Aggies headed into 1989. The 
question was: Had the Aggies gone over the 
hill after the quick ascent under Jackie 
Sherrill? 

What A&M fans found out was that 
there is life after Sherrill and NCAA proba- 
tion. R.C. Slocum took over for Sherrill in 
December of 1988 after 16 years as an A&M 
assistant coach. 

With a revamped coaching staff and a 
change in offenses, the Aggies went 8-4, in- 
cluding a John Hancock Bowl loss to 
Pittsburgh. 

“In putting together a new coaching 
Staff, there was an adjustment period for the 
players and the coaches,” Slocum said. “All 
those things came together in good fashion. 
| was pleased.” 

The Aggies were perhaps even better 
than their record indicated, losing three 
games by a combined seven points. 

"We very easily could have won three 
more ballgames," Slocum said. 

A&M won six of eight Southwest 
Conference games, with the losses decided 
by a combined four points on two controver- 
sial calls against Texas Tech and Arkansas. 

"We could have very easily been in 
the Cotton Bowl,” Slocum said. “The 
Arkansas game was decided by a play or 
two. The Texas Tech game was the same 
way.”

Now, the Aggies are try- 
ing to paint an even brighter picture. "| think 
we're headed very definitely in a positive di- 
rection,” Slocum said. "I think this program, 
if | was an outsider looking at it, looks solid. 
There are good things in store." 

A&M stocked up on signing day, ink- 
ing 23 high school seniors. As a whole, the 
Aggie signees are considered among the top 


in the nation and should help offset the weak 
1989 group. 

Slocum’s first recruiting class was 
absent of quality and quantity because of the 
threat of more NCAA sanctions. The Aggies 
were Cleared of further violations, however, 
and did not suffer any penalties last season. 

“There's no question that we've oper- 
ated for several years now under a cloud of 
an (NCAA) investigation,” said Slocum. 
“Because of that, more and more players 
were lost. Rival recruiters used that effec- 
tively against us. It depleted us. It was im- 
perative that we have a big recruiting haul 
this year. We couldn't have survived another 
one like last year.” 

The Aggies are expecting immediate 
help from their newcomers at tight end and 
wide receiver and in the offensive and defen- 
sive lines. 
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“With this kind of class, there are a 
number of players with the potential to be 
able to help us out this year," Slocum said. 

The Aggies need the most help in the 
receiving corps. Tight end Mike Jones and 
wideout Percy Waddle, who combined to 
catch 72 of A&M's 144 receptions for 1,101 
of the team's 1,929 yards last season, have 
used up their eligibility. 

While Jones and Waddle were aver- 
aging 15.3 yards per catch last season, the 
rest of the team posted a 10.5 norm. 

“Our weakness is a lack of depth at 
wide receiver," Slocum said. "We don't have 
a proven big-play guy." 

A&M doesn't have an experienced 
tight end and has only three veteran re- 
ceivers on the roster. 

In order to be effective in the multi- 
ple-pro offense, a few good pass catchers 
have to be found. 

Junior college transfer Derek Ware 
and seldom-used Shane Krahl are the top 
prospects at tight end, while freshman Greg 
Schorp of San Antonio Churchill also will 
contend for playing time. 

Ware, a transfer from Sacramento 
City College, could be a find. The 6'4", 245- 
pounder has surprised the A&M coaches 
with his 4.5 speed, 425-pound bench press, 
and soft hands. 

Starting flanker Cornelius Patterson 
(13 catches, 166 yards) and backup split 
end Gary Oliver (13 catches, 138 yards) are 
sure-handed wideouts but haven't shown 
big-play potential. 

Shane Garrett could fill that role. The 
senior had only 8 catches last season, but 
went for 201 yards to lead the team with a 
25.1 yards per catch average. “Shane may 
be the closest to being our big-play guy," 
Slocum said. 

That gives Houston Lamar's Ryan 
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Matthews, Houston Forest Brooks’ Tony 
Harrison and Dallas Carter's Brian Mitchell 
a chance to step in and be impact players in 
their first season. 

What A&M may be lacking in the re- 
ceiving end of their offense, they more than 
make up for in the running and passing facets. 

Halfback Darren Lewis (185 carries, 
961 yards, 11 touchdowns) returns after an 
injury-plagued junior campaign kept him out 
of the final two games. The senior sat out the 
spring semester for personal reasons but is 
expected to carry most of the load this fall. 

"His junior year in high school, he 
was injured in the first three or four games 
and ended up sitting out the rest of the sea- 
son," Slocum said. "He ended up his high 
school career with a great year. We've talked 
about the parallel between his high school 
and college careers. He's anxious to come 
back and have a good year.” 

Counting Lewis, the Aggies return 
their top five running backs. The five com- 
bined for 452 of A&M's 529 carries and 
2,154 of their 2,199 yards. 

"Running back is definitely our 
strongest position,” Slocum said. "You look 
at Darren Lewis, Keith McAfee, Doug Carter, 
Randy Simmons and Robert Wilson — all 
those guys are quality players.” 

The 6'1", 245-pound Wilson was the 
team's second-leading rusher, going for 590 
yards and 5 touchdowns on 125 carries. The 
Earl Campbell look-alike will be backed up 
by Carter, the brother of San Francisco 49er 
nose guard Michael Carter. 

The 6', 205-pound Carter has gained 
only 44 yards in three years. But having 
overcome reconstructive knee surgery, he 
could be the biggest surprise of 1990. 

"He's a good football player," Slocum 
said. "He's a dependable guy who, | think, is 
going to really be valuable." 

Junior Simmons (40 carries, 173 
yards) seems ready to step into his own after 
knee problems. 

McAfee (79 carries, 309 yards) and 
James Marcus (12 carries, 77 yards) are 
steady backups who could see plenty of ac- 
tion should A&M continue its injury woes at 
running back. 

Throw in freshmen Johnathan Walker, 
Greg Hill and Billy Mitchell, and the Aggies 
might just have the best group of backs in 
the nation. 

With Bucky Richardson ready to return 
from reconstructive knee surgery, the Aggies 
also are primed and ready at quarterback. 

The 6'1", 193-pounder started 12 
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games in his first two years, rushing for 977 
yards and passing for another 700. However, 
Richardson suffered a knee injury at the end 
of the 1988 season and was redshirted last 
year when the Aggies switched from a most- 
ly option offense to a pass-oriented game. 
"The biggest question with Bucky 
was: Was his knee going to allow him to 
play quarterback again?" Slocum said. 
"There seem to be no side effects, no ill ef- 
fects. His knee is not going to be a factor. It 
looks like he's made a good recovery. It'll be

a challenge, learning the new offense." 

A year out of football, Richardson is 
now the challenger in the starting quarter- 
back race. Senior Lance Pavias finally lived 
up to his advance billing by completing 134 
of 227 passes for 1,681 yards last season. 

However, Slocum has not ruled out 
using both signal callers. "We want them to 
continue to develop and be good, solid 
quarterbacks for us," Slocum said. “As far as 
who's going to play, I've always had a policy 
not to worry about things that may never 
come to pass. We've had enough injuries 
around here to know what can happen." 

“We can obviously only start one 
quarterback, but in the course of a season or 
the course of a ballgame, I'm not opposed to 
playing two quarterbacks." 

The two veteran quarterbacks have 
combined to win 16 of the 27 games they 
have started in the last three years, so A&M 
can hardly go wrong. 

“| don't anticipate any kind of contro- 
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versy," Slocum said. "Those are two unselfish 
guys. Their No. 1 concern is winning." 

A&M has backups Kent Petty and 
Paul Johnson along with top signees Jeff 
Granger of Orangefield and Steve Emerson 
of Aldine MacArthur. 

The Aggies have a big hole to fill at 
left tackle where All-Everything Richmond 
Webb stood tall for four years. The 6'6", 
291-pounder was voted A&M's Most 
Valuable Player last season, helping the 
Aggies average 375.3 yards per game. 

"You probably don't replace him," 
Slocum said. "He was an outstanding player 
and a solid individual on our team. There just 
aren't very many Richmond Webbs around.” 

A&M will try to compensate by mov- 
ing center Mike Arthur (6'5", 266 Ibs.) to the 
quick tackle, hoping Lamar University trans- 
fer Troy Whitmore (6'3", 275 Ibs.) or redshirt 
freshman Lowell Hutchens (6'4", 270 Ibs.) 
can take over at center. 

The Aggies are set at the other three 
offensive line positions as Matt McCall 
(6'8", 314 Ibs.), Mike Pappas (6'3", 267 
Ibs.) and Keith Alex (6'6", 305 Ibs.) return. 
Also back to beef up A&M's line are last 
year's backups, Jason Rockhold (6'8", 300 
lbs.), Greg Cook (6'5", 254 Ibs.) and Greg 
Lakin (6'4", 285 Ibs.). 

The defensive line, however, isn't in 
such good shape. 

A&M's top defensive lineman last 
season, Terry Price, has used up his eligibil- 
ity and the search for a tough, dependable 
nose guard goes on. And returning linemen 
Pat Henry, John Miller, Kevin Tucker, Dennis 
Ransom, and Jayson Black are still un- 
proven after injury-riddled seasons last year. 

"We are very, very thin in the defen- 
sive line," Slocum said. "It's critical to any 
defensive team for the line to be able to con- 
trol things. Teams that run the ball and can 
stop the run are the ones that win champi- 
onships. To stop the run, you have to have a 
good defensive line." 

Henry, a 6'1", 269-pound sopho- 
more, showed promise when he played nose 
guard last season, recording 44 tackles. 
However, various injuries, including a dislo- 
cated elbow, slowed him during the season 
and kept him out of spring practice. 

The Aggies’ other nose guard, Miller, 
was sidelined with ankle problems last year 
and this past spring. 

Defensive line coach Greg Mattison 
did get good news when A&M signed five 
highly touted linemen in Kefa Chatham 
(Waco High), Mark Wheeler (Navarro JC),

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TEXAS GeETs TouGH OFF-SEASON PROGRAM

hree times a week last winter, 

Brian Jones would dutifully set his 

alarm clock to times reserved for 

paper boys and roosters. When 

the alarm would sound, he'd drag 
himself out of bed, throw on some sweat 
clothes and stumble out of his dorm into the 
darkness. 

With three losses in the last four 
games, the Texas Longhorns' football sea- 
son ended in darkness. So perhaps it was 
fitting that the Longhorns’ efforts to resusci- 
tate their once-proud tradition should begin 
in the dark. 

By 6 a.m., Jones and his teammates 
would be running sprints under the lights at 
Memorial Stadium, hitting the heavy bag in 
the locker room or doing step-up drills 
wearing weight vests. On Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons, the Longhorns would 
gather in the spartan old weight room — 
called "The Dungeon” for reasons that 
quickly became obvious — and hoist iron 
in pools of their own sweat. 

"Once you go through something like 
this," Jones says, "football is easy." 

That would certainly be a change at 
Texas. For the first time since 1937-38, the 
Longhorns have had back-to-back losing 
seasons. Thrilling upset wins over 
Oklahoma and Arkansas were offset by em- 
barrassing routs by Houston and Baylor. 
Texas Athletic Director DeLoss Dodds initi- 
ated a seven-point review of the program 
before the season (5-6) was even over. In 
the off-season, the Longhorns had what was 
generally perceived as a sub-par recruiting 
class and weathered allegations of gambling 
and steroid abuse by players. 

To get the Longhorns headed in the 
right direction and build discipline and team 
unity, McWilliams started by instituting the 
demanding off-season program. The third- 
year Longhorn coach called it a return to ba- 
sics and the methods that forged the 
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Longhorn championship teams of the 
1960s, back when McWilliams was a 200- 
pound center. His players had other words 
for it, but they dutifully responded. 

"There was a lot of nausea that first 
day," says cornerback Mark Berry. 

"| think five people died," says safety 
Van Malone. 

No fatalities. Just some good old- 
fashioned male bonding. 


"It's really gotten us together," says 
quarterback Peter Gardere. "It's helped with 
everything." 

"Everybody was treated the same 
way," Says cornerback Willie Mack Garza. 


“Everybody went through the same process." 


The end result, the Longhorns hope, 
will be winning and a return to being a con- 
tender for a Cotton Bowl berth, which the 
Horns haven't enjoyed since 1983, or any 
bowl, for that matter. The Longhorns' last 
bowl appearance came in the 1987 
Bluebonnet Bowl. The Bluebonnet Bow! — 
now defunct — isn't the only thing that has- 
n't been the same since. 

McWilliams feels the Horns have 
more going for them this year than the fact 
that they only lost four players who started 
in the season finale against Texas A&M. He 
likes the continuity he feels from his staff, 
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which remains unchanged although the media 
and fans pressured him to make changes. 

And he likes the continuity and under- 
standing that has transferred to his players. 

Two springs ago, McWilliams and his 
staff had to frequently stop practice to make 
sure the players knew what they were doing. 
They even had to script the workouts, to the 
point of detailing the offensive formation, 
play, down and distance, hashmark and the 
defense run against it. 

This year was different. 

“We just put the ball on the 35," 
McWilliams says, “and let them go." 

To test his offense, he would switch 
defenses without warning, sometimes giving 
them an eight-man front or an all-out blitz at 
times when a quarterback wouldn't expect it. 

"Gardere and the quarterbacks 
checked off about seven times,” McWilliams 
says, "and every check was correct." 

Gardere's success may very well dic- 
tate how the Texas offense runs this year. With 
a lack of depth at receiver and the lack of a 
proven outstanding runner in the backfield, 
Gardere's mastery of the offense may tell all. 

As a redshirt freshman a year ago, 
Gardere led the Longhorns to upset wins 
over Oklahoma and Arkansas. But then ev- 
erything crashed around him, as he was in- 
jured against Houston and Texas was routed 
by the Cougars and the Baylor Bears. 

"I've been happy in the spring that all 
I've seen is more determination from him, 
that ‘I'm not going to make the same mis- 
takes | did last year,’ " McWilliams says. 
"From the day he came out in the spring, | 
didn't see him tentative." 

"He may have checked off times he 
didn't have to. But | don't ever remember 
him getting up there and checking off and 
then looking back to see if it was right. Even

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if it wasn't what he needed to do, he went ahead and made it work. He 
seems to have confidence in getting it done.” 

"The biggest thing | learned," says the quiet Gardere, “is not to 
let things get me down.” 

Gardere is the solid incumbent at quarterback, with former 
starter Mark Murdock and redshirt freshman James Saxton, who 
lends more of a flair for an option attack, as backups. Heralded recruit 
Steve Clements, the state's all-time leading high-school passer, 
could make an impact in the fall. 

Texas’ passing game will hinge not only on the development of 
Gardere, but on that of the receivers. Tony Jones, an All-SWC pick 
whose speed stretched defenses, is gone, leaving sophomore Mike 
Davis as the best deep threat. 

Johnny Walker took advantage of the double-coverage Jones fre- 
quently drew to catch 55 passes for 785 yards and 4 touchdowns, in- 
cluding the winning score against Oklahoma, and earn team offensive 
MVP honors. He returns, but Davis and classmate Darrick Duke must 
develop and senior Keith Cash must return, after missing the spring with 
academic problems, to ease the depth problem at receiver. 

McWilliams said incoming freshmen Tyrus Doctor, Eric 
Jackson, Dominic Cameron and Jon Hunter could contribute at re- 
ceiver or at cornerback, another problem area. 

Tight end is an experienced position, with starters Kerry Cash 
and Stephen Clark, who missed last season with foot surgery, back. 

The offensive line may finally be the deep and experienced 
area that McWilliams has been hoping it would be since a bluechip 
recruiting haul in 1988. 

"That's been a spot where I've been hoping for a little more 
depth," he says. "But some of those guys are starting to come on.” 

One of those sophomores, Turk McDonald, could start at cen- 
ter and another, Jeff Boyd, could land the starting right guard spot if 
he comes back from shoulder surgery, 

Two senior starters, right tackle Stan Thomas and left guard 
Duane Miller, are back, and junior Chuck Johnson and senior Charles 
Seafous will battle at left tackle. Bruce Bass and Scott Gooch, both 
coming off injuries, Todd Smith, Chad McMillan, Kevin Wiley and 
Troy Reimer should provide depth. 

Another big question on offense is in the backfield, where the 
Longhorns are still trying to find a game breaker to replace Eric 
Metcalf, now in his second season with the Cleveland Browns. 

Sophomore Adrian Walker is the most proven candidate, rush- 
ing for 814 yards last year. But the Longhorn coaches were impressed 
with the spring work of redshirt freshman Phil Brown, who runs low 
to the ground and can throw in a good move when he needs it. 

Patrick Wilson, who started when Metcalf was suspended 
against Brigham Young in 1988 but struggled and was not heard 
from again, is back, as are senior fullbacks Deon Cockrell and Chris 
Samuels. Lemel Foreman, who saw limited action last year, could 
also figure in. 

Jason Burleson and Winfred Tubbs, two freshmen who shared 
the fullback duties last year and gave Texas size over quickness, have 
been moved to linebacker, leaving the fullback job open. 

Butch Hadnot, a promising 6'2", 210-pound freshman from 
Kirbyville, could make an immediate impact if he is eligible. 
Classmate Rodrick Walker is another who could contribute immedi- 
ately if he recovers from the broken ankle that cost him all of his se- 
nior year‘at Irving Nimitz. 

Offensive coordinator Lynn Amedee, with another year to in- 
stall his multiple offense, will try to get more respect for the 
Longhorns’ running game. 

"We're going to try to do a better job of running the ball in the 
one-back set," McWilliams says. "That's why we're going with a better 
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runner in the one-back set, like Adrian Walker and Phil Brown. If we're 
in a one-back, that guy behind center better be able to run the ball. If de- 
fenses see a big back in the backfield who can't carry the football well, 
they're just going to go out and double those outside people.” 

Texas’ defense gave up 289 points last year and had difficulty 
with passing teams. Injuries hit the Longhorns hard, especially at de- 
fensive tackle, leaving the underclassmen plenty of opportunities to 
get experience. 

"Defensively we've got good experience at just about every po- 
sition," McWilliams says. "The big spots, where we have to have 
guys come through, are at linebacker and cornerback." 

Particularly cornerback. 

The same school that has produced pro defensive backs like 
Jerry Gray, Johnnie Johnson and Raymond Clayborn has struggled in 
recent years defending the pass. 

"We've caught a lot of hell about that," says Garza. "We really 
weren't performing at the standard set at this university. The DBs feel 
badly. There's a certain tradition we're not upholding. We think we 
can uphold it." 

The return to form of Garza, who earned SWC Defensive 
Newcomer-of-the-Year honors in 1988 but missed last year with a se- 
rious knee injury, could go a long way toward that end. 

Junior Mark Berry could be ready to blossom, as could Grady 
Caveness, who struggled as a freshman last fall. Junior Kevin Smith, 
whose Longhorn career is just recovering from a severe knee injury 
suffered as a freshman, and converted running back Pascal Watty are 
other prospects at cornerback. 

Lance Gunn is back at strong safety, although he's also seeing 
time at weakside linebacker in anticipation of the Longhorns facing 
four run-and-shoot teams this fall. Van Malone and Bubba Jacques, 
who missed the spring with an injury, could fill in if Gunn's move be- 
comes permanent. 

Veteran Stanley Richard, who has seemingly spent his career 
switching between cornerback and safety, is back at weak safety, 
where he'll be backed up by Todd Ringo. 

Weakside linebacker Anthony Curl and middle linebacker 
Jones are back, but the effectiveness of the linebacking crew will de- 
pend on how well some of the younger players develop. 

Boone Powell is the projected starter at strongside linebacker, 
and Burleson and Tubbs could see action as his or Curl’s backup. A 
back injury that limited Jones’ practice time in the spring curtailed 
McWilliams’ plans to try Jones and his backup, Mical Padgett, at out- 
side linebacker. McWilliams will probably find a way to work both 
into the lineup this fall, particularly if heralded redshirt freshman 
Chris Rapp develops as expected. 

Although Texas loses Ken Hackemack at tackle, the Longhorns 
return Roger Fritcher, a projected.starter last fall who was sidelined after 
a preseason knee injury. Veteran Oscar Giles, who topped the team's de- 
fensive linemen in sacks with 6 last year, is back at right end. 

The rest of the line is young but experienced, featuring sopho- 
more end Shane Dronett and junior tackles James Patton and Tommy 
Jeter, both two-year lettermen. Senior end-tackle Mark Steed, who 
has starting experience, is also back, as are ends Jeff Higgins and 
Anthony Scott. 

For the last three years, Texas’ kicking game was in the capa- 
ble hands of punter Bobby Lilljedah!, who earned all-SWC honors, 
and kicker Wayne Clements, who became only the 16th NCAA player 
to kick more than 60 field goals in a career (61). That's over, and 
McWilliams is scrambling to fill both jobs. 

Senior Alex Waits, who was the starting punter as a freshman 
before losing the job because of inconsistency, is the likely punter, al- 
though Gardere and walk-on Cornelio Adams could punt if Waits has

the pack, which should include Texas, Texas Tech and Baylor, has even 
more questions than the Big Three. 

The absence of a great team could make for a great race, howev- 
er. If the Aggies and Razorbacks fail to shore up their lines or the 
Cougars can't overcome the loss of Andre Ware, the door could be left 
open for a surprise winner. 

Look for a race that goes down to the last weekend of the season, and 
look for R.C. Slocum's Aggies to come out on top in spite of everything. 

Texas A&M has two big problems, a killer schedule and a ques- 
tionable defensive line. The Aggies tied Houston for second behind 
Arkansas a year ago, when they caught all the biggies at home. This time 
around, A&M will travel to Fayetteville, Houston and Austin. It may help 
build up the Super Saver miles, but it's not the easiest way to build a 
champion. The defensive line was worrisome last year, and the major 
change this year is the loss of Terry Price. 

The Aggies could be something special at linebacker and in the 
offensive backfield, though. With returning linebackers William Thomas 
and Anthony Williams joined by Quentin Coryatt and Tyronne Malone, 
the Wrecking Crew should be as damaging as ever. The running back 
corps is good and deep. Darren Lewis and Robert Wilson have plenty of 
help in Randy Simmons, Keith McAfee and Doug Carter. 

A&M got a good year out of quarterback Lance Pavlas a year ago. 
With Bucky Richardson back from a serious knee injury, the Aggies may 
wind up using both, with Richardson, the talented option quarterback, 
coming off of the bench to cause problems.

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Texas needs to have a good year, with Coach David McWilliams 
on the hot seat after back-to-back losing seasons. The Longhorns have 
the biggest bunch of blue chips in the league; however, the same could 
have been said last season. 

The Longhorns need a return to early season form by sophomore 
quarterback Peter Gardere, who was brilliant in wins over Oklahoma and 
Arkansas but struggled as UT stumbled to the finish line. Gardere will have 
help ina veteran offensive line and a proven wide receiver in Johnny Walker. 

UT is blessed with lots of experience up front on defense. The 
question is in the secondary, but it should help getting superb cornerback 
Willie Mack Garza back after a knee injury sidelined him a year ago. 

Texas Tech might have been the best story in the SWC a year 
ago, as likable Spike Dykes took a veteran Red Raider team to a 9-3 fin- 
ish. That will be hard to duplicate this year with super running back 
James Gray and his offensive line gone. 

The Red Raiders must also rebuild in the defensive line but can 
count on a couple of potential all-stars in free safety Tracy Saul and 
linebacker Charles Rowe. 

Tech needs another good year out of quarterback Jamie Gill, who 
was a pleasant surprise last season. Opponents might not want to put 
Gill in third-and-26 situations — he beat A&M and UT with third-and- 
26 touchdowns late in the game. 

Baylor will try to bounce back from a 5-6 campaign but will have 
to do it without sensational linebacker James Francis and standout de- 
fensive back Robert Blackmon. Defensive tackle Santana Dotson is a 
pretty good rebuilding block, and veteran free safety Mike Welch will so- 
idify the secondary. 

But the Bears have to do more on offense. Finishing last in the league 
in total offense was enough to convince Grant Teaff, the dean of SWC coach- 
es, to switch back to the Veer. That's what the Bears ran the last time they 
won the league crown, in 1980. The new offense doesn't seem tailored for 
hrowing quarterback Brad Goebel, but he will have to make it work. 

Rice moved up out of the cellar when Southern Methodist re- 
turned from the death penalty. The Owls may be ready to climb another 
notch this season with talented quarterback Donald Hollas operating a 
version of the run-and-shoot. Defense is still the question mark for Rice, 
but the Owls may have an answer in linebacker O.J. Brigance. 

Texas Christian struggled to a 4-7 finish a year ago, proving that a 
wide-open offense is no guarantee of success. Coach Jim Wacker went to 
the junior colleges for immediate help. If they can stay healthy and shore up 
the defense, the Frogs could make a jump up after tying for seventh last year. 

The Mustangs of Southern Methodist may not have enough horses 
yet. SMU will lead the league in returning starters, but the Ponies will need 
more quality to go with the quantity before threatening the league leaders.)

A New Look To “THREE-PEAT" 


By STEPHEN CALDWELL 


erhaps the folks at the University 
of Arkansas just want to see how 
many different roads there are 
from Fayetteville to Dallas. That 
sure seems to be their intent. 

In 1988, the Hogs won the Southwest 
Conference and went to the Cotton Bow! with 
a rock solid defense that sent four players to 
the NFL, two as first-round draft picks. 

In 1989, the Razorbacks used a record- 
setting offense to return to the Cotton Bowl. 
But only four starters are back from that of- 
fense. Gone are the fullback, the tailback, one 
split end and four of six starting linemen. 

And, as if that weren't change 
enough, the Razorbacks now are under the 
direction of an almost totally new coaching 
staff. Jack Crowe, the offensive coordinator 
for the 1989 team, replaced Ken Hatfield as 
Arkansas’ Head Coach when Hatfield left in 
January to be the new coach at Clemson. 

So if the Hogs are to "three-peat," 
they'll do so with little connection to the 
past. 

"| don't believe there's much of a 
connection at all to last year's team," said 
Crowe. "And | felt last year's team really cre- 
ated its own identity from the year before. | 
think they are very much their own team. | 
don't believe they care how it was done last 
year." 

Not so long as they get it done again 
this year. 

“You find new leadership, new ways 
to accomplish the same things," said Crowe. 
"The way it was accomplished in 1989 was a 
lot different than the way it was accom- 
plished in 1988. And | think in 1990 it will 
be different again." 

So, if the Hogs won't have a dominat- 
ing defense, as they did two years ago, or a 
dominating offense, as they did last year, 
what will they have? 
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“It could very well be a team that 
does a lot of things pretty good," said 
Crowe, a glimmer of hope in his eyes. "It 
could be a team that doesn't have a domi- 
nant quality anywhere, but, we're hoping, is 
competitive everywhere.” 

If the Hogs are competitive it will be 


with players who, until now, have been 
mostly non-factors or unsung heroes. 

“It's not a team of high draft choices," 
said Crowe. "We're not a name offense or 
defense, except for maybe Quinn [Grovey]. 

"The players that are coming back 
have accomplished a lot, but | think they've 
done it as role players. So, as far as where 
the real on-the-field leadership is going to 
come from, it's a real mystery." 

On offense, it will start with Grovey, 
the fifth-year senior quarterback who has 
been a constant throughout the changing 
times. Grovey, who was All-Conference as a 
sophomore, ran for 565 yards and passed 
for 1,149 yards last year. 

"All of the odds are against us," said 
Grovey, who is 21-3 as a starter at Arkansas. 
"We're young on offense. We're young on 
defense. And we have a new coaching staff. 
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But we know how to win, and hopefully that 
will carry over." 

But Arkansas could be an injury away 
from no better than 6-5. Gary Adams, an un- 
proven redshirt sophomore, backs up 
Grovey. Walk-ons battled in the spring for 
the third spot, and transfer Stacy McKinney 
of Taft JC will join the fight in the fall. 

Crowe's biggest concern on offense 
is the front line. 

"We're thin in a lot of places," said 
Crowe, “but that's by far the biggest concern 
on offense." 

Guards Todd Gifford and Mark Henry 
are the only returning starters, and Henry 
was moved to center in the spring. Either 
Matt Pitner or freshman Ray Straschinske 
could replace Henry at guard. Senior Shon 
Flores, who was moved from guard, and ju- 
nior Pat Crocker are the top candidates to 
start at the tackle spots. 

"We have to come up with a five-man 
unit that has some oneness," said Crowe. 
"People don't understand how much talking 
goes on down there and how much confi- 
dence in the guy next to you is required to 
be a good offensive line. A good offensive 
line is five guys playing on the same heart- 
beat. That is a key for us offensively." 

Senior Steve Hudson and junior 
Lindy Lindsey are the top prospects to re- 
place All-Conference tight end Bill Winston, 
but freshman Kirk Botkin also should chal- 
lenge. 

The Arkansas receiving corps figures 
to be young but talented. Senior starter 
Derek Russell returns; junior Jason Brandt, 
sophomore Sedric Fillmore and senior 
Rodney Winston all have some experience. 
Crowe also expects help from redshirt fresh-

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man Brendan Cook, who missed the spring for 
academic reasons, and true freshman 
Demetrius Smith. 
"There are going to be people playing 
wideout for us who have never played college 
football before," said Crowe.

>] running backs in school history this year, tail- 
back James Rouse and fullback Barry Foster. 
Rouse and Foster were the Razorbacks’ leading 
rushers last season, each gaining more than 
800 yards. 

Crowe feels good about the Arkansas 
backfield. Senior JuJu Harshaw has spent his 
career splitting time with Foster, and sopho- 
more E.D. Jackson actually had beaten out 

>) Rouse last fall before being slowed by injuries. 
Rey "You've got guys who are not just experienced, 
but have critical game experience," Crowe said 
of Harshaw and Jackson. “They made the dif- 
ference in some games even though they 
weren't starters." 

But the Hogs, who ran for a school- 
record 3,456 yards last season, must search 
for the depth that made them so effective in 
1989. Junior Kerwin Price and freshman Chris 
McGaughey should put forth a spirited battle 
for the right to back up Harshaw. 

"We always had the ability to come back 
in the fourth quarter with some freshness, * 
Crowe said. “If we don't get quality depth in 
the backfield, | think you find your game not 
being as effective as you want it to be in the 
fourth quarter.” 

The Hogs should be even more solid at 
tailback, although they will have less experi- 
ence with Ron Dickerson, who played last sea- 
son as a true freshman, and redshirt freshman 
Darwin Ireland, who is considered one of the 
top athletes on the team, and who could play 
almost any position on the field. Ireland had a 
fine spring and figures to push everyone, in- 
cluding Jackson, for playing time. 

Crowe also says junior Fred McGill was 
"the biggest surprise of the spring." And he 
thinks blue chip signee Jeff Savage may have 
what it takes to play as a true freshman. 

"It takes more than one great tailback to 
be a great running football team," said Crowe. 
"How many and in what order, they decide. But | 
think we've got the numbers to have some quali- 
ty depth at tailback. When you run the football 
from the back of the |, you'd better be loaded." 

Well then, the Razorbacks had better be 
loaded, because they will continue to run the 
option from the |, just as they did last year, but 
Steven Marshall will put some punch in the 
Razorback defense.

Crowe also hopes to expand the attack. "We 
have to expand in the passing game," he 
said. "That's not to say we're going to be- 
come a passing football team, but we've got 
to become more efficient in the passing 
areas of our game. We know to be effective, 
you have to be balanced." 

While the offense will be running the 
same formations, the defense will be testing 
a totally new system. Actually, the Hogs, 
under new defensive coordinator Joe Pate, 
still call themselves a "multiple defense with 
a basic 50 front." Don't be fooled by names. 
"A lot of the guys line up in the same 
places," said Crowe. “The difference is the 
versatility and the different style of schemes. 
| think we can play a bend-don't-break style. 
We can change and go to pressure. We can 
disguise what we're doing. We're showing 
multiple fronts.” 

Ina nutshell, the Razorbacks figure to 
be much more aggressive on defense. 

“It's more physical," said senior nose 
guard Chad Rolen. "We're more of an attack- 
ing defense and that causes more collisions. 
| think spring was a lot more fun. The 
coaches got into it a lot. They wanted us to 
have fun, and that brought out the enthusi- 
asm in us." 

Rolen, a three-year letterman, is ex- 
pected to be to the defense what Grovey is to 
the offense. 

"Chad is not just a returning starter, but 
an established player,” Crowe said. "He's started 
for two years. He's the leader of the defense right 
now. He leads because of his intensity. He makes 
a difference on a lot of plays." 

Rolen is one of seven starters who re- 
turn on defense for the Hogs. Senior Tony 
Ollison, a three-year letterman at tackle, also 
returns. But there's a big hole at the other 
tackle spot. Michael Shepherd graduated 
and MacKenzie Phillips left the team be- 
cause of an asthma condition, so sopho- 
more Scott Long was moved from Ollison's 
understudy to a lead role. 

Crowe also expects help on the line 
from redshirt freshmen Tommy Jones and 
Terry Spencer, but none of Arkansas’ line- 
men have shown a dominating presence as 
a pass rusher. "It's a big question on our 
football team right now — where will our 
pass-rush come from?" said Crowe. "We're 
making progress in a lot of areas. But we 
haven't had anybody show up who can make 
a difference in the pass-rush situation." 

Ken Benson has been moved from 
one outside linebacker spot to the other to 
make him more of a pass-rusher. The other 
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outside linebacker spot is wide open, with 
redshirt freshmen Courtney Palmer, James 
Mallot and Tyrone Chatman the lead candi- 
dates going into fall drills. 

The Hogs should be much better off 
this fall at inside linebacker than they were 
in the spring. Junior Mick Thomas, the 
team's leading tackler last season, missed 
spring drills with a shoulder injury and 
Shannon Wright, who as a true freshman 
was fourth on the team in tackles, missed for 
personal reasons. Both are expected to re- 
turn in the fall, joining junior Ty Mason and 
senior Ted Shimer. 

In the secondary, the Hogs return free 
safety Aaron Jackson and cornerback Curtis 
Banks. Jackson has been moved to strong 
safety. Michael James, who started in front 
of Banks some last year, has moved to the 
other corner. Ben Floor, a junior who missed 
last season with a shoulder injury, is back at 
free safety. 

"We're going to start on defense, and 
you start from the back forward," said 
Crowe, stressing the importance of the sec- 
ondary. "That is the top priority on our foot- 
ball team. The first thing you've got to do is 
be sound against the big play. So, to me, the 
first priority is getting a sound secondary, a 
good-tackling secondary." 

The Hogs should have quality depth 
in strong safety Kirk Collins, cornerbacks 
Pat Burris and Del Chun, and free safety 
Richard David. 

The biggest weakness for the Hogs 
could be in the kicking game, more specifically, 
in the punting game. Todd Wright returns as a 
solid place-kicker and the only returning first- 
team All-SWC performer from 1989, but the 
Razorbacks have no proven punter. 

Arkansas has two walk-ons — Marc 
Booth and Glenn Ray Hines — who com- 
peted for the job in the spring. Peter Raether, 
a pitcher for the Hogs’ baseball team, plans 
to walk on in the fall. True freshman Jason 
Smith was the Hogs’ only signee at the posi- 
tion. So that job, like so many on this team, 
is up for grabs. 

"There are so many things that are 
going to have to be proven in the preseason 
and during the season," Crowe said. “I think it 
will have to be a team that starts at some place 
and goes to another level. This team is going 
to be a very competitive team. They have a way 
of rising up. They have a way of making some- 
thing happen when it needs to happen." 

Which, come to think of it, is the one 
important link to the past that the Hogs can 
hardly stand to do without.Q

SPRING UPDATE 


Junior MacKenzie Phillips was expected to start at defensive tackle spring. He, too, should be available in the fall and will try to regain 
for the Razorbacks. But, on the advice of his doctors, Phillips the starting spot he earned in the spring of 1989. 

decided to end his playing career. Phillips has an asthma condition 
that caused a near-fatal heart attack during a high school game in 
1986. Phillips’ backup, redshirt sophomore Scott Long, underwent 
knee surgery late in the spring and isn't expect to be at full speed 
until early September. Senior offensive guard Todd Gifford suffered 
a broken ankle two weeks into spring drills, but should be available 
when fall practice begins. Backup split end Rodney Winston 
(knee), backup fullback Kerwin Price (wrist) and first-team 
linebacker Mick Thomas (shoulder) missed the entire spring 
because of injuries. All three should be ready in August. For the second straight year Arkansas’ coaching staff underwent 
major changes. Jack Crowe went from offensive coordinator to 
head coach after just one year on the Arkansas staff. Offensive line 
coach J.B. Grimes was the only holdover from the Ken Hatfield 
staff, although former volunteer Jerry Pullen was hired full-time to 
coach tight ends. No one on the 1990 staff was there in 1988. Joe 
Pate was hired from North Carolina State to coordinate the defense, 
which is expected to be more aggressive and free-wheeling than 
recent Arkansas defenses. 


Sophomore tailback Ron Dickerson and senior flanker Derek 
Russell both missed spring football to compete in track. Dickerson 
long jumped, while Russell ran the 110 high hurdles. Dickerson 
might be moved to flanker in the fall because freshman Darwin 
Ireland was an impressive tailback in the spring. Tommy Jones, a 
6'4", 270-pound redshirt freshman from Dallas, moved midway 
through the spring from defensive tackle to offensive guard and is 
expected to compete for a starting job in the fall. 


Linebacker Shannon Wright, the 1988 high school Defensive 
Player-of-the-Year in Arkansas, and split end Brendan Cook, the 
1988 high school Offensive Player-of-the-Year, both left school for 
the spring, Wright for personal reasons and Cook for academic 
reasons. Wright played as a true freshman and was third on the 
team in tackles. Cook redshirted. Both are expected to return to 
school over the summer to maintain their eligibility for the fall. Guard 
Cody Mosier, who missed the 1989 season after suffering a knee 
injury last summer in an automobile accident, missed the entire

onald Hollas may be the best quarterback at Rice since 
Tommy Kramer. Hollas is the perfect man to run the Owls’ 
wide open offense, with a combination of brains and 
brawn that is tough to beat. Hollas completed 56 percent 
of his passes last season before breaking an ankle bone 
in the ninth game. A former Offensive Newcomer-of-the-Year, the 
tough Hollas should be healthy in time for the 1990 season. If Hollas 
is sound, the Owls could make some noise, provided the supporting 
cast comes through. 
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Arkansas quarterback Quinn Grovey can't match the numbers 
of the guys firing the football around in the run-and-shoot. What he 
can do is beat you, with his legs and with his head. Grovey is the 
only starting quarterback in the league who has started a Cotton 
Bowl, and he has been to two ina row. Grovey did pass for 1,149 
yards last year, and could put up better numbers if the Hogs open up 
the offense like they say they will. 

David Klingler's main problem is a lack of playing time, but 
it's no disgrace to sit behind the Heisman Trophy winner. With Andre 
Ware gone to the NFL, Klingler will take over the controls of the na- 
tion's most explosive offense. Klingler didn't look bad when he got 
his chances last year, rating second behind Ware in SWC passing by 
completing 59 percent of his passes with eight touchdowns and one 
interception. 

Lance Pavlas of Texas A&M came into his own last season,

the option and provide a change of pace, give the Aggies perhaps the 
best one-two combination in the league. 

Texas Tech has a magic man in Jamie Gill, who took over for 
Billy Joe Tolliver last year and led the Red Raiders into a bow! game. 
Gill had the luxury of a senior offensive line and a sensational back in 
James Gray last season, and he must take up some of the slack this 
time around. Gill has shown the ability to lead comebacks. He threw 
game-winning touchdowns against A&M and Texas on third-and-26 
situations. 

If Texas sophomore Peter Gardere can recapture the form he 
displayed in leading the Longhorns to upset wins over Oklahoma and 
Arkansas, UT could be set at quarterback. Gardere struggled with in- 
juries and inconsistency down the stretch, but Texas hopes he can 
improve. The quarterback of the future, incoming freshman Steve 
Clements, might get a shot if Gardere doesn't produce. 

Baylor's Brad Goebel has seen good times and bad in his days 
on the banks of the Brazos River. Goebel made some All-Conference 
teams as a freshman, but struggled in the last two years with a sus- 
pect supporting cast. The Bears are going to the veer this year, which 
will make Goebel's final season another tough test. 

Mike Romo ran up some impressive numbers and set six 
school records as Southern Methodist came back from the dead and 
actually won a couple of games last season. Romo runs the run-and- 
shoot well, and as the team matures around him, he should get even 
better. 

Texas Christian joined the jet age last year, scrapping the op- 
tion attack for a passing game. That puts the pressure on the quarter- 
back, and this year the man under the gun will be Leon Clay. He 
showed potential when he came off the bench to beat Air Force, but 
he also struggled later in the season. 


RUNNING BACKS 


Texas A&M had to do without Darren Lewis during spring 
drills, as the tailback skipped the semester for personal reasons. It 
only gave bruising fullback Robert Wilson and backup tailbacks Keith 
McAfee and Randy Simmons a chance to get more work. Lewis is ex- 
pected back this fall, and if he does return he will have a shot at most 
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of the school records. McAfee and Simmons are capable players, and 
Wilson has a rare combination of power and speed. 

Arkansas has a history of great running backs, and E.D. Jackson 
should continue the tradition. Jackson was a consistent contributor as 
the Razorbacks set a school record for rushing last season when he 
backed up James Rouse. This year he will be the main man. At fullback is 
another guy who had to wait his turn, senior JuJu Harshaw getting the 
job after Barry Foster left school early for the NFL. 

Think of Houston and the run-and-shoot, and visions of 
passers and pass-catchers pop into your head. Unless you're a de- 
fensive back, in which case you conjure up a nightmare of a run-away 
fire hydrant named Chuck Weatherspoon. The 5'7", 210-pound. 
Weatherspoon puts the bang into the running part of the run-and- 
shoot, and is especially dangerous when defenses go with small, 
quick lineups to try to cover all the receivers. 

Texas Tech lost a game-breaker in James Gray, but the Red 
Raiders have some replacement candidates in Anthony Lynn, Louis 
Sheffield and Anthony McDowell. None can match Gray individually, 
but together they could suffice. Lynn, who gained 568 yards last year 
as a backup, will start at tailback, with McDowell set to start at full- 
back. 

With Tony Darthard back after an injury that wiped out his 
1989 season, Texas Christian may be a little better in the running part 
of the run-and-shoot. Darthard has big-time ability, and he will have 
experienced help from Cedric Jackson. 

Texas hasn't had a standout here since Eric Metcalf was danc- 
ing through defenses, but the Longhorns hope they have quality and 
quantity this season. Adrian Walker is back after rushing for 814 
yards as a freshman, and he could get help from redshirt freshman 
Phil Brown. 

At Baylor, the Bears return to the veer attack with a solid stable 
of tailbacks and question marks at fullback. Eldwin Raphel returns at 
tailback after leading Baylor in rushing two years in a row. For the 
Bears to be very good, however, they need Robert Strait to have an 
impact at fullback. Strait is making the move from tailback after sit- 
ting out last year with a knee injury, and he must improve his block- 
ing. 

Running back was mostly a pass-catching position with the 
Rice Owls last season. Eric Henley excelled in the air attack, but is 
hardly the type to pound away at the defense. Quarterback Donald 
Hollas might be Rice's best runner, which explains why the Owls are 
trying to shore up a running game that averaged only 118 yards per 
game last year. 
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Southern Methodist, with its passing attack, relies more on 
short passes than short runs. For their offense, the Mustangs have a 
good combination in Jason Wolf, Kevin Love and Rongea Hill. 
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At the University of Texas, Coach David McWilliams and his 
staff have been stocking blue chip linemen for the last three years. 
Young stars such as Turk McDonald and Jeff Boyd may be ready to 
make an impact, and the Longhorns can count on seniors Stan 
Thomas and Duane Miller. An offensive line that can open holes is a 
must for offensive coordinator Lynn Amedee, who likes to pound 
away at people to open up the passing game. 

Arkansas has grown used to good blocking and a great run- 
ning attack. If the Razorbacks are to keep the yards coming, several 
newcomers will have to come through. Guard Todd Gifford and center 
Mark Henry, who moved over from guard, are the returnees around 
which the line must be built. Jon Flores and Pat Crocker need to 
stand tall at tackle. 

The offensive line of the TCU Horned Frogs is one of the most 
experienced groups in the league. Texas Christian has veterans at al- 
most every position, led by guard Mike Sullivan and tackle Bret 
Alexander. Bill Elliott and Jody Morse are also back, and the Frogs 
expect help from a batch of junior college transfers. 

With their running backs, the Aggies of Texas A&M could get 
by with a good line instead of a great one. They have a great big hole 
to fill at left tackle, where Richmond Webb earned offensive MVP 
honors last year. A&M should be strong in the middle with center 
Mike Arthur flanked by Mike Pappas and Keith Alex. Right tackle Matt 
McCall needs to become dominating. 

Houston linemen need to protect the passer in the run-and- 
shoot, so ability to blow a defender off the line is not at a premium. 
The Cougars will need several newcomers to pick up the offense, with 
only right guard Mike Gisler and right tackle Jason Jessup returning. 
Look for quarterback David Klingler to roll right quite a bit. 

Baylor should be stout up the middle, but the tackle slots 
could be a problem. Center Mark Bass and guards John Turnpaugh 
and Monte Jones are more than adequate. If newcomers Matthew 
Gantt and Jeff DeLoach come through at tackle, the Bears will be bet- 
ter than middle of the pack at this position. 

The Rice line had its share of problems last year, as indicated 
by the lack of an Owl running game and the number of carries for 
quarterback Donald Hollas. If healthy, the line could be much im- 
proved with senior center Rich Segina and 295-Ib. tackle Billy 
Baldwin leading the way. 
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Texas Tech may have had the best offensive line in the confer- 
ence a year ago, but Spike Dykes wasn’t able to get the NCAA to 
allow five years of eligibility, so he has to rebuild from the ground up. 
Senior center Brent Barton and junior guard Jason Duvall have to 
grow up after waiting their turn behind the senior group of a year ago. 

Southern Methodist may still be a little under-manned in the 
line. The good news for the Ponies is the young guys are a year older, 
a year stronger, and a year wiser. 
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David Klingler may not be Andre Ware, but Manny Hazard is 
still Manny Hazard, which is to say the Houston Cougars will contin- 
ue to have the best set of receivers in the conference. Hazard led the 
nation with an incredible 142 receptions last year and scored 22 
touchdowns. His catches should go down this year, but only because 
Houston has more options. Verlond Brown, who caught 21 passes in 
the first two games before a season-ending injury, is back, and there 
are several other talented targets for Klingler. 

The main man in the Texas passing attack is Johnny Walker, 
who lived up to his advance billing last season when he caught 55 
passes and earned offensive MVP honors. Walker is more possession 
receiver than game breaker, so UT must replace speedster Tony 
Jones. Mike Davis or Darrick Duke needs to balance the attack, which 
will be bolstered by tight ends Kerry Cash and Stephen Clark. 

Arkansas has a big-play receiver in senior Derek Russell, who 
could be a big name in a wide-open offense. With the Razorbacks 
throwing less than most, Russell will most often be the guy Quinn 
Grovey looks for. To keep defenses from ganging up on Russell, 
youngsters such as Jason Brandt and Sedric Fillmore need to come 
through. Tight end is iffy, with the Hogs looking to replace Billy 
Winston. 

Eric Henley of Rice showed that the Houston Cougars aren't 
the only ones who can catch football after football in an offense that 
emphasizes short passes. Henley, the brother of Los Angeles Rams’ 
kick returner Darrell Henley, caught 81 passes last year. He needs 45 
receptions to break the school record, and he could get those in the 
first month of the season. Courtney Cravin and Merritt Robinson can 
also catch the ball. 

Texas A&M lost its top two receivers, wide out Percy Waddle 
and tight end Mike Jones. The Aggies will hope that a group of 
smallish wide receivers and a big tight end can take up the slack. 
Shane Garrett and Cornelius Patterson will have to stretch defenses, 
while good hands man Gary Oliver is a third-down guy. JC transfer 
Derek Ware could make up for the loss of Jones. 
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The Red Raiders of Texas Tech have a solid pair of pass-catch- 
ers in Anthony Manyweather and Rodney Blackshear. Coming off a 
season when he caught 13 passes, three for touchdowns, 
Manyweather could become a big-play receiver. The tight end will be 
senior Charles Lott. 

Southern Methodist should spread the ball around to take ad- 
vantage of several receivers in the run-and-shoot. Among the top tar- 
gets for Mike Romo will be Michael Bowen and Andy Bergfeld. 

Texas Christian also has a group of receivers to throw to in its 
version of the run-and-shoot. Michael Jackson, one of the runner-re- 
ceiver types, led the Frogs with 42 catches last year despite missing 
three games with a hand injury. Stephen Shipley, who had 23 catch- 
es, gives TCU some size at 6'4”. 

Baylor needs to improve its receiving corps, with Greg 
Anderson and tight end Steve Stutsman being counted on to show 
the way. The Bears also need Reggie Miller and David Frost to help 
the aerial attack. 
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Like its offensive line, Texas’ defensive line is home to lots of 
players who were highly regarded in high school. If some of the big 
names can come up with some big games, the Longhorns could 
weather the loss of Ken Hackemack. Young veterans such as Shane 
Dronett and Tommy Jeter could join with Oscar Giles, Roger Fritcher 
and Mark Steed to give Texas a dynamite defensive front. It would 
help if UT could put more pressure on the passer up front. 

Arkansas has to replace one of the league's best defensive 
linemen in Michael Shepherd, but two solid starters return. The 
Razorbacks’ first line of defense will be anchored by nose guard Chad 
Rolen and tackle Tony Ollison, both seniors. New UA Coach Jack 
Crowe will look for improvement from backup Scott Long, who takes 
over Shepherd's spot, and redshirt freshmen Tommy Jones and Terry 
Spencer, but a pass rush is still questionable. 

There is plenty of experience along the defensive front for 
Baylor. There are several tough tackles, led by Santana Dotson, 
Marcus Lowe and Reggie Howard. The ends are both proven prod- 
ucts, with Robin Jones and John Godfrey returning starters. 

The Red Raiders will count on junior left end Marcus 
Washington to supply leadership up front. He is the only returning 
starter among the linemen, and will need help from Mike Liscio at 
right end and Greg Burden at nose tackle. 

Houston will have to rebuild its defensive line around Tray 
Hooper as the Cougars seek to make up for the loss of talented Alfred 
Oglesby. UH does have some experience in tackle Jason Youngblood 
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and end James Bevil, who saw action late last season because of in- 
juries. 

The Aggies of Texas A&M see the defensive line as perhaps their 
biggest problem area. A&M lost four-year starter Terry Price at defen- 
sive end, and nose guards Pat Henry and John Miller missed spring 
drills with injuries. The Aggies need immediate help from JC signee 
Mark Wheeler and a return to health by the nose guards and end Kevin 
Tucker to be very good here. 

Texas Christian must have a lot of new players come through up 
front after losing stalwart Fred Washington to the NFL. Among the top 
candidates are a pair of JC transfers, James Prather and Thomas Lewis. 

Rice will have to fight the battle in the trenches with smallish 
linemen. Corey Seymour at nose tackle and Joel Dawson and Shawn 
Alberding at defensive end are all in the 230-240-pound range. 

As they do at every position, the SMU Mustangs have almost 
everybody back up front. Leading the way for the Ponies will be end 
Kenny Rea and nose tackle Uso Okeke. 
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Texas A&M may have supplanted Penn State as Linebacker 
U. During the latter stages of the 1980s, the Aggies were loaded with 
future NFL linebackers who came to Aggieland to play the aggressive, 
blitzing style. Two more went to the pros in this year's draft, but the 
Aggies keep cranking them out. William Thomas is a demon of an out- 
side pass rusher, and Anthony Williams is solid inside. The best of the 
bunch could be newcomer Quentin Coryatt, who missed his first two 
seasons with academic problems. LSU transfer Tyronne Malone might 
make an impact on the outside as well. 

Texas Tech's hopes of staying near the top of the league stand- 
ings may hinge on the Red Raider linebackers, the strength of the team. 
With all-conference performer Charles Rowe and Stephon 
Weatherspoon on the outside and Matt Wingo inside, Tech will wreck a 
few offenses. Rowe and Wingo combined for 223 tackles last year. 

The strength of Arkansas’ 3-4 defense is at inside linebacker, 
which makes the Razorbacks rough to run on. The main man is Mick 
Thomas, who led the team in tackles as a sophomore last season. 
Shannon Wright and Ty Mason are also proven products on the inside. 
Only one of the outside spots is set with Ken Benson the returning 
starter. 

Texas has two returning starters in its three-man linebacker unit. 
Middle man Brian Jones and weakside starter Anthony Curl are quality 
‘packers, but the strongside spot is not as certain. Boone Powell, Mical 
Padgett or Chris Rapp could help the Horns hook ‘em this fall. Depth 
will come from converted fullbacks Jason Burleson and Winfred Tubbs. 
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Versatile Reggie Burnette heads the Houston linebacking corps 
after playing all three positions during his career. He may go back 
outside after spending last season in the middle. The Cougars will look 
for Eric Blount to get better on the other side, and hope JC transfer 
Glenn Cadrez can fill the hole in the middle. 

Rice believes it has one of the league's best in inside linebacker 
0.J. Brigance. With 260 tackles in his career, Brigance needs just 51 to 
set the school record. He's likely to get more than that, because he still 
doesn't have as much help as the Owls would like. 

Texas Christian also relies on strength in the middle. The Horned 
Frogs are hoping for a healthy sophomore Brad Smith at middle linebacker, 
with Jason Cauble and Richard Booker serving as senior bookends. 

Baylor's tough task is to replace a couple of defensive mainstays 
in James Francis and Gary Joe Kinne. Curtis Hafford and Daniel 
Morgan, who shared time last season, will man the outside spots, but 
neither has Francis’ ability. Sophomore Lee Bruderer will have to fill in 
for Kinne in the middle. 

The Mustangs of SMU did not have enough horses on defense 
ast year, so this is an area that needs improvement. Southern 
Methodist will count on Chris Collins, Stephen Thomas and Bill Kiely 
to get better with time.

This could be Texas Tech's best group of defensive backs since 
the Red Raiders led the nation in pass defense in 1984. All four starting 
defensive backs are back, led by All-Conference cornerback Sammy 
Walker and sensational sophomore free safety Tracy Saul, the league's 
Defensive Newcomer-of-the-Year in 1989. Saul didn't start until mid- 
way through his freshman season, and still led the Red Raiders with 
eight interceptions. Strong safety Brian Dubiski and cornerback Ronald 
Ferguson are also solid performers in the backfield. 

Texas A&M has to fill a couple of holes in the secondary with the 
departure of safety Gary Jones and cornerback Mickey Washington, but 
both were injured late in the season and their replacements, Chris Crooms 
and Derrick Frazier, got a head start on the job. The other starters give the 
Aggies quite a one-two punch. Cornerback Kevin Smith comes off a nine- 
interception sophomore season, while free safety Larry Horton showed 
flashes of brilliance after moving from running back. 

The Arkansas backfield is paced by Aaron Jackson, who 
switched to strong safety after playing well at free safety a year ago. The 
Hogs have another returning starter in cornerback Curtis Banks. It will 
help getting back Ben Floor, who missed last season with a shoulder

CHANGES

his was the reaction of a former 

Alabama player — one of “Bear's 

Boys" — shortly after Bill Curry 

left Tuscaloosa in his rearview 

mirror to become Head Coach at 
the University of Kentucky: 

"Can you imagine a father in Alabama 
trying to explain to his teenage son why the 
Head Coach at Alabama wanted to go to 
Kentucky?" 

It's supposed to be the other way 
around. Football may be king in Alabama, 
but it is merely the crown prince to basket- 
ball in Kentucky. Surely you recall that Paul 
"Bear" Bryant spent eight years as 
Kentucky's Head Coach BEFORE he went to 
Alabama (with a three-year stop at Texas 
A&M in between). 

Not only does Alabama have a new 
coach for the third time since Bryant retired 
following the 1982 season, but there also 
are new people stalking the sidelines at such 
major football schools as Michigan, 
Arkansas, Clemson, Pittsburgh, Florida and 
Houston. And that's in the wake of last 
year's changes at the likes of Oklahoma, 
Miami (FL), Georgia and Texas A&M, 
among others. 

A total of 19 of the 106 Division I-A 
teams have changed coaches for 1990, a 
turnover rate of 18.9 percent slightly above 
the average annual rate of 17.2 percent since 
the NCAA began keeping track of coaching 
changes in 1947. 

In 1988, the turnover rate was a record 
low 8.65 percent. A year earlier, however, it was 
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23.1 percent, 
the second 
highest ever 
(the record is 
28.6 percent in 
1973). 

Here 
are the 
changes for 
1990: 

ALABAMA — The Crimson Tide 
lost a coach who couldn't beat Auburn and 
got one who actually beat the Bear. Gene 
Stallings, one of "Bear's Boys," replaces 
Curry, who wasn't. In Alabama, that's akin to 
a federal crime. 

Stallings played for Bryant at Texas 
A&M in 1955-56, began his coaching career 
there under the Bear in 1957 and followed 
him to Alabama in 1958. He returned to 
A&M as Head Coach in 1965. Despite a 27- 
45-1 record in seven seasons, in their only 
head-to-head meeting, Stallings and A&M 
beat Bryant and ‘Bama 20-16 in the 1968 
Cotton Bowl. That capped Stallings’ only 
winning season and was one of only six 
games the Bear lost to one of his pupils in 
49 meetings. 

"Gene Stallings was Coach Bryant's 
selection when he retired," said former 
Alabama star Lee Roy Jordan. “It didn't hap- 
pen at that time, and that may have hap- 
pened for a reason. We may not have been 
ready for it. | think the University of 
Alabama, the fans and the people are ready 
for Gene Stallings now."

tor Jack Crowe was elevated to the head job 
one day after Ken Hatfield left to replace 
Danny Ford at Clemson. Since his only pre- 
vious Head Coaching job (he was 5-15 at 
Livingston University in Alabama in 1977- 
78), Crowe has been offensive coordinator 
at North Alabama, Wyoming, Auburn, 
Clemson and Arkansas. 

CLEMSON — With Clemson under 
investigation by the NCAA, Ford — the only 
coach in Atlantic Coast Conference history 
with a winning percentage of more than 70 
percent (96-29-4 — .760) among coaches 
with at least five years in the conference — 
resigned in January. Both Ford and Clemson 
insisted the investigation was not the reason. 
Hatfield was quickly lured from Arkansas, 
where he and athletic director Frank Broyles 
were no longer bosom buddies. 

DUKE — After leading the Blue 
Devils to their first bow! bid in 29 years, 
Steve Spurrier went "home" to Florida. Barry 
Wilson, a veteran college assistant (Georgia, 
Mississippi, Georgia Tech, Duke) was pro- 
moted from Assistant Head Coach to his 
first head job at any level.

Enter Curry, who was 26-10 
in his three traumatic years 
at Alabama (Bryant was 20- 
7-5 in his first three sea- 
sons at ‘Bama; if you're 
keeping score, he was 7-3 
his first year at Kentucky). 
At Kentucky, 10-2 will be 
more than satisfactory. It 
also may be impossible. 
Best of all, Curry won't have 
to face Auburn (he's 0-10) 
for a couple of years.

resigned. Allen's last coaching job was with 
the Washington Redskins (1971-77), but he 
has coached in college — in the Dark Ages. 
He was a combined 49-31-7 at Morningside 
(1948-50) and Whittier (1951-56). 
Morningside's in lowa and Whittier's the 
alma mater of one Richard M. Nixon. 
MIAMI (OH) — The Cradle of 
Coaches has fallen on hard times (2-18-1 
the last two years), so Tim Rose was fired 
and Randy Walker (Class of '76) was hired 
after 10 years as an assistant at North 
Carolina and two at Northwestern. 
MICHIGAN — Bo Schembechler, 
whose 234 victories are the fifth highest 
among those who have coached at least 10 
years in Division |, stepped down (up?) to 
become president of the Detroit Tigers. His 
hand-picked successor is Gary Moeller, a 
Schembechler aide at Miami (OH) and 
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Michigan since 1967 except for three sea- 
sons (1977-79) as Head Coach at Illinois, 
where he went 6-24-3 and was outscored 
95-16 in three meetings with Bo. 

NAVY — Elliot Uzelac was only 8-25 
in three years but thought he had saved his 
job with a 19-17 upset of Army in the 1989 
finale. Surprise! Navy's new coach is George 
Chaump, who was 33-16-1 in four years at 
Marshall after going 29-21-2 in four years at 
Indiana (PA). 

NEVADA-LAS VEGAS — Three Notre 
Dame assistants got Head Coaching jobs in 
Division I-A and I-AA following the 1989 sea- 
son. One of them is offensive coordinator Jim 
Strong, who replaces Wayne Nunnely, who re- 
signed after a 4-7 campaign. 

NEW MEXICO STATE — Mike 
Knoll could do no better than 1-10, 2-9, 1- 
10 and 0-11 (that's 4-40 overall), so New 
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Mexico State hired Jim Hess, 
who compiled an overall 
112-53-5 record in eight 
years at Angelo State — in- 
cluding a 1978 NAIA cham- 
pionship — and seven at 
Stephen F. Austin. 
OHIO UNIVERSITY 
— Tom Lichtenberg was the 
Lou Saban of the 80s with

Mike Gottfried shortly before 
the John Hancock Bowl 
against Texas A&M and pro- 
moting offensive coordinator 
Paul Hackett, who has loads 
of experience as a college 
and pro assistant but whose 
only previous head job was 
as coach of the University of 
California at Davis freshmen 
in 1970-71. Hackett is 1-0 
after Pitt's 31-28 bowl victory. 
RUTGERS — Now it 
can be told. In 1984, the reason Rutgers 
took so long to hire Dick Anderson was be- 
cause Joe Paterno couldn't decide whether 
to leave Penn State. When he decided to 
stay, Rutgers opted for Anderson, a Paterno 
aide. But after a 27-34-4 record in six years, 
Anderson was told to get lost. Actually, he 
found his way back to Penn State and was 
replaced by Tampa Bay Bucs assistant Doug 
Graber, who has one year's experience as a 
college Head Coach. He was 6-5 at Montana 
State in 1982. 
SAN JOSE STATE —Goodbye, 
Claude Gilbert. Hello Terry Shaw. 
TOLEDO — What's going on here? 
Dan Simrell was fired after a winning season 
(6-5; 49-38-2 in eight years) and replaced 
by Nick Saban, who comes from the 
Houston Oilers and has been an assistant at 
six colleges. 


BOB DONNAN 
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UTAH — Utah fired Jim Fassel (25- 
33 in five years) and star quarterback Scott 
Mitchell gave up his senior season shortly 
thereafter. The new coach is Ron McBride, 
whose career as an assistant coach includes 
two stops at Utah (1977-82, 1985-86). He 
comes from Arizona, where he was assistant 
Head Coach and offensive line coach. 

WISCONSIN — Barry Alvarez, assis- 
tant Head Coach and defensive coordinator 
at Notre Dame, replaces Don Morton, who 
was 6-27 at Wisconsin after successful 
reigns at North Dakota State and Tulsa. 

It has often been said that you don't 
want to follow a legend, but rather follow the 
coach who follows the legend. Bill Curry fol- 
lowed that rule at Alabama, and it turned out 
to be anything but golden. 

If Joab Thomas, then the president of 
Alabama, had intentionally set out to anger 
Crimson Tide supporters when Ray Perkins 
bolted to the NFL following the 1986 season, 
he would have done one of two things — 
hire a coach with a losing record or one who 
had ties to Auburn, Tennessee or Georgia 
Tech. Thomas did both; Curry was 31-42-4 
in seven seasons at Georgia Tech and even 
three national championships at Alabama 
probably wouldn't have erased that fact. 

Curry called his problems at Alabama “an 
unusual scenario," which is putting it mildly. 

"The problems | had at Alabama did- 
n't come from the average guy but from 
within the university," Curry said after his 
departure. "There are a lot of great people 
and a lot of great fans in Alabama, but there 
also is an element that believes if you don't 
have that Alabama pedigree stamped on 
your forehead and you don't beat Auburn, 
you're nothing." 

What is Stallings? “You know, I'm not 
Coach Bryant," he said, quickly adding that 
stepping into the job once owned by the 
Bear is "a dream come true." 

When Stallings and Bryant arrived in 
Tuscaloosa in 1958, Alabama had won only 
four games in three years. "He had to teach 
them how to win again," Stallings said. 
"That's not the goal now; it's getting every- 
body pulling together." 

Like Paul Bryant Jr. 

"Papa was always very close to him," 
Bryant said of Stallings. "He said a number 
of times that he was the best coach in the 
country." 

Stallings was an assistant to Tom 
Landry with the Dallas Cowboys for 14 years. 
He became Head Coach of the Phoenix 
Cardinals in 1985 and was fired during the

1989 season with a 22-34-1 record. 

"He worked for Bear Bryant, played 
for Bear Bryant and he is a lot like Bear 
Bryant," Landry said. "He's a good, solid, 
fundamental coach. He knows the game very 
well, teaches it very well and expects noth- 
ing but the best from the people he coaches. 
| don't know a better person. He's an excep- 
tional person. He's straight and he's honest. 
If | had to go to war, he's the one I'd want 
with me." 

In 1960, at Bryant's request, Stallings 
even authored Bear Bryant On Winning 
Football, a technical book on Bryant's 
philosophies. 

Despite all of Stallings’ credentials, it 
didn't take long for jokes to start. They prob- 
ably originated in East Central Alabama, 
home of Auburn University. 

Q.: What do the Pope and Gene 
Stallings have in common? 

A.: They're both former Cardinals and 
neither one knows a thing about football. 

Q.: What do the moon and (Auburn 
Coach) Pat Dye have in common? 

A.: They both control the Tide. 

At Clemson, Ford, who used to be 
mentioned as a possible Alabama coach (it's 
his alma mater), resigned, saying: 

"| deny any wrongdoing on my part 
and | am confident that an impartial review 
of the facts will so prove." 

Clemson president Max Lennon said 
he and Ford feel "very strongly" that the rea- 
sons behind the resignation should not be 
made public. After receiving a letter of ex- 
planation from Lennon, State Rep. David 
Beasley, chairman of the House Education 
and Public Works Committee, said: 

"Given the facts, given the circum- 
stances, Clemson did the only thing it could 
do ... | told them | was really upset that 
there's a gag order, but ... | must say | un- 
derstand." 

Where's Sherlock Holmes when you 
need him? 

Meanwhile, Hatfield and Arkansas 
were on the outs. The school had offered 
him a new contract in December which, ac- 
cording to Broyles, "had clauses in it that 
protected him better than probably any 
coach in America." 

Broyles said Hatfield's use of an 
agent to negotiate the contract caused some 
of the friction. 

"Strained relationships began in the 
coaching profession when they got agents, " 
Broyles said. "You call any athletic director 
who is involved with a coach who has an 
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agent and, if he's honest, he'll tell you that 
the relationship is never the same once the 
coach hires an agent." 

The two biggest surprises in the 
changing of jobs in the coaching profession 
in 10 years were handled by the same agent 
(Robert Fraley of Orlando, FL, who also rep- 
resents Bill Curry). 

Hatfield's arrival at Clemson was 
greeted by a threatened players boycott, 
which quickly died out. 

"We felt led here," Hatfield said. "We 
felt this was the right time to come. We un- 
derstand it's a very difficult situation in time, 
but | promise you that things will work out." 

At Michigan, Schembechler went out in 
accustomed style — a loss in the Rose Bowl 
(Bo was 2-8 there) and a temper tantrum dur- 
ing the Wolverines' 17-10 loss to Southern 
Cal. In fact, Schembechler drew an official 
reprimand from Big 10 Commissioner Jim 
Delany after his retirement. 

With the score tied at 10, Michigan 
tried a fake punt for a first down but was 
nullified by a holding penalty. Schembechler 
threw down his clipboard and almost tripped 
over a cable connecting his headphones. He 
was slapped with an unsportsmanlike con- 
duct penalty. 

"The one thing | won't miss in retire- 
ment is incompetent officiating," he growled. 
“It's the most unbelievable call, and | got it 
in my last game. It was a Pac-10 official, 
and it happens every time | come out here 
(Pasadena)." 

By the time the Tigers hired him, Bo 
had recovered his sense of humor, pointing 
out that he was not named to baseball's 
Umpires Committee. 

Schembechler also gave up the 
other half of his job as Michigan's athlet- 
ic director. 

"I'm not sure that it's in the best in- 
terest of Michigan, or the program, or my- 
self, or Gary Moeller for me to be hanging 
around,” he said. "It might be pretty difficult 
for me to sit in the athletic director's chair. 
I'd want to go to practice, and | don't think | 
should do that." 

Moeller wouldn't have cared. Nor is 
he afraid to follow a legend. 

“It's never been in my mind, ‘God, | 
wish he would quit,’ " Moeller said. "| can 
say that very honestly. But we can carry on 
without him. It isn't going to bother me if he 
stays around (Schembechler will continue to 
live in Ann Arbor). He said it will, and 
maybe he's right, but I'd love to have him 
around."

"IT's WHat CoLLeGe FooTeatt Is ALL ABouT" 


By Ken RAPPOPORT 


ohn McKay, a renowned quipster, 
got off one of his better lines when 
his Southern Cal football team 
played at Notre Dame in 1965. 
As the Trojans’ Mike Hunter 
Slipped and sprawled on the turf after taking 
the opening kickoff on a rain-slick field, the 
Southern Cal coach exclaimed: 
"Oh, my God, they've shot him!" 
McKay was not serious, of course — 
but he was not very far from the truth, either. 
Since the Trojan wars with the Fighting 
Irish began in 1926, this has been a heated, 
long-distance rivalry inflamed by lunatic 
emotions and a no-holds-barred outlook. 
"It's physical, historical and spiritual," 
says David Lewis, a former USC player. "You 
have two great private institutions with great 
football talent who go at each other for 60 
minutes every year and take no prisoners.” 
McKay, who coached in some of the 
most memorable games in the rivalry — 
and, therefore, some of the most memorable 
in college football history — would agree. 
"There's no intersectional rivalry that 
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compares with USC-Notre Dame because it 
has nationwide interest," McKay says. 
“Nothing even comes close. It captures the 
Midwest, the West and the East and, unlike 
other intersectional rivalries, it has been an 
annual event (except during World War II) 
since 1926." 

And while most rivalries are based on 
geographical proximity, league affiliations or 
military connections, this one is based pure- 
ly on excellence. 

The Irish have the highest winning 
percentage, the most All-American selec- 
tions, the most Heisman Trophy winners and 
the most national champions in the history 
of college football. Southern Cal, with a dy- 
nastic succession of running backs, ranks 
second in All-American selections and has 
had its share of Heisman Trophy winners 
and national championship teams. 

The names from this series read like a 
Who's Who of college football: Knute Rockne, 
the Four Horsemen, Johnny Lujack, Joe 
Theismann and Joe Montana, to name a few 
from Notre Dame; 0.J. Simpson, Mike Garrett, 
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Frank Gifford, Jon Arnett and Anthony Davis, 
to name a few, from Southern Cal. 

The series started with a bang in the 
1920s between the Rockne and Howard 
Jones teams and reached a roaring crescen- 
do in the 1960s and 1970s when McKay 
was coaching Southern Cal and Ara 
Parseghian was at Notre Dame. 

"What comes to mind in that series is 
that we had an intense rivalry and virtually 
every year each team came into the game 
having an influence on the national champi- 
onship in one form or another," Parseghian 
says. ‘It was incredible." 

Indeed. In Parseghian's 11 years at 
Notre Dame, nine of the games with 
Southern Cal had a significant bearing on 
the national title picture. Five times the win- 
ner of the game won the national champi- 
onship; the other four times, the loser was 
knocked out of contention. 

During this period, McKay had the 
better of Parseghian, 6-3-2, but both shared 
equally in some of the highest, and lowest, 
moments of their careers. Each won two na- 
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tional championships during their head-to-head rivalry and they com- 
bined for a record of 188-39-11.The 1964 game perhaps best typifies 
the emotion, excitement and significance of the series, which leads the 
college football world in inspiration and bizarre turnabouts. It was in 
that game in the Los Angeles Coliseum that Parseghian was 30 min- 
utes away from an undefeated season and a national championship in 
his first year as coach at Notre Dame when everything collapsed under 
a second-half stampede by the Trojans. 

It was as bitter a loss as any in Parseghian's career and still re- 
mains painfully clear in his memory more than a quarter-century later. 

"| remember that game so vividly because it denied us the na- 
tional championship, a turnaround season that would have given us a 
10-0 year from a team that the previous year had been 2-7 with 
Hughie Devore. That was traumatic, after having gone through all 
those games and leading in that game 17-0, to have it snatched away 
from us in the fourth quarter." 

Doing the snatching was Rod Sherman, who caught a touch- 
down pass from Craig Fertig with 1:33 remaining for the winning 
score. That capped a dramatic rally for the Trojans, who scored 20 
second-half points for a 20-17 victory after trailing 17-0 at the half. 

“We were really fired up," Fertig remembers, “and Coach McKay 
had us well-prepared. Even though we were down 17-0 at the half, | felt 
we could win. We had been moving the football, our game plan was 
working. We felt if we could take the second-half kickoff and go in and 
score, then we could beat these guys, which is what we did.” 

"These guys" were a prize-winning Notre Dame team that fea- 
tured Heisman Trophy winner John Huarte at quarterback, an All- 
American end in Jack Snow and one of the nation’s best defensive 
linemen in Alan Page. Most of Notre Dame's starting lineup went on 
to play in the National Football League. 

Fertig remembers Page in particular. "| still get chills from the 
hit he put on me,” Fertig says. "For years | couldn't watch him play on 
television when he was in the NFL." 

The "hit" happened after Fertig unleashed his winning pass to 
Sherman. The receiver wound up with a touchdown catch and Fertig 
wound up on his back. 

"| didn't see Rod make the catch," Fertig says. “In fact, | never 
even saw a picture of me throwing the ball. All | saw was the picture 
of Rod making the catch." 

After that, the only picture Fertig remembers was a stadium 
filled with bedlam. 

"We just barely got to the locker room. Coach McKay was real- 
ly emotional. Notre Dame was his favorite team as a kid, so he made 
the Notre Dame game really important. He was overcome with emo- 
tion. It was the first time a lot of us had ever seen it." 

The game, and the rivalry with Notre Dame, left its mark on 
Fertig, as it has for so many others. 

"As | get older, the thing that's a thrill for me is that people still 
remember the (1964) game. As | go around the country to do talks, 
people talk about the ‘64 game and they'll tell you exactly what they 
were doing at the time, just like the Kennedy assassination. That's 
why it's a great series. Coach McKay said it was the closest thing to 
war in the country right now, but there's a lot of respect in it, too.” 

Parseghian made the Southern Cal game a focal point after that 
bitter loss. "From then on, it became the dominant game," he says. "| 
think the increased attention for the series goes back to 1964." 

For Parseghian, it resulted in the "Remember Game" in 1965 
when Larry Conjar matched the modern Notre Dame record with four 
touchdowns to lead the Irish to a 28-7 romp over the Trojans and 
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their Heisman Trophy-winning runner, Garrett. 

Not only the Irish football team, but their fans, were ready for 
the Trojans that year. Fertig remembers: "We went back to South 
Bend, and every two feet on the sidewalk on the campus were signs 
that said, ‘Kill Mike Garrett.’ That was their idea of fun.” 

The 1965 "Remember Game" was followed by “The Humiliation” 
in 1966 when the Irish returned to Los Angeles and administered a 51- 
0 whipping, the worst beating in Southern Cal history. 

In returning to the scene of his most disappointing loss, 
Parseghian had made the 1964 game his battle cry for 1966. 

"Before that 1966 game, Ara came into the locker room and 
wasn't like himself," remembers Jim Seymour, Notre Dame's great end. 
“Normally he would leave the players completely alone, except maybe 
talking to the quarterbacks or receivers. But this time he came into the 
locker room, and after we knelt down in prayer, he went over to the 
blackboard and wrote down ‘1964' and circled it and said, ‘Let's go!" " 

It took some time for McKay to forgive Parseghian for that hu- 
miliation. So it was no doubt with great satisfaction that McKay was 
able to spoil Notre Dame's perfect year in 1970 with a 38-28 victory 
on the last day of the season. Nor was it any less pleasurable for 
McKay to round out a perfect season in 1972 with a 45-23 rout of 
Notre Dame as flamboyant Davis scored six touchdowns, the greatest 
individual offensive performance in this fabled series. 

Perhaps just as enjoyable for McKay was the 1974 game when 
the Trojans came back from a 24-0 deficit to bury the Fighting Irish 
55-24 with a barrage of second-half touchdowns led by the irrepress- 
ible Davis. 

The astounding 55-point run by the Trojans started with Pat 
Haden’s touchdown pass to Davis at the end of the first half and con- 
tinued into the second, with Davis scoring three more, one on a 100- 
yard kickoff return and two on runs from scrimmage. 

“It was one of those freak things that happens where the mo- 
mentum shifted in the game on Anthony Davis’ kickoff return on the 
opening play of the second half," Parseghian remembers. “The mo- 
mentum just completely turned around." 

Parseghian has only one regret about that game. 

“In the third period, when all that was going on, | should have 
probably called a timeout. You don't like to call timeouts in the third 
quarter in football, you preserve them for clock-stopping opportuni- 
ties in the fourth quarter because they can influence the outcome of a 
game. But in retrospect, | should have called a timeout and tried to 
quiet things down if | could." 

Irish fans made Davis Public Enemy No. 1 after those dazzling 
performances against Notre Dame. 

“After that ‘74 game, | was walking out of the locker room,” Davis 
remembers. “There were about 20 Irish fans milling around and one of 
them, this lady, walked up to me. | don't know if she was serious or not, 
but she pulled out a small crucifix on a chain and started swinging it in 
front of my face. And do you know what she said? ‘Nobody's ever done 
that to Notre Dame, A.D. You've got to be the devil." 

Actually, nothing has been sacrosanct in this brilliant series 
that had its seeds in a casual gentleman's agreement. Some time be- 
fore the series started in 1926, Rockne's Irish had been upset by an 
lowa team coached by Howard Jones. The two shook hands in the 
center of the field after that 10-7 lowa victory. 

"Now, don't forget,” Rockne said. "You owe me a game." 

"You'll get it," Jones replied. 

When Jones later joined Southern Cal, he kept his promise to 
Rockne. Of course, neither knew then how big the series would be, 
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but they had some idea when the 1927 game at Chicago's Soldier 
Field attracted a crowd of 120,000, the largest ever to watch a college 
football game. They saw a mammoth defensive Stole won by Notre 
Dame 7-6, which would be indicative ; 

of the Rockne-Jones rivalry and 

Jones’ rivalry in general with Notre 

Dame. In 1929, some 113,000 at 

Soldier Field watched Notre Dame 

survive again, this time 13-12. 

The Rockne-Jones rivalry was 
short-lived, though, interrupted by 
the death of the Notre Dame coach 
prior to the 1931 season. It was in 
that year that one of the most memo- 
rable games of the series was played 
at Notre Dame. Memorable from a 
Southern Cal standpoint, that is. 

The Fighting Irish, now 
coached by Hunk Anderson after 
Rockne's untimely death in a plane 
crash, generally were recognized 
throughout the Midwest and East as 
the greatest American football team 
of that generation. They boasted a 
21-game winning streak and it ap- 
peared they would make it 22 after 
taking a 14-0 lead over the Trojans 
after three quarters. 

Sensing a victory was at hand, 

Anderson removed many of his regu- 
lars from the game. He lived to regret 
it. Free substitution had not arrived 
in football at that point and the rules 
of the day prevented any player from 
returning to the lineup in the same 
quarter. Thus, when the Trojans 
mounted a dramatic rally in the 
fourth quarter, the Irish were practi- 
cally helpless to stop it. 

Gus Shaver scored two touch- 
downs for Southern Cal to cut Notre 
Dame's lead to 14-13. Kicker Johnny 
Baker, who missed one of the extra- 
point tries, didn't miss a 23-yard 
field goal with one minute left for the 
Trojans’ thrilling 16-14 victory. 

Surprised as they were to beat a great Notre Dame team, the 
Trojans were even more surprised to find the reception that greeted them 
upon their return to Los Angeles. There, a crowd of 300,000 cheering cit- 
izens welcomed them as they stepped off the train. The Southern Cal 
players, all wearing bowler hats courtesy of an admiring Chicago haber- 
dashery, rode in a memorable victory parade to City Hall. "| never saw 
anything like it in my life,” said Trojan tackle Ernie Smith. 

For many years thereafter, the 1931 game was classified solely 
as "The Game" in Southern Cal folklore and replayed over the sea- 
sons as the headiest of Trojan victories. 

Jones would taste other triumphs over Notre Dame, but none 
as sweet, and there would be bitter defeats as well in one of the na- 
tion's most hotly contested football rivalries. 
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In the 15 games Jones coached against Notre Dame, eight 
were decided by a touchdown or less. Since then, not much has 
changed. The games have usually been competitive and, if not, they 
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have at least been fascinating, although Notre Dame has now won 
seven straight for a 32-23-4 edge in the series. 

Talk about big — the winner of the game has gone on to capture the na- 
tional championship or earn a share of the No. 1 ranking on 23 occasions. 

Talk about upsets — Notre Dame spoiled USC's previously 
unbeaten seasons when they defeated the Trojans in 1927, 1947, 
1952, 1968 and 1973. The Trojans returned the favor in 1931, 1938, 
1948 (a 14-14 tie), 1964, 1970 and 1980. 

Talk about emotion — this is as intense as it's going to get. 

"There is no hitting like the hitting in the USC-Notre Dame 
game," says Nick Pappas, a running back for the Trojans in the 
1930s. "Any Trojan who ever played in a Notre Dame game remem- 
bers every tackle, every block, every play called in the huddle. 

"It is a fantastic experience."Q 
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NOTRE DAME 
FIGHTING IRISH

ou Holtz apologized for not hiding his 
emotions, but how many of us could 
have handled the news the Notre 
Dame coach had just received? 

A moment before Holtz was 
to address the media gathered in Miami on 
the morning after his team's convincing 21- 
6 victory over Colorado in the Orange Bowl, 
he was told his Irish had finished second to 
Miami in the final Associated Press poll of 
sportswriters and broadcasters. 

The Irish had just beaten the previ- 
ously unbeaten and No. 1-ranked team in 
the nation the night before. With six victo- 
ries over teams then ranked in the Top 20 
and eight that went to postseason bowl 
games, the Irish had completed the most 
difficult schedule in the nation, which, look- 
ing back, may have hurt more than it helped. 
When it came down to the final evaluation, 
the pollsters pointed to Notre Dame's only 
loss — to Miami 27-10 — the week after 
the Irish had traveled to and beaten No. 17 
and bowl-bound Penn State 34-23 while the 
Hurricanes took the week off. 

Miami's schedule wasn't nearly as chal- 
lenging and included a loss to Florida State. Yet, 
that one head-to-head confrontation with the Irish 
was good enough for the pollsters. 

Naturally, Holtz was bitter. He still is. 

"It's funny, they pick you No. 1 in the 
preseason polls when they think you are 
going to have the best record against the 
toughest schedule, then when you do it, you 
finish No. 2," said Holtz, whose team never 
lost its No. 1 status until the loss to Miami. 
"It's a shame some people had to make a 
personal thing out of it against Notre Dame 
instead of just voting on a football team that 
deserved to be No. 1." 

But even through his disappointment, 
Holtz maintains his sense of humor. 

"What did we learn from the experi- 
ence?" he repeated the question. "| guess we 
need more Catholics on the poll board." 
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Hottz Stitt BitTeR Over No. 2 FINisH 


Everybody from the '89 schedule is 
back on it this year with the exception of 
weakling Southern Methodist, which has 
been replaced by Southeastern Conference 
and Cotton Bow! champion Tennessee — at 
Tennessee. 

"Our kids know what they must do," 
said Holtz. "It's pretty obvious now." 

Another perfect season, such as the 
12-0 national championship campaign of 
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1988, should do it. But don't even mention 
that to Holtz. 

"We're not thinking about that or the 
past," said Holtz. "This is a whole new team 
with different personnel, a different staff and 
different problems." 

The Irish have so much talent return- 
ing, yet Holtz says he has never faced a sea- 
son with so many question marks. 

Like, how do you replace Tony Rice, a 
quarterback who gave the Irish so much 
more than numbers during his rise to 
Heisman Trophy candidacy? Or who will fill 
the gaps left by an honor-squad front line 
and secondary? 

But before you start feeling sorry for 
Blue Lou, take a look at the big-name re- 
turnees, Orange Bowl MVP and consensus 
All-American flanker Raghib Ismail. Jim 
Thorpe Award finalist and All-American cor- 
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nerback Todd Lyght. Consensus All- 
American and Lombardi Award finalist Chris 
Zorich at nose tackle. 

Eleven starters return — six on de- 
fense and five on offense — and that does- 
n't include linebacker Michael Stonebreaker 
and defensive tackle George Williams, 
starters two years ago. Stonebreaker, an All- 
American two years ago, sat out last season 
with kneecap and hip injuries. Williams re- 
turns from a year of academic ineligibility. 

"We do have some very talented indi- 
viduals, but we do not have a very talented 
team," said Holtz, 37-11 in four seasons at 
Notre Dame. "You look at the people we lost, 
and you're talking about people who had 
been in this program a very long time. 
That's what makes teams out of talent.” 

"And now we're replacing a lot of 
that. But that all goes with the territory. It's 
like starting a job all over again. We've 
closed the books on last, year and now we're 
looking at the 1990 season." 

That look begins at quarterback, 
where Rice led the Irish to a 28-3 mark as a 
starter over three seasons. When Rice grad- 
uated, so did classmates Steve Belles and 
Pete Graham, leaving a pair of sophomores, 
Rick Mirer and Jake Kelchner, as the only 
two scholarship quarterbacks on the squad. 

Mirer, a 6'3", 205-pounder from 
Goshen, In, played in eight games as a fresh- 
man, completing 15 of 30 passes for 180 
yards. He was intercepted once. Kelchner, a 
6'3", 200-pounder from Berwick, Pa, did not 
play a down as a rookie but served as the 
scout team's leader in practice. 

Both players arrived at Notre Dame 
with impressive honors. Mirer, who threw for 
a state record 3,973 yards his senior sea- 
son, was a Parade All-American and was 
rated by some as the top quarterback in the 
nation. Kelchner was Pennsylvania's high 

"Z" (Zorich) marks the spot. 
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school Player-of-the-Year. 

"They are two talented individuals but completely different,” said 
Holtz. "One is very smooth and very methodical in Rick Mirer. The other 
is alittle herky-jerky, a little out of control but very productive in Jake 
Kelchner. He doesn't look good, but doggone it, he is effective.” 

Regardless of who runs the show, the Irish offense will take a dif- 
ferent approach. 

"There's no ques- 
tion we have to change 
our offense to suit the 
talents we have there,” 

Holtz said. "We will 
throw the football more. | | 
would imagine our of- 
fense will look a little bit 
more like my first year in 
'86 when Steve Beuerlein 
was our quarterback. 
Some people may think 
that it's an aerial circus 
compared to our past few 
teams. But we don't ex- 
pect to throw the ball 40 
or 50 times a game." 

What makes Notre 
Dame's quarterback situ- 
ation even more perplex- 
ing for Holtz is his front 
line. J 
"Usually when you 
have a young quarterback, 
you've got an experienced 
line to help carry him," 
Holtz said. "Or vice versa. 
You've got a young line 
with an experienced quar- 
terback. You can usually 
count on one to carry the 
other. But we've got a 
young line and a young 
quarterback." 

The Irish lost two 
year starters Tim 
Grunhard at guard and 
Dean Brown and Mike 
Brennan at tackle. Two- 
year starting center Mike 
Heldt is back, although he 
missed spring practice due to elbow surgery. Two-year starting guard 
Tim Ryan also returns. 

Mirko Jurkovic, a 6'5", 281-pound junior, could slide in at the 
other guard position after being Ryan's backup last season. The top 
three candidates for the two tackle vacancies are seniors Winston 
Sandri (6'4", 278 Ibs.) and Joe Allen (6'4", 288 Ibs.) and junior 
Justin Hall (6'5", 295 Ibs.). 

"My biggest concern is depth," Holtz said. "The first unit 
should be fine but beyond that, | don't know." 

Offensively, the Irish's strengths are at tailback, wide receiver 
and split end. 

Ricky Watters, last year's top ground-gainer, is back, but the 
Irish are so deep at tailback that he will be used more at split end. 
Watters was the starting flanker for the ‘88 national champions, so he

"We've used him at one spot or the other, and now we can use 
him at both," Holtz said. "He has matured enough to handle the re- 
sponsibilities of both."

Brooks was the leading 
rusher two years ago before 
losing his eligibility for aca- 
demic and disciplinary rea- 
sons last fall. 

The Irish lost de- 
pendable Anthony Johnson 
at fullback, but three expe- 
rienced fullbacks return in 
juniors Rodney Culver and 
Walter Boyd and senior 
Ryan Mihalko. Culver can 
go at both fullback and 
tailback, but he worked 
predominantly at fullback 
at the end of last season, 
gaining 242 yards on 59 
carries. Brooks also is a 
fullback possibility. 

With Watters at one 
receiving slot and Ismail at 
another, defenders will 
have a tough time keeping 

orrocrewe, va. auseorr UD. [SMail, a junior, can 
also play tailback and split 
end. His 22.2-yard average per reception is tops on the Notre Dame 
career list. 

With 1,628 all-purpose yards — 478 rushing, 535 receiving, 
502 on kickoff returns and 113 on punt returns — Ismail pulled in 
enough votes to finish 10th in the Heisman balloting. 

Taking advantage of the versatility of Culver, Watters and 
Ismail, Holtz may use the three players in various combinations de- 
pending on the situation. 

The Irish are also deep at tight end with Derek Brown, Frank 
Jacobs and Irv Smith. Brown (6'7", 235 Ibs.) caught 13 passes for 
204 yards last season and was a valuable blocker. 

Defensively, Holtz's biggest concern is his secondary, depleted 
by three-fourths with the losses of safeties Pat Terrell and D'Juan 
Francisco and cornerback Stan Smagala. 
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But as Holtz pointed out, there's not a player in the country he'd 
rather have to lead a rebuilding effort with than returning cornerback 
Todd Lyght. Lyght, who intercepted 8 passes last season, has 4.40-sec- 
ond speed and an immeasurable amount of aggressiveness. 

Candidates for Smagala's spot include juniors Rod Smith and Shawn 
Davis and sophomore Reggie Brooks, who was moved from tailback. 

“We won't lose anything on speed here regardless of who 
plays," Holtz said. Smith, who started three games last year when 
Smagala was injured, has 4.32 speed and may also be a candidate for 
one of the safety holes. 

Senior Greg Davis and junior George Poorman are first in line 
for the safety assignments, where Holtz said he may have to look to 
his freshman class for depth. Only six scholarship players fill the 
eight-man two-deep. 

Despite the departure of second-team All-American Jeff Alm at 
tackle, the defensive front line will be one of the team's strengths. 
Anchoring the unit is Zorich, who ranks as a top candidate for both 
the Lombardi and Outland Trophy awards honoring the top linemen in 
America. With 92 tackles, the 6'1", 266-pound junior was voted 
Lineman-of-the-Year last year by UPI. 

Also back is senior Bob Dahl, who had 52 tackles last season, 
and Williams, a sack specialist on the '88 team. Troy Ridgely, who 
served as Zorich's backup, will be ready to back up at any three of the 
front positions. 

Notre Dame's three primary outside linebackers — Andre 
Jones, Scott Kowalkowski and Devon McDonald — are back. 
Kowalkowski started all 12 games last year, while Jones had nine 
starts and McDonald the other three. 

At inside linebacker, returnee Donn Grimm will welcome the 
return of Stonebreaker. Grimm was second only to the departed Ned 
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Bolcar in tackles last season with 93. Stonebreaker, you may recall, 
bumped Bolcar from the starting lineup two years ago, a year after 
Bolcar had earned All-American honors when Stonebreaker sat out as 
a sophomore. 

"The thing that we have to remember is that Stonebreaker has 
played one year in the last three,” noted Holtz. “To miss one year and 
come back is one thing. To miss a year, play a year, miss a year and 
try to play again is a lot more difficult." 

The kicking game should be strong again with the return of se- 
niors Billy Hackett and Jim Sexton and sophomore Craig Hentrich. 
Sexton and Hentrich are both punters, although Sexton's job mainly 
is to handle pooch punts into enemy territory. Hentrich is the distance 
man after booting eight punts of 50 or more yards last year with a 
44.6-yard average, which was among the best in the nation. Hentrich 
also handled field goals and PATs most of the season until Hackett 
took over late in the year. 

In addition to working in new players this season, Holtz also is 
breaking in some new coaches, including his son, Skip. 

Defensive coordinator Gary Darnell (Florida) replaced Barry 
Alvarez, who became head coach at Wisconsin. Dick Bumpas 
(Arkansas) replaced defensive line coach John Palermo, who became 
head coach at Austin Peay. Running back coach Peter Vaas (Allegheny) 
replaced Jim Strong, who became head coach at Nevada-Las Vegas. 
And Skip Holtz (Colorado State) was hired to work with the receivers, 
enabling Pete Cordelli to work exclusively with the quarterbacks. 

"This is a football team that has to be put together all over 
again, including the staff," Holtz said. "The new coaches will make it 
more difficult, but I'm looking forward to it. The first thing we've got 
to do is all get on the same page.”

tion. The CFA operated in good faith when it 
represented that all 64 members desired to 
participate in the ABC and ESPN agree- 
ments.” 

In fact, Neinas said that when 
Beauchamp called him on Feb. 1 and said 
that he and Dick Rosenthal would like to 
meet with Neinas on Feb. 3, "| asked if they 
were going skiing because Rosenthal has a 
place at Singletree." 

Instead, the three met in Denver. 

"They said they were going into seri- 
ous negotiations (with NBC). They an- 
nounced it on Feb. 5. You're telling me they 
did this thing in two days?" Neinas said. "| 
was completely surprised. My impression 
was it was a fait accompli." 

On Feb. 5, Notre Dame issued a press 
release containing these interesting items: 

e "The five-year (NBC) pact covering 
30 games will be worth more to Notre Dame 
than its projected earnings from the pro- 
posed College Football Association pact 
over the same time period." 

e "Other schools would have consid- 
ered such treatment of Notre Dame as a vio- 
lation of the notion of ‘equal partnership.’ If 
the University is in a position to attract spe- 
cial terms from a carrier, it is best that it 
make an independent arrangement." 

The Notre Dame-NBC pact caused so 
much of an uproar that Beauchamp, who 
also is the university's chief financial officer 
as well as chairman of the faculty board in 
control of athletics, explained Notre Dame's 
position in a Feb. 12 letter to its alumni, 
non-subway variety. 

“The University concluded this TV 
agreement for three reasons principally,” it 
said. “First, the television revenue will pro- 
vide a great infusion of funds for scholar- 
ships. Second, the contract assures TV ac- 
cess to games when distance to the campus 
or ticket supply precludes the attendance of 
alumni in person. Third, the contract makes 
it possible to schedule virtually all homes 
games for a uniform starting time, most like- 
ly 1:30 p.m. 

"The highest development priority of 
Notre Dame's Board of Trustees and admin- 
istration is greatly enhanced resources for 
student financial aid. In the current 
‘Strategic Moment Campaign’ the university 
is seeking $60 million for scholarships. 
Television revenue earmarked for this pur- 
pose will bring Notre Dame closer to the day 
when financial need will no longer be an im- 
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pediment to a Notre Dame education." 

By the way, varied football starting 
times have never been an impediment to 
sellouts at Notre Dame, which has sold out 
virtually every home game since 1965. 

This much is clear: No other school 
has the mystique or commands the national 
football attention that Notre Dame does, and 
no other school could have commanded 
such a lucrative TV package. Perhaps no

other school could command any kind of a 
network TV package. 

"Notre Dame is the biggest thing in 
sports,” says ESPN's Cook, who once 
served as college football liaison for ABC. 
"I'd rather own the rights to Notre Dame 
football than the NFL. Notre Dame will al- 
ways make money for you. The NFL usually 
will, but not always.” 

Father Beauchamp doesn't deny 
Notre Dame's need for money. 

"People don't understand. It's impor- 
tant for us to be on the network," he told the 
Times. "We don't have a regional following. 
We need the exposure. And we're committed 
to a new program. In the coming years, we 
want to be able to have a Notre Dame that 
would permit every eligible student to come 
in... We are turning the new television 
money over to our scholarship fund. It won't 
even see its way to the athletic department.” 

Rosenthal detailed Notre Dame's 
problem with the CFA-ABC pact. 

"The fact that the deal was concen- 
trated on one network led us to believe Notre 
Dame's appearances would be reduced," he 
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said. “That creates a problem because that 
means regionalization for us. That, quite 
frankly, would hurt us." 

Notre Dame, by the way, is the No. 1 
sports marketer among American colleges 
with university-endorsed products generat- 
ing more than $1 million in annual royalties 
on sales of more than $30 million. 

The NCAA, which has been out of the 
football TV business since its TV plan was 
overturned by the U.S. Supreme Court as a 
result of the 1984 Oklahoma-Georgia law- 
suit, must have gotten a good laugh out of 
the CFA's discomfort. 

"Since 1984, it's been the right of 
colleges and universities to handle TV any 
way they see fit. This is just a good example 
of that," said NCAA director of communica- 
tions Jim Marchiony. 

See, the CFA is the last outfit on earth 
that can argue that Notre Dame did not have 
the legal right to do what it did. Whether or 
not it was ethical is another matter. “They 
said they were doing it for their fans and 
alumni,” said Rudy Davalos, the athletic di- 
rector at the University of Houston. "But | 
don't think there was a real big problem see- 
ing Notre Dame on TV. 

"| call it greed. Certainly, it's their op- 
tion, but it hurts the effectiveness of the CFA 
when people go wildcatting.” 

Tulane University law professor Gary 
Roberts put it this way: 

"Right now, the NCAA is seriously 
looking into sharing the wealth of college 
basketball on a much more across-the- 
board basis. The wealth of college basket- 
ball comes through the NCAA and its tour- 
nament. It's a clearing house. 

"That's why this Notre Dame deal is 
terrible. It's just creating a situation where a 
handful of schools are making a fortune 
based on the quality of performance on the 
football field. We've been trying so long to 
diminish the financial incentives that cause 
the perversion of the athletic mission. But 
even at Notre Dame, what they're openly ad- 
mitting is that they're not running an ama- 
teur athletic situation — except for not pay- 
ing athletes. This makes them professional 
in every sense of the word, except that thier 
athletes aren't getting paid for their work." 

By the way, Notre Dame isn't the first 
school to bolt the CFA's TV plan. Neinas 
points out that the Atlantic Coast 
Conference, along with Miami, Army and 
Navy, left the plan in 1985-86. But, says 
Neinas, there was one major difference.

Bowden, FSU: A Happy Marriage

nan era when all coaches are "inter- 

im,” and/or “hired to be fired," Bobby 

Bowden is an anomaly: He has signed 

a "lifetime" contract to be Head 

Football Coach at Florida State 
University. 

Other coaches before Bowden have 
had lifetime contracts, but they weren't sure 
if “lifetime” referred to the life of the contract 
or the life of the coach. In Bowden's case, it 
means as long as he wants to coach. 

The contract will pay the 60-year-old 
Bowden up to $708,692 this year and 
$690,000 in subsequent years, up from a 
base of $97,427, although outside income 
boosted it into the $300,000 range. In reali- 
ty, it is a five-year contract with a two-year 
rollover provision. But because of Bowden's 
age, it is considered a "lifetime" deal. 
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Included are salary supplements for 
expenses, money for speeches, a $200,000 
radio and television show package, a 
$200,000 interest-free loan based on 
Bowden's years of service, a life insurance 
policy, a shoe endorsement deal and bonus- 
es for player graduation rates and postsea- 
son bowl appearances. 

"I'm pleased | got it signed," said 
Bowden, who has coached the Seminoles 
for 14 years (122-40-3 record) and brought 
the school to the point where it is a perenni- 
al contender for the national championship . 
.. or at least the Top 10. "I'd like to go as 
long as | can, or at least as long as | have 
good health. But sometimes you wonder 
how much longer are you going to want to 
study film yourself." 

Bowden, a native of Birmingham, Al, 
was interviewed for the Alabama job in 1987 
when Bill Curry got it. It was, however, little 
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more than a courtesy interview 
since Bowden and the 
Seminoles were in Birmingham 
for the All-American Bowl. And 
it would have cost Bowden five 

# years’ salary if he left for anoth- 
er coaching job. 

Last January, though, 
when Curry left — with a help- 
ing hand — for Kentucky, 
Bowden's name was kicked 

# around a little more seriously, 
especially since Hootie Ingram, 
Alabama's new athletic director, 
had held the same job at Florida 
State. Bob Goin, Ingram's suc- 
cessor at FSU, knew what he 
had to do. 

“It was obviously my ob- 
jective and the University's to 
keep Bobby Bowden, and this 
contract shows that," Goin said. 
"We want to have him here until 

mi the day he decides not to coach 

y any more." 

Says Bowden: "Ann (Mrs. 

} Bowden) and | love Tallahassee, 

Hand we love Florida State 
University, and the fact of the mat- 
ter is that this is where we want to 
be — now and forever — as long 
as they'll have us.” 

"Who," he added, know- 
ing the answer full well, “would

You can almost hear the 
organ playing and the choir singing and 
Bowden and FSU President Bernie Sliger, 
who arrived at Florida State the same week 
as Bowden, saying “Till death do us part” or 
some such thing. To tell the truth, Bowden 
once described his situation at Florida State 
as being "like a marriage." 

And why would FSU want to lose him? 

By midseason, Bowden will become 
just the 11th major college coach to win 200 
games. With six victories, he'll move into 
the all-time top 10. With nine, he will be No. 
8 on the Division I-A chart, and the names 
ahead of him will read Bryant... Stagg... 
Warner... Hayes... Schembechler. . . 
Paterno . . . Neely. 

With the retirement of Michigan's Bo 
Schembechler, only Penn State's Joe 
Paterno has won more games than Bowden, 
whose overall .728 winning percentage (in- 
cluding 31-6-0 at alma mater Samford and 
42-26-0 at West Virginia) is fifth among ac- 
tive coaches. His .748 mark at Florida State 
trails only Nebraska's Tom Osborne and 
Paterno. 

When it comes to postseason play,

however, Bowden has no peer. With a 9-3-1 bowl mark (.731), he is 
the winningest coach who has appeared in 10 or more bow! games, 
including a current eight-year streak of 7-0-1. 

During Bowden's 14 seasons in Tallahassee, state rivals 
Florida and Miami have gone through a combined nine head coach- 
es, although it seems that whoever coaches at Miami claims a nation- 
al championship, one of the few coaching achievements that jm 
has eluded Bowden. 

In case you missed it, Bowden came down from the 
hills of West Virginia in 1976 and inherited a Florida State 
program that was 4-29 in the previous three seasons. 

"You wouldn't have known at the time it was a good 
situation because they were in such a bad way financially," 
Ann Bowden remembers. "! felt like he needed a chance to 
be in a good program and, at that time, | wasn't sure Florida 
State was a good program." 

"It turned into a good situation. He took things as 
they came, and other situations that came up didn't offer that 
much more than what he had." 

Bowden did better than four wins his first year, he 
turned in a 5-6 record, one of only two losing seasons in his 
24-year head coaching career (the other was 4-7 at West 
Virginia in 1974; Bowden was hanged in effigy after that sea- 
son and remembers that "my children could hardly stand it. 
They'd come home at night and say, ‘Daddy is still up there 
in that old tree’ "). Three years later, the Seminoles were a 
game away from the national championship with an 11-0 
regular season but lost to Oklahoma in the Orange Bowl. 

The last three seasons, however, are the ones that 
bring smiles to the Tallahassee faithful. The Seminoles have 
finished in the top three nationally each year, to wit: 

e The 1987 team was a failed two-point conversion 
(a 26-25 loss to Miami) from a national championship, fin- 
ishing second with an 11-1 mark. 

e |n 1988, the Seminoles were ranked No. 1 for the 
first time ever and finished third, again at 11-1. 

e Last season's record was 10-2, but it may have 
been Bowden's best coaching job. First, there was a disas- 
trous 0-2 start, including a stunning opening-game loss to 
Southern Mississippi. Bowden then rallied his troops to 10 
consecutive wins and a No. 2 finish in one wire service poll. 

If it's true that statistics tell the story, the numbers 
prove that not only is Bowden the Toast of Tallahassee, he's 
also King of the Road, with apologies to Roger Miller. 

Under Bowden, the Seminoles are 65-14-1 in 
Tallahassee and 57-26-2 away from home. His road record 
includes a 5-1 mark at LSU, 3-1 at South Carolina, 2-0 at 
Ohio State, 1-0 at Notre Dame, 2-0 at Arizona State, 1-0 at 
Clemson, 4-2 against Nebraska (including a couple of 
Fiesta Bowl triumphs) and 2-0 at Syracuse. 

Even better where FSU fans are concerned, Bowden has kept 
the promise he made at his first press conference when he said that 
his biggest priority was to hold his own with arch-rival Florida, the 
state university. Bowden is 7-7 against the Gators, who dominated 
the series 15-2-1 before his arrival. 

Want some more numbers? Okay. 

In 29 years of football before Bowden, Florida State had ap- 
peared in the AP Top 20 a total of 13 times. Not 13 seasons, but 13 
polls overall. In Bowden's 14 years, the Seminoles have been ranked 
in 146 of a possible 200 weekly polls. They have been in the Top 10 
some 72 times and have finished in the Top 20 ten times. 

Bowden turns 61 on Nov. 8 —a young 61. When he hit 60, he 
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Bowden knows how to win the games and the people. 


said, "| don't feel any different than when | was 50. But | get the feel- 
ing you'd better win when you turn 60 or people will say, ‘Uh-oh, he's 
getting too old’. 
Not to worry. 
"| don't think he even wants to think about retiring,” Ann 
Bowden says. "He paces himself very well. He takes care of his body. 
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He's in very good physical condition." 

Bowden concedes that, for years, he lived “in fear of the day 
they'd tell me to eat no more chocolate." 

That day came in 1984 when he had his first physical in 31 years. 

"Cholesterol took me off chocolate," he says. "But the book 
says cocoa's OK. | started making cocoa fudge with no butter in it, no 
milk, and it's not bad." 

Bowden understands that coaching these days is more — much more 
— than X's and O's. As some sage once observed when a dull head coach 
was fired, "If you can't win games, you'd better win the people.” 

Bowden does both. Writers are amazed by his attentiveness 
and retention of their work. He reads clips daily of stories by writers 
across the South and remembers what they wrote.

At the same time, he is as television- 
oriented as any coach, once described as “a 
one-line artist who never met a minicam he 
didn't like." He has been known to fly to 
Atlanta to tape a 10-minute interview, then 
fly straight back to Tallahassee. 

"People used to tell me | ought to be a 
minister,” says Bowden, a lifelong Baptist and a 
lay preacher. “But | never felt like | was called. It 
was more like | was called to coaching.” 

Coaching is a vague term these days. 
Assistants do most of the actual coaching; a 
Head Coach has to be more of an organizer, an 
administrator — and, most of all, a recruiter. 

Two years ago, he wrote the following 
lines for an article in the New York Times: 

"When | began coaching football in 
1953, there was a phrase | picked up that was 
attributed to the late Red Sanders, then the 
head football coach at UCLA. He said that the 
best way to be a successful head college foot- 
ball coach and produce winning teams was to 
‘come by some good football players’." 

"Recruiting is the name of the game. 
National championships can be won in February 
by those who sign the best prospects . . . .” 

"As a head football coach, | feel a 
burden lift off my shoulders two times a 
year. One comes a day after our last football 
game.... The second burden lifts the day 
after signing day. Coaches spend weeks 
competing with anywhere from five to 20 
universities for the services of top athletes. 
Each player is a separate contest that a 
coach must win. When he doesn't sign a 
great player that he has been trying to recruit 
over seven months, it gnaws at him as if 
he'd lost a ball game... .” 

“I'd bet recruiting drives more college 
coaches out of football than anything else 
because it becomes so demanding and 
pressurized. A coach stays on the road a 
total of two-and-a-half months of the year. If 
it were not for my love of the game and the 
fact that | want to do nothing else, | could 
not put up with some of the evils of recruit- 
ing. However, if a coach expects to survive, 
he must recruit.” 

"The worst part of recruiting is the 
cheating that goes on, along with having to in- 
flate the egos of 17-year-old athletes, knowing 
that you will later have to deflate them." 

"Do not believe the cliche that every- 
body is doing it. Most coaches do not cheat 
but, as in any profession, there are those who 
take the easy way out. They offer the athletes 
illegal inducements to attend their school.” 

"The quickest way to become a mil- 
lionaire is to rob a bank. The quickest way to 
build a powerhouse is to buy players. A 
coach can recruit a boy for 12 months, but if 
the boy is naive and dishonest, someone 


can come in and ‘buy’ him." 

“| don’t think our rules are tough 
enough on the prospect who accepts payoffs. 
We punish the universities for violations and 
let the players keep playing. | believe guilty 
players should be expelled from the game for 
two years if they are found guilty of accepting 
cars, cash, clothes, or other inducements. 
They know better. If a prospect knew he could 
not play if he got caught, he would think twice 
before ‘selling out’." 

“Why would a coach cheat in the first 
place? One reason is the pressure to win. 
They think, ‘If! don't win, I'm going to get 
fired. So | might as well do what it takes to 
come by some football players’.” 

"| blame much of the pressure on the 
lack of administrative control over heavy 
contributors. A second cause is a coach's 
ego; he simply tries to build an empire at 
any cost. Both are dangerous.” 

"The good side of recruiting is meet- 
ing and talking to prospects and families 
with wholesome attitudes toward a college 
career. These are solid people who become 
the heart and soul of the team that lands 
them. Most families would be insulted if a 
coach tried to ‘buy’ their sons, and those 
players are fun to recruit." 

“In the end, | feel the same way about 
the coaching profession and recruiting as | do 
about the United States. | disapprove of some 
of the practices of our government, but when | 
look at the total picture, there is no other place 
on earth | would rather live than the United 
States. Though | disapprove of some of the 
coaching and recruiting methods, | would not 
give it up for any other profession.” 

The four big things in Bowden's life 
are God, family, country and football. 

“Football figures in a way of life," he 
said way back in 1982. “It is a microcosm of 
life — full of battles and full of goals, full of 
laws and full of penalties that can get you 
into trouble if you don't abide by them." 

"There are a lot of teaching experi- 
ences, learning experiences in this game 
that are so valuable. A lot of pressure is put 
on a young man — pressure that makes 
him better able to compete in life." 

"Now, football is not the only way for 
young men, like some coaches think. But | do feel 
it is one of the good ways — a very valuable one.” 

And valuable seems to express 
Florida State's feeling for Bobby Bowden. 

"Lam an economist first and fore- 
most," said President Sliger, who upped 
Bowden's ante shortly after basketball Coach 
Pat Kennedy signed a new contract that pays 
him almost $300,000 annually. “Athletics 
has helped us. | wish | could say | hired 
him. | didn't, but | can say I've kept him."Q

injury, and returns to play free safety. Depth comes from Kirk Collins, 
who has loads of big-play ability. 

The Longhorn secondary has taken some heat after getting 
roasted and toasted, especially by Houston, in the last couple of sea- 
sons. UT has turned out some great defensive backs in the past, and 
could in the future if the current crew lives up to billing. The key is 
super cornerback Willie Mack Garza, the 1988 Defensive Newcomer- 
of-the-Year who missed last year with a knee injury. Also expected to 
help are Mark Berry and Grady Caveness. 

Baylor has to replace Robert Blackmon, but the rest of the 
starters are back, led by veteran free safety Mike Welch. The corner- 
backs are Charles Bell and Malcolm Frank, while Keith Caldwell will 
step into Blackmon's big shoes at strong safety. 

TCU returns three senior starters in the secondary, with Levoil 
Crump and Stephen Conley at safety and Larry Brown at cornerback. 
The question is at the other corner, where Edward Galaviz will try to 
replace Robert McWright. 

Houston's secondary was as good as anybody's last year, but 
super safety Alton Montgomery is gone to the NFL and cornerback 
Cornelius Price, who tied for the national lead with 12 interceptions, 
may not be eligible because of grades. Among the new faces Is a fa- 
miliar name, Michael Newhouse, the nephew of former UH standout 
Robert Newhouse. 

Southern Methodist doesn't have the kind of speed you need to 
shut down all the pass-happy offenses, but the Mustangs do have a 
keeper in safety Cary Brabham. SMU needs to get solid play from several 
defensive backs, such as Marcus Malonson and Malcolm Borlenghi. 

Rice gave away too many big plays last year, but the Owls also 
took the ball away with free safety David Griffin intercepting six pass- 
es. Griffin should get some help from senior Everett Coleman, a two- 
year starter who missed last year with a knee injury.

Almost every team in the league has a question in the punting 
game, and Baylor falls into that category after losing the league's best 
punter in Pete Rutter. However, the Bears have a top place-kicker in junior 
Jeff Ireland, who made 18 of 24 field goals and hit a 50-yarder last year. 
Kent Brentham will take over the punting chores. 

Texas A&M has the advantage of returning its place-kicker and 
punter. Kicker Layne Talbot was dependable from short and middle 
distance, but is not exceptional from long range. Senior punter Sean 
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Wilson, whose father Jerrel was one of the best punters in the NFL, 
has a strong leg and lacks only consistency. 

Houston place-kicker Roman Anderson got plenty of work as the 
Cougars lit up the scoreboard last year. Anderson connected on 22 of 36 
field goals and 65 of 67 extra points. UH has to come up with a replace- 
ment for punter Simon Rodriguez, and the top candidate, David Klingler, 
will need to concentrate on throwing the ball instead of kicking it. 

SMU has a punter with plenty of talent if Casey Clyce, a back- 
up quarterback, returns after missing spring drills for academics. 
Russell Anderson could be a quality kicker for the Mustangs; he hit a 
40-yarder in the spring game. 

Texas will have to replace its punter and kicker, Bobby 
Lilljedahl and Wayne Clements. Alex Waits should take over as the 
punter, but the place-kicker is a bit of a question, with junior Mike 
Pollak or freshman Jason Ziegler the likely answer. 

At Arkansas they are also looking for a punter. The place-kick- 
ing chores will be handled by solid Todd Wright, but the punting 
could be shaky. Walk-ons, a freshman and baseball player Pete 
Raether should battle for the job. 

Texas Tech will be looking for more consistency from place- 
kicker Lin Elliott, who connected on only 9 of 19 field goal attempts 
last year. The Red Raiders don't know who will replace Jamie 
Simmons as punter, but they like Tracy Saul's ability to return kicks. 

The Texas Christian kicking chores will be handled by one 
player, Kevin Cordesman. The sophomore hit on 9 of 14 field goals 
and averaged 28.5 as the backup punter last season. 

Rice had trouble in the kicking game a year ago, which hurts 
when you lose close games. Sammy Hartman returns as the place- 
kicker, but highly regarded signee Darrell Richardson could push for 
playing time. The punter is Bobby Schrader.

Houston was hurt by the loss of Andre Ware 
and its top-notch secondary. Texas Tech rates high on defense, but 
pays the price for an all-new offensive line. Baylor's strength is the 
special teams, but it has too many weaknesses.

or Head Coach Spike Dykes, the 
euphoria of Texas Tech's most 
successful football season in 13 
years didn't last many hours be- 
yond the Red Raiders’ 49-21 shel- 
lacking of Duke in the All-American Bowl. 

The victory, Tech's first season-end- 
ing triumph since 1973, capped a 9-3 cam- 
paign, which included decisions over four 
nationally ranked teams. It also assured the 
Red Raiders a spot in the final polls (16th by 
UPI, 19th by AP), a feat which they had not 
accomplished since 1976. 

All of that from a team that wasn't ex- 
pected to win more than four games. 

But every time Dykes was struck by a 
tinge of giddy lightheadedness, the cold, 
stark reality of fleeting college football glory 
quickly brought him back to earth. When the 
final second ticked off the All-American 
Bowl! game clock at Birmingham's Legion 
Field, it took with it the nuts and bolts of 
Tech's upstart squad: 25 seniors, including 
|-back-deluxe James Gray (1,509 yards, 20 
touchdowns), the top seven offensive line- 
men and three members of the starting de- 
fensive front four. 

Dykes’ wake-up-and-smell-the-coffee 
call arrived about the same time. 

Despite the anticipated return of 10 
starters and 38 letter-winners, the Southwest 
Conference's consensus Coach-of-the-Year 
in 1989 knew well before spring training 
started that the Red Raiders had a tedious 
rebuilding task ahead of them. 

"We've gone from a veteran offensive 
line that had played together for three sea- 
sons to one that has very little experience, 
and we lost the type of running back (Gray) 
that just doesn't come around every year,” 
Dykes explained. "Defensively, we have a 
similar problem in that we lost three linemen 
who played a lot of quality football for us the 
last three years. 

“But that's not to say we don't have 
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TEXAS TECH 
RED RAIDERS 
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players who are capable of playing well. It's 
a matter of convincing them it's their turn to 
come to the front. Sometimes they don't 
come forward as fast as we'd like." 

In addition to having to fortify both 
trenches and replace Gray, Dykes and the 
Raiders are saddled with a killer schedule that 
will be neither kind nor patient with a team 
learning as it goes. Tech plays only one of its 
first six games at home, and takes a break, if 


you will, from the rigors of SWC action against 
defending national champion Miami. 

The Raiders open on the road against 
Ohio State and New Mexico before hosting 
Baylor. Then it's on the road again for Texas 
A&M, Arkansas and Rice. Tech returns home 
to the Hurricanes and the University of Texas. 

"| just hope by the time we get home 
our fans still want to come out and watch 
us," Dykes said, tongue in cheek. "With a 
schedule like ours, you could have a pretty 
good team and still be 1-5 or 2-4." 

Lines and schedule aside, Dykes and 
his veteran coaching staff are certain the 
Raiders possess several deep pockets of 
strength as well as the types of athletic bodies 
that require only game experience to turn 
questionable positions into quality ones. The 
trick will be to get those strengths to hold 
down the fort long enough to let the calvary 
develop. That means an early dependency on a 
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defense that returns eight starters. 

"| think it's only natural to expect the 
defense, because of its experience and past 
performances, to kind of help us through the 
early part of the season,” said Dykes, who 
has compiled a 20-14-1 record in his first 
three seasons in Lubbock. "From what | saw 
during spring training, it's a unit that has 
progressed from one day to the next. We 
need to solidify a couple of positions, but 
when we do | think our defense could really 
be something." 

lronically, it was defensive inexperi- 
ence that caused most of Dykes' sleepless 
nights a year ago. Tech began the previous 
season with six first-time starters and plenty 
of anxiety. By the middle of the season, 
however, the Raiders had grown up into a 
competent squad that thrived on big plays 
and turnovers (19 interceptions, 16 fumble 
recoveries). 

The defensive maturation, paced by 
the play of an aggressive, swarming sec- 
ondary, continued during the spring. 

All four defensive backfield starters— 
including all-SWC junior cornerback Sammy 
Walker and sophomore free safety Tracy Saul, 
the conference's defensive Newcomer-of-the- 
Year — are back, as are two part-time starters 
and a couple of experienced reserves. Walker, 
the fastest of all the Raiders, intercepted four 
passes and deflected 12 others in addition to 
his 67 tackles. Saul broke into the starting 
lineup five games into the season and con- 
tributed a team-leading eight interceptions and 
62 stops. 

The other returnees are junior strong 
safety Brian Dubiski and laser-quick senior 
cornerback Ronald Ferguson. 

Secondary depth is plentiful with se- 
nior Quinton Rhodes; junior Tony Brown, a 
transfer from Purdue; sophomore Kevin 
Traylor; and redshirt freshman Donny 
Brooks at the corners and former starters 
David McFarland and Doug Bonds (both ju- 


niors) at safeties. 

“Our secondary is really developing 
into a pretty darn good group. If we keep 
them all well and keep them all intact, we 


ought to go back to the days when we really 


had the good secondaries,” Dykes said in 
reference to the 1984 and 1985 seasons, 


when Tech ranked first and second, respec- 
tively, in pass defense. "It looks like the best 


one we've had since then.” 

The linebacking trio of returning 
starters Charles Rowe, Stephon 
Weatherspoon and Matt Wingo is equally 
impressive. 

Rowe, a 6'2", 220-pound senior 
weakside linebacker, is the best-known of 


Tech's defenders following an all-conference 
junior campaign in which he made a team- 
high 119 tackles, including six quarterback 
sacks, 18 quarterback pressures and seven 


pass deflections. 


"Charlie has a great knack of getting 
away from blockers ... getting through all the 
trash to the ball carrier,” defensive coordina- 


tor Carlos Mainord said in assessing his 
Butkus Award nominee. "It addition, he's 
one or our team leaders; he's invaluable to 
us on and off the field.” 

Middle linebacker Wingo, a 6'1", 


225-pound junior, was as busy as Rowe last 


fall, sticking his nose in 104 tackles and 
coming up with 15 big plays. 
Weatherspoon, an imposing 6'2", 


230-pound senior who mans the strong side 


linebacker slot, made 54 tackles while ad- 


justing to the Tech system after transferring 


and sitting out a year. 


The depth is more than adequate with 


a group of up-and-coming underclassmen 
that includes junior Bryan Gerlich and 


sophomores Steve Carr, Ben Kirkpatrick and 


Leric Eaton. 


Junior left end Marcus Washington is 


the lone returning line starter. Despite his 


smallish 6’, 215-pound frame, the rambunc- 


tious Washington proved he could handle 


the demands of SWC life a year ago by mak- 


ing 67 tackles. Sophomore Mike Liscio 
(6'1", 230 Ibs.) and Michael Brisco (6'3", 


225 Ibs.) both held the first-team right end 
position at times during spring training and 


both were fell by injuries. Liscio broke a 
bone in his foot on the sixth day of work- 
outs; Brisco strained a knee that sidelined 
him for the final week of drills. 

Liscio is expected to retain starting 
status when preseason camp opens in 
August, but Brisco and sophomores 
Kenneth Banks (6'3", 225 Ibs.) and John 
Pitts (6'2", 230 Ibs.) will provide strong 
challenges. 

Senior two-year letterman Greg 
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Burden has en- 
trenched himself 
at nose tackle, but 
the 6'3", 250- 
pounder was the 
lone point of light 
along the interior 
line in the spring, 
causing Dykes 
and Mainord to 
place added im- 
portance on the 
August arrival of 
All-American ju- 
nior college trans- ¥

Sophomore

all the time.” 

Other than the questionable status of 
an entirely new line, Tech's offense appears 
sufficiently manned to pick up the 28-point, 
376-yard pace it averaged a year ago. 

Junior quarterback Jamie Gill, who 
had nothing more than an eye-dropper's 
worth of experience heading into the ‘89 
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campaign, answered his doubters by com- 
pleting 105 of 186 passes for 1,464 yards 
and 12 touchdowns and only nine intercep- 
tions, four of which came in the final regu- 
lar-season outing. 

The 6'2", 210-pound Gill helped Tech 
stun both Texas A&M and Texas with long 
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touchdown passes late in the game, both 
coming on third-and-26 situations. He re- 
ceived stiff competition from vastly im- 
proved backup Jason Rattan and redshirt 
freshman Robert Hall, but held his ground. 


“Anytime you've got good competi- 


tion behind you it's going 
to make you play a lot bet- 
ter and practice harder,” Gill 
said. "They're (Rattan and 
Hall) two great quarter- 
backs and good athletes. 
We've got a good unit with 
us three. That's a plus, to 
have three or four good 
quarterbacks." 

With Gray gone to 
the NFL, Tech also discov- 
ered it's a plus to have 
three or four good running 
backs. Enter juniors 
Anthony Lynn, Louis 
Sheffield and Anthony 
McDowell and senior 
Shane Sears. 

Lynn, a 6'3", 218- 
pound bull, spelled Gray 
admirably in 1989, charg- 
ing for 568 yards and six 
touchdowns. He stepped 
into the No.1 I-back slot 
without a hitch. 

The 6'1", 220-pound 
Sheffield, another power run- 
ner, made the switch from 
fullback to I-back and gave 
Lynn a run for his money. 

McDowell (6', 230 
lbs.) returned from a year of 
inactivity because of aca- 
demic problems to nail 
down the starting fullback 
spot. Sears (5'9", 210 Ibs.), 
a key role player in 1989, 
settled in behind him. 

There were pleasant 
surprises at the wide re- 
ceiving positions as senior 
Richard Ross and junior 
Byron Hooper pushed ju- 
nior Rodney Blackshear 
and returning senior starter 
Anthony Manyweather (13 
catches, 194 yards, 3 TDs) 


freshman Peter Allen (6'1", 265 Ibs.) at 
guards, and senior Bill DuBose (6'1", 275 
lbs.) and junior Charlie Biggurs (6'4", 286 
lbs.) at tackles. 

Duvall, a second-teamer last year, is the 
only lineman with measurable playing time. 


for the starting split end and Marcus Washington anchors the defensive line. 


wingback berths, respectively. 
The tight end position belongs to 
6'3", 250-pound senior Charles Lott, who 
saw considerable playing time as a junior. 
The first-team line consists of senior 
center Brent Barton (6'3", 265 Ibs.), junior 
Jason Duvall (6'2", 275 Ibs.) and redshirt 
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Veteran line coach Ted Unbehagen remains 
convinced the physical talents of his troops 
will be magnified with some experience. 
"The thing that has always bothered 
me with offensive linemen, because of the 
position they play, is the intensity level on 
Saturday afternoon or night is so much 
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greater than they have ever experienced 
prior to their first game," Unbehagen said. 
“You can't get that kind of experience in 
practice." 

Raider linemen know they have some 
catching up to do between now and the 
Sept. 8 opener against 
Ohio State. They know 
Tech will enter the sea- 
son as a team with a 
weak line. 

"That's the big 
question all around 
here — and probably 
mB) all over the conference 
— is what kind of line 
is Tech going to have," 
DuBose said. "You can 
look at it as pressure or 
look at it as an incen- 
tive, and right now 
we're looking at it as an 
incentive."

Quarterback Jamie Gill and |-back Anthony Lynn became only the 
second and third underclassmen in Tech history to be elected team 
captains by their teammates.

SEASON OF CHANGE FOR GRANT TEAFF

s construction workers outside 

the stadium try to make some- 

thing out of assorted pieces of 

metal, steel and wood, Baylor 

coach Grant Teaff is faced with a 
much tougher task inside the walls of Floyd 
Casey Stadium. 

For the construction workers, the job 
is easy. They have everything necessary to 
build the athletic complex that will tower 
over the north end zone. 

But without his defensive foundation, 
linebackers James Francis and Gary Joe 
Kinne and strong safety Robert Blackmon, 
Teaff has to rebuild with new, unproven 
products. 

That talented trio of Francis, Kinne 
and Blackmon made Baylor's defense one of 
the best in the country the last two years. 
They made the big plays when nobody else 
could. 

"Those guys were the heart of the de- 
fense," junior defensive tackle Santana 
Dotson said. "When it was time to make a 
play, they made it.” 

Also gone is the pro-style offense 
that never developed a running game and 
left quarterback Brad Goebel a sitting duck 
for blitzing linebackers. 

After last season's 5-6 disaster, in 
which the Bears finished dead last in the 
Southwest Conference in total offense, Teaff 
figured it was time for a change. 

The 56-year-old veteran coach 
chucked the offense he used the last two 
years for the more familiar |-formation veer. 
That happens to be the same offense the 
Bears used in 1980 when they last won the 
SWC championship. 

And in reshuffling his staff, Teaff 
moved F.A. Dry from offensive coordinator 
to line coach and hired Chuck Reedy from 


Daniel Morgan will need to step in and shore up 
a young Baylor defense. 
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Clemson to run the offense. 

"Clemson was running that same of- 
fense when we faced them in the Peach Bowl 
back in '79," Teaff said. "So I'd say he knows 
it pretty well.” 

When Teaff announced in February 
that the Bears were going to the veer, the 
first thought was that Goebel's days as a 
starter were numbered. Speed has never 
been the greatest attribute of the 6'4", 195- 


pounder from Cuero. 

But the spring workouts proved that 
Baylor has no one else on campus capable 
of running the veer any better than the in- 
cumbent. Sophomore Steve Needham and 
freshmen J.J.Joe and Thomas Woodard are 
too young and too raw. And junior Ricky 
Vestal switched his scholarship to golf when 
he "no longer fit into the plans." 

"It's gone exactly as | anticipated to 
the very heartbeat,” Teaff said. "We never 
would have gone in this direction if | didn't 
think he (Goebel) would be able to execute 
it. He's 100 percent the starting quarterback, 
and there's not anybody in his league right 
now." 

In three years as the starter, Goebel 
has set nearly all the school's passing 
records. He has completed 370 of 717 for 
4,957 yards with 25 touchdowns and 39 in- 
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terceptions. 

"Brad has his limitations," Reedy 
said, "but he also has a lot of plusses. The 
key is to make good decisions, keep us out 
of bad plays and keep us from beating our- 
selves. With his experience, he can do those 
things." 

The |-formation backfield will have a 
mixed bag of experience and talent. Tailback 
is loaded and fullback is questionable. 

Eldwin Raphel has led the team in 
rushing the last two years and enters his se- 
nior season with 1,375 career yards. But he 
is being challenged by senior Carmichael 
Moore, who redshirted last year with a knee 
injury, and sophomore David Mims. That 
trio gives the Bears everything they need in 
a veer tailback. 

"That's a real horse race there,” Teaff 
said. "Raphel and Moore might be a little 
ahead of Mims just because of their experi- 
ence, but | expect to see all three of those 
guys in there. And anyone who wants to beat 
out Carmichael Moore better get there early 
and stay late." 

Moore, built like a pit bull at 5'9", 
195 Ibs., could move to fullback if none of 
the candidates win Teaff's majority vote. And 
it's not that the candidates don't have quality 
credentials. 

Robert Strait (6'1", 225 Ibs.), the her- 
alded high school phenom from Cuero, sat 
out last season with a knee injury and has 
shown only “brief flashes of brilliance” in 
his new role at fullback. 

"Robert is playing a position he's 
never run,” Teaff said. "He's never blocked a 
living soul in his life." 

If he improves by Sept. 2, when 
Baylor opens against Nebraska, count on 
Strait as the starter. If he doesn't, either 
David Loeb or Creig Stephens (a Prop 48 
last year) will have to play. 

"| think eventually he can learn to 
play that position,” Teaff said of Strait. "He's 
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just not ready right now. He's got to learn to 
block and be consistent on every snap.” 

Lincoln Coleman, a transfer from 
Notre Dame who was second on the team in 
rushing last year, would have been the "pro- 
totype" fullback. But he was dismissed from 
the team late in the season and did not re- 
enroll in the spring. 

"Losing Lincoln really hurt," Teaff 
said. "From the first day | thought about this 
offense, | saw him as the ideal fullback. If 
we had him, | could feel very, very good." 

Other than the fullback, the key to the 
inside running game will be the interior line 
of senior center Mark Bass (6'4", 274 Ibs.) 
and junior guards John Turnpaugh (6'2", 
325 Ibs.) and Monte Jones (6'1", 285 Ibs.). 
»,| All three are third-year starters and potential 

| All-SWC players. 
a The tackle spots are a little less cer- 
| tain. The two starters graduated and junior 
Gary Camp missed all of spring training re- 
covering from a late-season knee injury. 
Projected starters are junior Matthew Gantt 
(6'3", 269 Ibs.) and sophomore Jeff 
DeLoach (6'5", 273 Ibs.). 

“Another thing about this offense is 
that you can play with a little less experi- 
ence at the tackles," Teaff said. "You can 
take a less experienced athlete that can run, 
and he can do the things you need him to 
do. They don't have to just blow people out 
of there." 

Another change that should help the 
line is the use of two tight ends. In the new 
offensive terminology, the true tight end is 
called a "Y" back, the wideout is called a *Z" 
back and the new position that is a cross 
between a tight end and wide receiver is re- 
ferred to as "X". 

Sophomore Mike McKenzie caught 
only one pass last year, but he is the pro- 
jected starter at tight end ahead of redshirt 
freshman Sean Glassco and incoming 
freshman Mike Oatis. 

Steve Stutsman and Alonzo Pierce, 


™ the top two tight ends last year, have moved 


to the "X" spot and will give the Bears a pair 
of receiving threats with blocking skills to 
boot. 

“With more blockers, you've got a 
better chance to run the ball and maintain 
possession," Teaff said. “And that's one of 
the main concepts of this offense. Alonzo

Some of the reasoning behind what 
is basically a two-tight end set is the lack of 
experienced, proven wide receivers.

If they can make the transition from 
track to football, junior Lee Miles and red- 
shirt freshman Daniel Fredericks could add 
speed to the position. 

Offensively, Teaff wants to cut down on 
turnovers (21 interceptions, 15 fumbles) and 
improve the completion percentage (48.9) 
with ascheme designed for ball control. 

"We're going to pass less and enjoy it 
more," Teaff said. "If we can cut out the silly 
turnovers, even if we're no better than last 
year, we've still got a chance to win more 
games." 

Last year, the defense won games. 
But that was with an all-star lineup that fea- 
tured Francis at strongside linebacker, Kinne 
in the middle and Blackmon wreaking havoc 
at strong safety. 

"In reality, there's not any way you 
can fill the shoes of a James Francis or 
Robert Blackmon," Teaff said. "What we have 
to do is just get some younger people play- 
ing those positions. You have to expect the 
proven guys with great athletic talent to 
come forth and make those big plays for 


U. 

As if the task of replacing three key 
players wasn't enough by itself, the defen- 
sive coaches had to work with a skeleton 
crew during the spring because of problems 
with academics and injuries. 

That was most evident at linebacker, 
where juniors Curtis Hafford, Ronald Grimes 
and Matthew Pearson and sophomore Lee 
Bruderer all missed practice time with an as- 
sortment of injuries. Redshirt freshman Gary 
Mabry, expected to challenge Bruderer for 
Kinne's spot in the middle, had knee surgery 
and is questionable for the fall. 

"That probably hurt the defense more 
than anything," Teaff said. "We get the most 
injuries in the one area where we need the 
most work. It's a major, major concern, 
We're just not settled in like we need to be at 
those positions." 

Hafford and Daniel Morgan shared the 
weakside spot last year and combined for 95 
tackles, but one of them could move over to 
inherit Francis’ job at strongside linebacker. 
Replacing a consensus All-American, Butkus 
Award candidate and first-round draft pick 
would be like following Bear Bryant at 
Alabama or John Wooden at UCLA. 

Other candidates are juniors Brian 
Hand and Robbie Birleson (transfer from 
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Cisco JC), redshirt freshman Charles Jenkins 
and senior squadman Danny Servance. 

Because of the injuries, sophomore 
defensive back Le'Shai Maston (6'1", 193 
Ibs.) got a tryout at linebacker and could 
have found a home. Maston, who played for 
Dallas Carter's 1988 Class 5A state champi- 
ons, is a big hitter who will not back down 
from anybody. 

"He's a player,” defensive coordinator 
Pete Fredenburg said. "We just don't know 
where yet." 

"Le'Shai Maston is an athlete that

we've got to get out there,” Teaff said. "He 
may be as good an athlete as has ever been 
on our football field." 

When Teaff talks about other players 
making the big plays, he is speaking specifi- 
cally about the veteran defensive line. Of the 
top eight from last year, known as "8-Ball 
Posse," the only ones gone are the two 
back-up ends. 

Robin Jones (6'3", 266 Ibs.) and 
John Godfrey (6'4", 249 Ibs.) give Baylor 
two of the best frontline ends in the confer- 
ence, but depth behind them is a trouble 
area. Redshirt freshman Lamone Alexander 
subbed for Godfrey while he was working on 
his academic status and is a likely candidate 
for the four-man end rotation. 

The other backup is an intriguing 
specimen. Junior Anthony Ray (6'1", 220 
Ibs.), the former All-American high school 
running back with a long history of knee 
surgeries, made news last year when he 
scored a touchdown rushing and had a QB 
sack all in the same game. 

In the spring, Ray was working full 
time on the defense. But that was actually 
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part-time duties since he spent more time in 
the training room with soreness in his knees. 

No position on the team is stronger 
and more experienced than defensive tackle. 
In addition to the four players who shared 
the jobs last year — juniors Santana 
Dotson, Greg Oefinger and Marcus Lowe 
and senior Reggie Howard — sophomore 
behemoth Marcus Moore (6'2", 294 Ibs.) 
could make waves if he returns from knee 
surgery. 

Dotson was defensive Newcomer-of- 
the-Year as a freshman and earned honors 
last year when he led the down linemen with 
53 tackles. 

"Defensively, we know we've got to 
take that leadership this year," Dotson said. 
"It's kind of funny when those guys you've 
looked up to through the years are no longer 
out there. Now, it's up to us." 

As usual, the secondary has no wor- 
ries. First-year assistant coach Scott Smith, 
a starter on Baylor's 1980 championship 
team, was greeted by a group that includes 
returning starters Charles Bell and Malcolm 
Frank at the corners and senior Mike Welch 
at free safety. Joining that trio will be junior 
strong safety Keith Caldwell, a former track 
sprinter who packs a punch. 

Behind them is a solid group, includ- 
ing juniors Trooper Taylor, Clifford Ellison 
and Farias Walker and senior cornerback 
Frankie Smith. 

"We're going to have a two-deep that 
can play for anybody in the country," said 
Welch, who returned from knee surgery to 
lead last year's secondary with 100 tackles. 
“And with Keith, | don't think we're going to 
lose that much at strong safety. We should- 
n't miss a step back there." 

Despite the strengths in the sec- 
ondary and line, the 1990 defense will have 
a hard time matching the one that vandalized 
opponents last year. 

“At this point," Teaff said, “this de- 
fense is not anywhere close to the defense 
we had last year." 

Junior kicker Jeff Ireland is coming off 
a strong season when he booted 18 of 24 field 
goals, including a 50-yarder, and scored 75 
points. All-SWC punter Pete Rutter is gone, 
but junior Kent Brentham has been a capable 
understudy who waited his turn. 

Unlike the Bears of '89, a team that 
looked like it would be ready from the outset 
but never materialized, this is a young team 
that will take time to mature. The only prob- 
lem is that Nebraska will ring in the season 
Sept. 2 at Lincoln. 

“When it's time to play, all 11 have 
got to be ready," Dotson said. “In Lincoln, 
there won't be any place for children."

t can get mighty hot on the Texas A&M 
sideline on Saturday afternoons in the 
fall. With thousands of former students 
— and current experts — looking 
over his shoulder, the coach of the 
Aggies is bound to feel the heat. 

Gene Stallings, Emory Bellard, Tom 
Wilson, Jackie Sherrill — they all felt it, and 
so has R.C. Slocum. There's no guarantee 
that Slocum won't get burned the way his 
predecessors did, but at least he's been 
heat-tested. 

"Growing up in Orange, Tx, | used to 
work in the bottom of those big ships, 
scraping slag off the welds in 130-degree 
heat,’ Slocum said. “It's hard to get much 
hotter than that.” 
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Talk to Slocum very long about his 
coaching career and the conversation will 
wind its way back to Orange. For it is there 
that the Aggie coach learned to do the one 
thing he may do best of all: work. 

"| get amused when people character- 
ize me as laid-back," Slocum said. "People

who know me well, | don’ 
say that at all. 

"|'m an up-early, stay-late kind of 
guy. | think I've got a high tolerance for 


think they would 
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work, and that may go back to my back- 
ground in Orange. I've always been able to 
grind it, to get on a task and stick with it. | 
think | have the ability to lock onto some- 
thing and stay with it a long time." 

That Slocum is the Aggies’ head 
coach is proof of his ability to endure. When 
he replaced Sherrill on December 12, 1988, 
Slocum had spent 16 of the previous 17 
years as an A&M assistant. Bellard, Wilson 
and Sherrill came and went, but Slocum just 
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stayed and stayed. 

“The thing that he did that was different from most coaches is 
he was real patient," said Missouri head coach Bob Stull, who began 
his career with Slocum when they were graduate assistants at Kansas 
State. "He became very attached to Texas A&M." 

And it to him. A&M athletic director John David Crow, the 
Aggies’ only Heisman Trophy winner, said it best when Slocum took 
over for Sherrill. “It doesn't matter where he graduated from. R.C.'s an 
Aggie. He's proven that in 16 years," Crow said. 

Slocum — a McNeese State graduate, for the record — had 
his chances to leave. He turned down head coaching opportunities 


= £ 
Slocum, a graduate of McNeese State, is a true Aggie now. 
and every offer to be an assistant except one, when he left for a year 
to be John Robinson's defensive coordinator at Southern Cal. He 
even said no, thanks, to Stull when his old friend tried to follow 
through on a promise from their Kansas State days. 
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“We always said whoever got the first head coaching job had 
to hire the other guy," Stull said. "The problem was, when | got the 
head coaching job.at the University of Massachusetts, he didn't want 
to leave Texas A&M. Just being patient and sticking with it has really 
paid off." 

But did Slocum see the payoff coming? Where did he get a 
maroon-colored crystal ball to know his day would come? 

He didn't know, or at least he didn't know he'd get to have his 
job and eat the moving bill, too. 

"| didn't know that I'd be the head coach at Texas A&M, but | 
was confident the day would come somewhere," Slocum said. "| 

knew I'd get an opportunity someday to be a head coach at 

this type of school.” 

What kind of opportunity was Slocum getting, though? 
The Aggies were reeling, on NCAA probation and coming off a 
stormy 7-5 season. The university was investigating allega- 
tions, later discounted, that could have led to the death penal- 
ty. Trouble hung over Aggieland like humidity hugs oranges in 

| summertime. 

Slocum had to hire a staff and try to recruit players 
with the NCAA executioner over his shoulder, hood on and 
blade sharpened. Slocum was able to get the coaches he 

& wanted, but the blue chips stayed away in droves. 
Stepping gently so as not to bruise the egos of the 13 
=| who did sign, Slocum is still forced to admit that, "we got our 
teeth kicked in.” 

“It was a disappointment, without question,” he said. 
“When you can't do anything about it, there's no use getting 
distressed. | didn't get all bent out of shape about it. | was ter- 

| ribly disappointed, but it just gave us more resolve to come 
| back and work harder this year." 

The hard work, with a little help from trouble at Texas 
and coaching changes at Houston and Arkansas, paid huge 
dividends. A&M hauled in a recruiting class ranked in the top 
five in the country, by far the best in the Southwest 
Conference. 

"The proof is in the pudding, but they've got a lot more 
pudding than the rest of us," Baylor Coach Grant Teaff said. 

Signing day, along with the opening win against 
Louisiana State and a school-record sixth straight win over 

} Texas, helped Slocum begin to emerge from the long shadow 
cast by Sherrill. Despite his awkward exit, Sherrill is remem- 
bered by the Aggie fans for taking the A&M to three straight 
Cotton Bowls, ending an agonizing 18-year drought for the 
Aggie faithful. 

“It's natural that some people would wonder what 
would happen after Jackie left," Slocum said. "I can see there 
being people out there who are breathing a little easier right 
now, thinking that we are going to be OK." 

"| think any time you have a change there is some un- 
certainty. |'m sure that there were those people who were not 
pleased. There are always going to be people out there that 
are not happy. We elect presidents of this country with just a 
little more than 50 percent of the vote, and they lead the whole 
United States. Football coaches are the same way. You've just 
gotta keep that 51 percent happy." 

There was no landslide for Slocum and the Aggies in his first 
season, but they were in the running. When the votes were in, A&M had 
posted an 8-4 record, finishing second in the SWC. The Aggies lost a 
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showdown for the Cotton Bow! with Arkansas 
and wound up losing to Pittsburgh in the 
John Hancock Bowl. 

"It was a good season, and we were 
close to having a great season," Slocum 
said. "We had lost our starting quarterback. 
The most critical part of any team is the 
quarterback position, and we were going 
into the season with a guy (Lance Pavlas) 
who had almost no experience. We had lost 
three out of four linebackers, and our de- 
fense is a linebacker defense. The guys 
came through in a lot of places. 

"We won eight games, and we were a 
hair away from winning three more. We missed 
the championship by one point (Arkansas won 
23-22), and we were unlucky not to win that 
game. We could have very easily won that game 
and been in the Cotton Bowl." 

But at least the Aggies went bowling, 
something they didn't manage in Sherrill's 
last season. 

"| thought it was important for our 
program to get ina bow! game," he said. 
"That was the minimum level that | would 
have been willing to accept. | thought it was 
so important for our recruiting.” 

Recruiting, the lifeblood of college 
football, has always been a strength of 
Slocum's. It helped him get his first job with 
the Aggies, when Bellard hired him to coach 
the receivers. 

Slocum, after a year as a graduate as- 
sistant at Kansas State, was back home in 
Orange when he heard Bellard was hiring. 
He got up before dawn two days before 
Christmas in 1971, drove to College Station 
and waited outside Bellard’s office for eight 
hours to get an interview. 

"R.C. was personable and aggressive, 
and he had experience in recruiting,” Bellard 
said. "He was a real good end in college, and 
he had the opportunity to work as a graduate 
assistant in a strong throwing offense." 

Slocum worked his way over to the 
defense, and he returned from USC to be- 
come Sherrill's defensive coordinator in 
1982. He molded a blitzing, attacking style 
of defense that ranked A&M among the na- 
tional leaders and sent linebackers to the 
National Football League the way they go 
after quarterbacks — in waves. 

The Aggie defense is the focus of the 
picture that dominates the wall behind 
Slocum's desk, with defenders swarming 
over Bo Jackson in the 1986 Cotton Bowl. 
The rest of his office is a mixture of his vo- 
cation and avocation: football and the out- 
doors. He's also got a couple of commemo- 
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rative footballs, one from the LSU game and 
the other from the win over UT, along with a 
duck decoy and a couple of mounted fish. 

Slocum moved into Crow's old office 
when Crow was named AD and took over 
Sherrill's spacious digs. Slocum looks com- 
fortable there, at least as comfortable as he 
can look when he's not studying film or 
coaching on the field. 

"| just feel real comfortable," Slocum 
says, referring to Aggieland in general. "It 
was not a major change. | changed offices, 
and I've got more responsibilities, but | felt 
very good about the job. | would have been 
confident had | taken a job in the midwest or 
back east, but | would not have been as 
comfortable as | am here. 

"There are high school coaches here 
that | have known since | was in high 
school. I've recruited in Texas for 20 years. 


Fun? What's 
this business 
about work, 
if coaching 
is so much 
fun? 


There are guys that | grew up with scattered 
all over the state.” 

Slocum also knows coaches all over 
the country. He has been one of them for 17 
years, attending the same conferences and 
clinics. 

"| was always planning on being a 
head coach, and | always studied coaches 
that | would like to have on my staff," 
Slocum said. "! knew where the good coach- 
es were, and | was fortunate to be able to 
hire a good coaching staff. Every guy | of- 
fered a job to, | hired. It was very gratifying 
to be able to go out and get the top guys 
around the country.” 

Slocum found his assistant head 
coach, Tom Hayes, at UCLA, and got offen- 
sive coordinator Bob Toledo from Oregon. 
He searched the country, hiring a pair of 
coaches from the northeast in Navy's Greg 
Mattison and Holy Cross's Mike Sherman. 

When it came to picking high schoo! 
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talent, Slocum stayed home. Texas school- 
boys made up almost all of the Aggies’ ace 
recruiting class, with a couple of out-of- 
state junior college transfers for immediate 
help. 

"We are going to recruit Texas play- 
ers, because | think that's important,” 
Slocum said. "College is hard enough with- 
out going way off from your family. It's im- 
portant to know that your mom and dad and 
grandma and little sister are up there watch- 
ing when you play." 

National championship talk accom- 
panied the huge recruiting haul. Slocum 
isn't about to predict any national titles, but 
he believes A&M's program can be one of 
the best in the nation. 

“I'd like to establish that we are con- 
sistent winners," Slocum said. “The great 
thing about football is that every year brings 
new challenges. You'd like to demonstrate 
that consistency of being a solid program 
every year. You'd like to be one of those 
teams that is good every year. You don't 
want to have a good year and fall back.” 

Slocum was at A&M during the lean 
years, when the Aggies fell back more than 
they went forward. He was part of the 
turnaround when Sherrill led the Aggies to 
three straight Cotton Bowls. 

"I'd be the first to give Jackie credit 
for the job he did and for the wins," Slocum 
said. "At the same time, I've got to find a 
way for R.C. to be successful. That doesn't 
mean that | have to tear down anything that 
Jackie did. That's a totally different chapter." 

The latest chapter of the R.C. Slocum 
story is linked inevitably to the early ones. 
His father taught him the value of work and 
love of the outdoors, but this was a football 
coach in the making. 

"| remember when | was a little kid | 
would come home from school, and | didn't 
care what movie was on," Slocum said. "If | 
didn't have anybody to throw with me, I'd 
just pitch the ball up and catch it by myself.

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Despite Masor Losses, Cougars RELOAD

nly the bullhorn gave away the 
change in the man's occupation. 
John Jenkins, the former 

offensive coordinator at the 

University of Houston, wanted to 
make sure he would be heard his first day of 
spring practice as Head Coach of the 
Cougars. 

"| don't feel any different,” said the 
37-year-old Jenkins. "The only time | felt 
different was signing day, not being able to 
be out (on the road).” 

Jenkins succeeded Jack Pardee Jan. 
9 as coach at the University of Houston. 
Pardee left Houston after three seasons (22- 
11-1) to return to pro football and take over 
the underachieving Houston Oilers, one of 
the few NFL jobs he wanted. The move rep- 
resented little change for Pardee, only about 
six times the money. He can live in the same 
house and play on the same field, the 
Astrodome. 

The Oilers announced Pardee as their 
new coach one Tuesday morning and the 
Cougars introduced Jenkins the same after- 
noon. 

"| don't think long searches are 
good,” said Houston Athletic Director Rudy 
Davalos in a vast understatement. "Our pro- 
gram has to have leadership at all times. | 
don't want that seat open.” 

Davalos filled the job but it took 
Jenkins a while to fill the chair. Over a 
month passed before he moved into 
Pardee's office. He was too busy recruiting 
and organizing his staff. Another month 
passed and the walls, once covered with 
Pardee memorabilia, remained bare. 

Typical Jenkins. 

The native of Pampa in the Texas 
Panhandle is a workaholic, even by coach- 
ing standards. Only the janitor beats him to 
the office, Jenkins often arriving between 5 
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and 6 a.m. If the school paid him by the 
hour, it couldn't afford him. 

"John's so hyper he never needs to 
sleep,” said Pardee. "He'll work 20 hours a 
day." 

Only weeks earlier Jenkins had been 
a finalist for the coaching job at Nevada-Las 
Vegas. He believed his high-scoring style of 
Offense would be the perfect match for the 
town with the bright lights and the ideal 


complement to Jerry Tarkanian's Runnin’ 
Rebel basketball team. Jenkins didn't get the 
job. Jim Strong, an assistant at Notre Dame, 
did. 

In an interesting piece of timing, 
Jenkins will coach his first game Sept. 8 
against UNLV and Strong at the Astrodome. 
Houston beat the Rebels 69-0 last year at 
Las Vegas. 

Jenkins was a reserve quarterback for 
Frank Broyles at Arkansas, served as an as- 
sistant coach with the Razorbacks and 
Mississippi State and joined Pardee with the 
Houston Gamblers of the USFL in 1984, first 
as special teams coach, then as offensive 
coordinator. 

These Cougars will look and play the 
same under Jenkins as they did with Pardee. 
The offense, the run-and-shoot, will be the 
same, the defense, the 4-3, will be the same 
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and they'll score enough points to light up a 
pinball machine. 

“| came to Houston (with Pardee) to 
be No. 1," he said. "We'll turn up the heat a 
few notches." 

Pardee and Jenkins may share simi- 
lar football philosophies, but their personal- 
ities reside in opposite end zones. Pardee is 
modest and soft-spoken, a man who never 
yells at his players because he didn't like to 
be yelled at when he played the game. 
Jenkins is as high octane as his offense, a 
man who thrives on media attention and 
never Saw a record he didn't want to annihi- 
late. 

"I'm not attempting to emulate Jack 
Pardee,” said Jenkins. "! want to continue 
the rhythm we have." 

The Cougars, because of Pardee's 
background in pro football, video taped 
every second of every practice. "We'll be 
filming the water breaks," said Jenkins. 

They spend an average of four hours 
a day in meetings. "We met more than the 
President," said former defensive tackle 
Alfred Oglesby. 

On Jenkins’ first full day on the job, 
the school announced plans to build a long 
overdue football facility on campus to house 
coaches’ offices and meeting rooms. 
Eventually, it will include a weight room. 

Phase one of the project is expected 
to be completed in the summer of 1991 ata 
cost of $4.5 million. 

Jenkins made the transition from 
“Pardee Time” to his administration as 
smooth as possible. He promoted two grad- 
uate assistants to full-time coaches and 
never hired an offensive coordinator, a task 
he will continue to perform himself with 
glee. 

Pardee took three assistants with him 
to the Oilers and Jenkins meticulously sort- 
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"Our defense has been doing well the last two years.” 

Houston finished 9-3 in 1988, losing in the Aloha Bowl to 
Washington State, and 9-2 last year, kept at home by the first of a 
three-year NCAA probation. The Cougars are banned from bow! 

i} games this year too, but can play on television. Their "bowl 
game" will be a Dec. 2 date with Arizona State in Tokyo. 

Playing without the incentive of a bowl game seemed to 
matter little last year. Winning the Heisman Trophy for quarter- 
back Andre Ware substituted as the season's goal. Now the 
Cougars must carry on without Ware. Junior David Klingler was 
the only remaining quarterback on scholarship in the spring. 

"When you have great things happening, people are going 
to move on," said Jenkins. 

Klingler proved to be more than competent last season, 
getting plenty of playing time in relief of Ware. He completed 59.6 
percent of his passes for 864 yards and eight touchdowns. 

Jenkins, deep down, may be itching to prove his aerial of- 
fense can work even without Ware. He pointed out that Klingler 
ranked second only to Ware in the Southwest Conference in 
passing efficiency, throwing just one interception in 114 attempts 
last year. Ware threw only 15 interceptions in 578 attempts. 

"That's the biggest misconception with this offense, that 
it's high risk," said Jenkins. 

Klingler should have a better corps of receivers to work 
with than Ware. Manny Hazard set national records for most re- 
ceptions (142) and touchdown catches (22) in a season last year. 

The run-and-shoot, which is option football through the 
air, is not designed to rely on one receiver. Because of injuries, 
Hazard became the main man last fall. Still, defenses couldn't 
contain him. The Cougars were forced to move running back

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The defense received too little credit for Houston's 
success the last two years. The Cougars attacked, forced 
turnovers and often set up the offense in prime scoring po- 
sition. The run-and-shoot puts pressure on its own defense, 
often scoring so quickly that the defense gets little rest. 

Defensive tackle Tray Hooper joked that Ware's de- 
pariure could actually help the defense. "With Klingler in 
there, it might take a little longer to score," he said. “With 
Andre, three plays and we were back in there." 

Coyer must do a little reconstruction job on defense 
with as few as three starters returning. "There's not a bunch 
of guys who are three-year starters back on defense," said 
Jenkins. "We're open for business.” 

The defensive line will be led by Hooper (6', 270 
IDs.), the senior tackle and only returning regular. 
However, a pair of sophomores, tackle Jason 
Youngblood (6'4", 285 Ibs.) and end James Bevil (6'2", 
252 Ibs.), started at the end of last season because of 
injuries. “They know what's up," said Hooper. "These 
guys have been in the war." 

Kevin LaBay (6'4", 250 Ibs.) is the leading candidate 
for the other end position. The Cougars hoped they picked 
up a couple of prize JC linemen for the fall in Marty Lyon 
(6'2", 270 Ibs.) and Kevin Johnson (6'3", 285 Ibs.). 

Reggie Burnette (6'3", 235 Ibs.), recruited to Houston 
as a tight end, has started at all three linebacker positions. 
He spent most of last season playing in the middle and fin- 
ished third on the team in tackles with 84. He will probably 
be moved back to the weak side. 

Eric Blount (6'1", 215 Ibs.) started the final eight 
games last year on the strong side. Glenn Cadrez (6'3", 235 
lbs.), a JC transfer who enrolled for the spring semester, 
could take over at middle linebacker. 

The secondary could be entirely new. Cornerback 
Cornelius Price tied for the national lead in interceptions 
last year with 12, but flunked out of school after the fall 
semester. That he will return is doubtful. 

Zack Chatman, last year's backup free safety as a true 
freshman, was moved to corner and is competing with 
Tyrone Davis, a transfer from lowa State, for a starting job. 
Jamie Mouton, who moved back and forth between defense 
and receiver last year, could start at the other corner. 

Brisket Howard was the leading prospect at free safe- 
ty and Michael Newhouse, a walk-on and nephew of former 
Houston and Dallas Cowboy runner Robert Newhouse, at 
strong safety. Lorenzo Dickson, another JC due in the fall, 
could fit in here. 

The Cougars, with the help of a strong pass rush, in- 
tercepted 31 passes last year. 

Houston must find a replacement for punter Simon Rodriguez, 
a four-year starter. Klingler appeared to be a possibility until Ware an- 
nounced he was leaving. The Cougars can't afford an injury to their 
only quarterback. 

Roman Anderson connected on 65 of 67 extra points and 22 of 
36 field goals last year, his 131 points ranking second on the team 
only to Hazard. 

Not many schools could thrive, or even survive, after losing 
their coach and Heisman Trophy winner unexpectedly in the same 
year. The Cougars may be good enough to do it.)

SPRING UPDATE 


Houston began the spring with a Heisman Trophy winner at 
quarterback and plenty of holes on defense. A month later both 
departments had changed. 


Andre Ware announced in March he would depart for the NFL draft, 
leaving the quarterback position to David Klingler. Klingler lived up 
to Coach John Jenkins’ expectations, but the big problem now is 
developing a backup. Jenkins will have to rely on one of his 
incoming freshmen, either Jimmy Klingler, David's brother, or 
Chandler Evans. 


Donald Douglas announced he would transfer in from Florida, but 
must sit out a year unless the Gators are placed on probation. 


The receiving corps should be deep and talented, with speedster 
John Brown, a JC arrival, and Marcus Grant playing well this 
spring and Verlond Brown apparently recovered from last year’s 
ankle injury. Two other receivers, Patrick Cooper and Kody Smith, 
stayed out of contact because of injuries. 


"| was most apprehensive about the defensive line situation," said 
Jenkins. "I feel very comfortable now." Kevin LaBay stepped 
forward to claim one defensive end spot. Tackle Jason 
Youngblood and end James Bevil, both of whom played regularly 
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at the end of last season, showed improvement. Tray Hooper, the 
lone returning starter, was being pushed by Linton Weatherspoon, 
Chuck's brother, at the other tackle. 


Glenn Cadrez, a JC transfer, appeared capable of taking over at 
middle linebacker, allowing Reggie Burnette to return to the weak side. 


The secondary seemed a bit unsettled. Zack Chatman, last year's 
No. 2 free safety, alternated between football practice and track this 
spring. He worked mostly at cornerback, but could return to free 
safety if needed. Tyrone Davis transferred in from lowa State 
where he played linebacker and proved to be one of the bigger 
surprises of spring ball. He appeared to be a solid candidate for a 
cornerback position along with Jamie Mouton. 


Michael Newhouse and Preston Bailey, a pair of walk-ons, 
competed for the strong safety position, with Brisket Howard and 
Kenny Perry fighting for free safety. The unit will be short on 
experience. 


The defense will be young and lack the pure talent of last year's 
group, but should be more than respectable.

ConFIDENCE LEVEL Is HiGH FoR THE OWLs

onald Hollas moved swiftly, agile- 
ly on crutches through the unsea- 
sonably icy-cold mid-February 
wind, making his way toward Rice 
University's Autry Court. 

Basketball season was in full sway, 
and the senior from nearby Rosenberg was 
on his way to watch the Owls battle 
Southwest Conference foe Texas Tech. 

Roundball, however, wasn't upper- 
most in Hollas' mind. "I! can't wait for spring 
practice to begin,” said Hollas, the starting 
quarterback for the Owls. "I'm getting rid of 
these things in a few days. Don't worry, I'll 
be there. I'll be ready. I'm excited about the 
spring. I'm excited about next season." 

Excitement and eager anticipation are 
watchwords around campus these days. 
Rice was only 2-8-1 last year, the first for 
ex-Arkansas defensive coordinator Fred 
Goldsmith as coach of the Owls. 

But there are reasons aplenty for op- 
timism. Before coming to Rice, Goldsmith 
built the Razorback defense into one of the 
most formidable in the SWC. That defense, 
in 1988, helped carry the Hogs to their first 
league championship in 13 years. 

Hollas broke several school records 
in 1989 before breaking an ankle bone in the 
ninth game — ironically, against Arkansas 
— ending his season. 

Slotback Eric Henley was third in the 
nation among pass-catchers and was named 
to several All-American teams. 

Tailback Trevor Cobb set a Rice 
freshman rushing record (545 yards) and 
caught 22 passes. 

Linebacker O.J. Brigance, after set- 
ting a school single-season record for tack- 
les as a Sophomore, had a strong junior 
campaign despite playing most of the sea- 
son with a cast on his broken right arm. 

Brigance, a 6", 210-pound senior, is 
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one of the 11 returning starters and 28 let- 
ter-winners on defense. 

Goldsmith had recruited the Lone 
Star State for many years while serving as 
an assistant coach for Ken Hatfield, first at 
Air Force, then at Arkansas. His ties with 
high school coaches in the state paid imme- 


diate dividends at Rice. On Feb. 14 the Owls 
netted their best recruiting class since the 
early 1970s. 

No wonder excitement permeates this 
scenic, tree-lined campus on Houston's south 
side. And nowhere is that excitement more no- 
ticeable than in the Owls themselves. 

"The main thing is the confidence 
level," says Goldsmith. "The coaches have 
had a year with the players. We've had a year 
with the system. We're a lot more confident 
it can work." 

"A year ago we were running around 
trying to get things done, trying to get the 
system ironed out. We thought it would 
work, but we weren't sure. Now, we know it 
will work. We know it can be done." 

Gone is the memory of Jerry Berndt, who 
resigned as head coach-athletic director in 1988 
after three unproductive years (6-27-0 record). 
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Gone is the memory of an 18-game 
losing streak, the longest in NCAA Division 
|-A until the Owls opened the 1989 season 
with a 35-6 victory over SMU. 

Not gone, however, is Hollas’ disap- 
pointment over having his year cut siort. 
“When it happened, | knew something was 
wrong, but! didn't think it was that bad,” 
says the managerial studies-economics-po- 
litical science major who sports a 3.5 GPA. 

Early in the first half, Hollas, scram- 
bling to avoid a fierce pass rush, headed out 
of bounds near the Rice bench. He had just 
stepped over the sideline and was hit from 
behind. “It wasn't a cheap shot," Hollas 
says. "| stopped immediately after | got out 
of bounds. | should've kept running a little 
longer. They took me to the locker room to 
have it X-rayed, but | really felt I'd be back 
for at least the last game.” 

Instead, Hollas underwent surgery to 
have a pin placed in the broken bone. He 
struggled around in a cast until the day be- 
fore Valentine's Day. But he was on the field, 
as promised, for the start of spring drills. 

“We let him work out,” says 
Goldsmith, "but we held him out of any con- 
tact work. We want him to be fully recovered 
for the fall." 

So far Hollas has shown few ill ef- 
fects. "My speed and timing are still not 100 
percent,” he says. “But that will come with 
time and ‘reps’." 

There is certainly nothing wrong with 
his arm. The only hindrance to his progress 
with the passing game during the spring 
was an outbreak of injuries that depleted the 
wide receiver corps. 

Senior Courtney Cravin and transfer 
Chris Miller both had shoulder problems 
and missed about two weeks of work. That 
forced senior Merritt Robinson, on several 
occasions, to work out with the football team 
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during the morning then don his varsity 
baseball suit in the afternoon. 

The Owls in '89 switched from an of- 
fense built upon balance between the run 
and the pass to a variation of the run-and- 
shoot. And Hollas, after two years of under- 
study at quarterback and playing in the de- 
fensive secondary, was designated as the 
trigger man. 

As a freshman, Hollas was named on 
several polls as Defensive Newcomer-of-the- 
Year in the Southwest Conference at safety. He 
proved equally capable at quarterback. 

Against Texas (fifth game), Hollas 
had his best outing of '89. He passed for 
366 yards and rushed for 26 more. The 392 
total yards is third-best at Rice. It took a 
controversial touchdown in the closing sec- 
onds for the Longhorns to deny Hollas and 
the Owls, 31-30. 

Hollas last season set two Rice 
records: most rushing touchdowns by a quar- 
terback (7), and highest completion percent- 
age (.565 on 156 completions in 276 at- 
tempts). He was only the second Rice quarter- 
back to gain more than 2,000 total yards in a 
season. His total of 2,246 is surpassed only 
by the 3,272 (in 1976) of Tommy Kramer, re- 
cruited in 1973 out of San Antonio. 

"| think Donald is as good as any 
quarterback around anywhere,” says 
Goldsmith. "He proved that last season. His 
ability to read coverages, and his physical 
ability to run and to throw the ball means he 
will take a back seat to no one next year.” 

"| look for him to be a tremendous 
player at Rice and to lead us to our first win- 
ning season in 27 years." 

The Owls, who return seven offensive 
starters, will again feature the run-and- 
shoot. But during the spring, Goldsmith 
worked to bolster the running game, which 
produced an average of 117.9 yards a game 
and 1,297 for the season. 

A healthy and more mature offensive 
line should help. Goldsmith was forced to 
work wonders last season because of injuries 
to tackles Mike Applebaum and Billy Baldwin. 

Applebaum is a 6'2", 250-pound 
sophomore from Kingwood. Baldwin, a 6'4", 
295-pound sophomore from Houston 
Kashmere, is the largest offensive lineman 
ever recruited at Rice. "He's going to be a 
great one before he leaves," says Goldsmith. 

Senior Rich Segina (6'3", 260 Ibs.) 
anchors the line at center; Trey Teichelman 
(6'3", 255 Ibs., junior) will be at one guard; 
Steve Clements (6'1", 250 Ibs., sophomore) 
will probably be at the other. 
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The graduation of Melvin Turner leaves 
Tim Wynn (6'3", 205 Ibs., junior) and Shane 
Hollas (6'2", 190 Ibs., sophomore), first 
cousin of Donald, in a battle at tight end. 

"Shane's feet weren't quite quick 
enough to get the job done at safety," says 
Goldsmith, "but he has the hands and the 
ability for tight end." 

The Owls are chocked full of quality 
receivers, led by Henley. The younger broth- 
er of Los Angeles Rams kick-returner Darrell 
Henley, Eric caught only five passes in a 
season-ending 64-0 loss to Heisman Trophy 
winner Andre Ware and the Houston 
Cougars. But he had 81 catches to set a 
school single-season record. That total was 
fifth-best in SWC history. Henley had 900 
yards in receptions, second-best in Owls’ 
history. He has caught 107 for his career 
and needs 45 more to break David Houser's 
school record (152 set during the 1974 and 
1976-78 seasons). 

Senior starters Cravin (6'3", 190 Ibs.) and 
Robinson (6'2", 180 Ibs.) return at wide receiver. 
And sophomore Miller (5'10", 160 Ibs.), a trans- 
fer from Arkansas, bolsters the corps. 

The Owls’ 3-4 defense begins with 
Brigance. He led the team in total tackles 
(105) for the second straight season and has 
260 for his career. Brigance needs 51 stops 
to break Danny Burgess’ career record (310 
tackles from 1983-86). 

"O.J. got better and better as the year 
went by," says Goldsmith. "He's much more 
consistent now. 

"Now that he has adjusted to the new 
system, | look for him to really feel comfort- 
able and have a great senior year." 

Adequate support comes from David 
Griffin and two-year starter Everett Coleman, 
a5'9", 180-pound defensive back who re- 
turns for his senior season after sitting out 
last year with a knee injury. 

A teammate of Brigance at 
Willowridge High School near Houston, 
Griffin had 6 interceptions last year, the most 
by an Owl since Bruce Henley set the Rice 
record of 7 in 1972. 

Griffin, a5'10", 190-pound junior, 
ranked 17th nationally. His 6 INTs doubled 
the team total of 1988. 

Griffin, moved to free safety late in the 
spring of 1988, was second to Brigance in 
team tackles with 89, including 53 solo stops. 
The 89 tackles was the most by an Owls’ de- 
fensive back since Steve Kidd's 97 in 1986. 

"Playing free safety is like being the 
quarterback of our defense,” says 
Goldsmith. "It's a very hard position. The 
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only other sophomore | had ever started at 
free safety was Steve Atwater (drafted out of 
Arkansas on the first round by the Denver 
Broncos in 1989)." 

Greg King (5'10", 170 Ibs.) has re- 
bounded from a broken right arm and will 
man one corner. Antonio Wilson (6'1", 170 
lbs.) may get the starting nod at the other 
corner after a strong spring. 

Corey Seymour (6'4", 245 Ibs.) has 
jumped ahead of Paul Brotze (6'3", 245 lbs.) at 
nose tackle. They shared starting duty last season. 

Joel Dawson (6'4", 235 Ibs.) and 
Shawn Alberding (6'5", 240 Ibs.) will handle 
the defensive ends. 

The Owls perennially have trailed op- 
ponents in speed and quickness. But this 
year's recruiting haul netted a gold mine. 
Eight of the newcomers have been clocked 
at 4.7 or better. Four have run 4.5s. 

Brice Harvey, a 6'6", 240-pounder out 
of McKinney, was one of the more heralded 
defensive linemen in the state. Nathan 
Bennett (5'11", 180 Ibs.) made several top 
100 lists after rushing for over 1,200 yards 
as a senior at San Antonio Holmes. 

Darrell Richardson of Carrollton was 
one of the top five prep soccer stars in the 
nation. He may bring stability to a woeful 
kicking game at Rice. 

Randall Schultze (6'1", 190 Ibs.) from 
Austin is the Owls' quarterback of the future. 
He was listed among the state's top 50 prep 
standouts and will probably be one of 18 
Owls to be redshirted. Rice already has two 
outstanding quarterbacks in Hollas and 6'9" 
sophomore Greg Willig. 

A native of California, Willig played 
sparingly but completed 53 of 109 passes 
(48.6 percent) for 581 yards and 3 touch- 
downs. He was intercepted 6 times. 

With Hollas leading the offense most 
of the year, the Owls averaged 342.1 yards 
and nearly 16 points a game. Defensively, 
they allowed 4,160 total net yards (378.2 av- 
erage) and 313 points. 

Tulane rallied in the closing minutes to 
beat Rice 21-20. Wake Forest used a field goal 
with no time remaining to gain a 17-17 tie. Texas 
eked out its one-point win. And UH ended the 
Owls' season with the 64-0 thrashing. 

Still, Goldsmith had few complaints. 
"| had fun last year. It was fun seeing the 
kids progress and mature from week to 
week. They played with a lot of character and 
poise. We were in almost every game we 
played. They were all fairly close," he says. 
“We didn't have a lot of wins, but we had 
fun. I'm very excited about this year."Q)

The focus of spring drills was to improve a sagging running game, 


and Coach Fred Goldsmith feels the Owls achieved that end. Run- 


ning back Trevor Cobb, a sophomore, picked up where he left off 
last season when he set a freshman rushing record at Rice. And 
Msonthi Levine, a 5’ 9", 190-pound sophomore from Beaumont, 
was a bit of a surprise as Cobb’s understudy. "The running game 
should be even better in the fall when we have a healthy Donald 
Hollas back at quarterback," said Goldsmith. Cobb and Levine had 
the luxury of operating behind a veteran offensive line, one which 
suffered through a series of crippling injuries last season. 


Larry Stuppy, one of the more versatile Owls, has made the switch 
back from the defensive line to offense and has taken over as the 
starting right guard. Senior Clint Parsons was one of the surprises 
of the spring. He suffered through an enigmatic junior season, but 
kicked field goals of 52 and 54 yards during spring scrimmages. In 
1989 Parsons kicked only two of four field goals, one from beyond 
the 40-yard line. He proved the most consistent deep punter during 
the spring. 


There were several surprises on defense. Corey Seymour 
leapfrogged Paul Brotze at defensive tackle. "Seymour has had 
just a great spring,” said Goldsmith. Joey Wheeler was upbeat at a

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NATIONAL RECRUITING 
THE RICH GOT RICHER

hat we've got here is not a 

failure to communicate. 

What we've got here is the 

exact same thing that hap- 

pened last year — except 
those Georgia Dawgs made things mighty in- 
teresting at the end by nabbing Florida LB 
Andre Washington from the Gators, Alabama 
LB Mitch Davis from both the Tide and the 
Tigers, as well as Georgia all-everything WR 
Andre Hastings from the Seminoles and the 
Fighting Irish. 

Before all that happened however, 
Notre Dame and Florida State had built an in- 
surmountable recruiting derby advantage. 
The Irish did it the way they always do: They 
bring in about 25 prospects for their 
December banquet awards weekend, hosted 
this year by Bob Costas. They then get oral 
commitments from about one-half their even- 
tual signees, who included SuperPrep All- 
Americans for virtually every position except 
kicker. 

Only the Irish could sign QBs B.J. 
Hawkins from Virginia and Florida's Kevin 
McDougal on the heels of Rick Mirer and 
Jake Kelchner. Hawkins surprised everybody 
— including the Irish — when he said no to 
the Mountaineers, Cavaliers and the 
Orangemen. Fullback Jerome Bettis, whom 
the Irish stole out of Detroit from the 
Wolverines, was the best two-way prep in the 
country unless you're a UCLA fan, in which 
case you give that honor to Bruce Walker. 

Blocking for Jerome and the highly 
recruited RB out of Rock Hill, SC, Jeff Burris, 
will be northern California's finest O-line 
prospect, Aaron Taylor ; the hugely-framed 
(6'8", 245 Ib.) kid from Kansas City 
Rockhurst, Mike McGlinn, and the best cen- 
ter prospect in the nation, Tim Ruddy, who 
said no to Stanford and Penn State. 

Not much else got away, however, 
from the school that recruits with such confi- 
dence that it only had 46 kids come and visit 
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on campus. With 23 signees, batting .500 is 
good enough for the championship in foot- 
ball, too. There are no weaknesses in the 
fourth Lou Holtz class. 

There is one weakness in the Florida 
State group: lack of offensive line numbers. 
Although one of the the finest O-line prospects 
in the South, Patrick McNeil, signed up, James 
Holcombe reneged at the last second in favor of 
Ole Miss, leaving Bobby Bowden with only two 
offensive trenchmen. 

But the boys in Tallahassee nailed the 
nation's premier QB prospect, Chris Weinke, 
and an underrated Mississippi wideout from 
Pascagoula named Kez McCorvey, who out- 
performed Andre Hastings at last summer's 
FSU camp, according to some observers. 
Even though TE Oscar McBride left the state 
for South Bend, Lonnie Johnson from Miami 
is actually a better football player at this 
stage. 

Although Florida preps will be dazzling 
at the ball carrier position this fall, backfield 
aces Sam McMillon (1,925 senior-season 
yards), William Floyd, Omar Ellison (38 TDs 
the last two seasons) and Sean Jackson give 
this class both speed and power. 

Speaking of speed and power, you 
need both of those attributes to be a good 
linebacker and the Seminoles recruited that 
group better than anybody in the country. 
Miami Edison's Dulac Guerrier blocked 6 
kicks, forced 6 fumbles and was credited with 
15 sacks as a senior. Parade All-American 
Marvin Jones chose the Seminoles over 
Miami and Ken Alexander migrated up from 
Texas and away from the grasp of Notre Dame 
and Oklahoma. The Austin LBJ star (who hap- 
pens to maintain a 3.9 GPA) was joined by an- 
other Texas phenom, DB Clifton Abraham 
from the always fertile Dallas Carter program, 
giving FSU two of the top three prospects out 
of the Lone Star State. Prospect Numero Uno 
— Aubrey Beavers, the stupendous Houston 
Yates DE — just couldn't say no to the

Sooners and the excellent recruiting efforts of 
Gary Gibbs. 

The fastest finishing school in the 
country was unquestionably them Dawgs 
from Georgia. They had only one significant 
oral commitment defection: SuperPrep all- 
America TE Matthew Campbell decided not to 
leave home and signed with South Carolina. 
But almost everybody else came. Garrison 
"Doobie" Hearst brought his 2,097 senior- 
season yards and 71 career scores to Athens, 
where he will have to prove he is better than 
another in-stater, Bill Montgomery, the 10.6 
100-meter man from Bowdon. 

Wideout Hastings will find he has a 
more than capable delivery man in do-every- 
thing QB Joe Dupree. Auburn lost a serious 
prospect when it lost Joe, from Macon 
Southwest. Year in and year out, Pat Dye has 
made a living off Peachtree state football tal- 
ent. It didn't happen this time around, which 
was the most startling development in the 
SEC schoolboy race. Linebacker Travis Jones 
and fullback Frank Harvey are other 
Georgians who turned a cold shoulder on 
Dye. Either could have scholarshipped to any 
school in the country. 

Them Dawg D-line recruits are right 
there with the South Benders, and, in this 
area of recruiting, Georgia recruiting coordi- 
nator Bob Pittard wasn't satisfied with home- 
growns. He went to Alabama for Mitch Davis, 
to Colorado for Tashe Williams and struck it 
rich in Tennessee with Bernard Williams. The 
junkyard is firmly secure. 

Security was having Bo Schembechler 
as a head coach. However, even legends oc- 
casionally move on, and it was Bo's time. In 
fact, it was time for so many coaches to get 
along that it was hard to keep track of who 
was recruiting for whom. One day Bill Curry's 
selling Crimson Tide, the next he's talkin’ 
Bluegrass football. Two consecutive Cotton 
Bowls get Ken Hatfield, and seven Razorback 
staff members an appointment to Clemson.

Houston, Rutgers, UCLA, ND, Florida, Arizona 
and Wisconsin, to name a few, all played mu- 
sical recruiting chairs to some extent. 

Most people thought sitting in Bo's 
chair during those closing sale talks wouldn't 
be easy, but most people were wrong. The 
Wolverines signed their best class in four 
years and went coast-to-coast to do it. 
Recruiting coordinator Bob Chmiel went East 
and beat Tennessee, Penn State, Alabama 
and North Dakota for gigantic (6'5", 240 Ib.) 
backer Matt Dyson of LaPlata, Md. Chmiel 
also out dueled Boston College for a couple 
of notable kids out of Massachusett,: QB 
Todd Collins and TE Gordon Laro; he took 
Kansas’ top prospect in lineman Shawn 
Miller from El Dorado and emerged victori- 
ous for Washington QB/DB Nate Holdren 
over Texas A&M, ND and Washington State. 

A trade-off of sorts occurred in the 
battle between the Wolverines and the 
Spartans for a dominant runner. Sebastian 
Small of North Carolina changed his mind 
after orally committing to Nebraska and de- 
cided on East Lansing, opening the way for

Michigan to land the slightly harder punch- 
ing inside-outside man from Ohio, Ricky 
Powers. Powers is a sight to behold, inside 
or outside the hash marks, at 6’, 205 Ibs. 
He'll compete against two other speedsters, 


Juan Kemp from Texas and Jesse Johnson, a 
Joe Morris-type (5'8", 200 Ibs.). 

Another Powers by the name of Bobby 
came up from Louisiana to join a traditionally 
strong Wolverine ‘backer contingent, which 
includes this year's Birmingham Brother Rice 
stud, Steve Morrison, and one of the top two 
players in Wisconsin, Greg McThomas, who 
first said yes, then no, to the Irish and finally 
said no to the Fighting Illini in favor of Ann 
Arbor. The guy Michigan lost that only Notre 
Dame could have taken away was that full- 
back from Detroit, Jerome Bettis. 

Equal with the Wolverines as a class 
and exactly opposite in terms of methodology 
used are the Aggies of Texas A&M. National 
recruiting is not their bag. Every one of this 
large, 24-man class is from Texas. No out- 
siders. When your campus is in Texas, you 
don't have to go far to reach all the guys you 
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need. 

As usual, Texas talent 
was unabashedly disloyal to 
the state: FS Othello 
Henderson and RB Daron 
Washington of Killeen 
Ellison are Bruins; LaPorte's 
magnificent hurdler, John 
Herpin, is a Trojan; RB Jeff 
Savage signed with the 
Razorbacks after promising 
to leave Plano East for the 
Volunteer campus and the 
Hurricanes captured both 
Dallas Spruce's Carl 
Richardson, who finally said 
no to the Cornhuskers, and 
big wideout (6'4", 210 Ib.) 
A.C. Tellison, who decided 
against his original USC- 
bound decision. But there 
was enough left over to give 
the Aggies a landslide victo- 
ry over the rest of the SWC. 

Two programs alone 
furnished College Station with 
achampionship core. The 
Houston Lamar squad sent 
over three SuperPrep All- 
Americans in 0G John 
Richards, WR Ryan Mathews 
and ATH Marcus Batts. Dallas 
Carter supplied WR Billy 
Mitchell and SuperPrep 
Southwest Offensive Player of 
the Year Greg Hill. 

There were two bank- 
everything-you-got-on-'em QB prospects in 
the state and the Longhorns got Huntsville's 
Steve Emerson who threw for 3,051 senior- 
season yards. A&M also got the other in 
Orangefield's Jeff Granger, a lefty who isn't 
quite as far along as Emerson, but who will 
get further in the eyes of some. Linemen like 
Weatherford OG Todd Mathison (here's a bat- 
tle the Georgia Dawgs lost) and Waco DE 
Kefa Chatham (a rare Texas disappointment 
for UCLA) round out a star-studded group 
put together with an aggressive, relentless 
talent-search-and-destroy mission which 
began at the desk of Coach R.C. Slocum. 

Ohio State looked like it might be 
headed for a top five spot until things went 
slightly awry at the end and they lost LB 
Anthony Peterson from Monongahela 
Ringgold, Pa, to ND. LB Corries Hardy decid- 
ed to stay in Florida and play for Miami and 
New Jersey DB Marvin Goodwin opted to 
sign with UCLA. 

For Buckeye fans, the rest was all 
good news. Great skill position people! John 
Cooper successfully staved off Southern 
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Cal's challenge for perhaps the finest runner 
in the country, Robert Smith, of Euclid, Oh. It 
is no small accomplishment that in his se- 
nior-season, Smith ran for 2,322 yards and 
had 35 TDs against stacked defenses with 
less than excellent blocking. In-state QBs Joe 
Pickens, Johnny Mattress and Preston 
Harrison had their pick of schools. Wide re- 
ceivers Joey Galloway, Chris Sanders and 
Norman Williams are as exciting as any re- 
ceivers recruited by the Bucks in the last five 
years. 

A couple of fine Ohio D-liners stayed 
home in Pete Beckman and, in particular, 
Matt Bonhaus, a tough weight man with a 
Boz-like zest for the game from Cincinnati. 
More linemen would have benefited the 
Bucks, a problem which USC definitely does- 
n't have — any more. 

When Larry Smith took over at USC 
three years ago, he found out the Trojans 
were soft in the gut. He's been recruiting 
linemen ever since, and that strategy paid off 
last Jan. 1 in the Rose Bowl. The big guys 
(not so much the running backs any more) 
love to be Trojans and proved it again by sign- 
ing up to form the finest group of offensive 
linemen in the country. Chris Andresen from 
California, Tony Boselli from Colorado and 
Joe Cajic from Arizona are three of eight new 
behemoths who average 285 pounds apiece 
already, before training table. 

The best TE (Elic Mahone), ILB (Jeff 
Kopp) and RB (Jerome Casey) in California 
have agreed to play for the Trojans, whose 
finest recruit may turn out to be outside 
‘backer Willie McGinest from Long Beach 
Poly, the rangiest helicopter-type defender 
you can envision out there. Although the 
Trojans dominated the California talent-haul 
contest, the finest California prospect chose 
the Bruins over USC. Bruce Walker could end 
up playing anywhere with his speed (4.65) 
and size (6'4", 255 Ibs.). Overall, it was not a 
good year for California talent and, to some 
extent, both the L.A. programs suffered. 

As usual, UCLA supplanted its local 
efforts with youngsters from the national 
scene. The Bruins landed the finest group of 
secondary help in the country and pulled 
away seven kids from Texas. In addition to 
the kids from Killeen Ellison, DB Carl 
Greenwood, DL Paul Kennedy, TE Bobby 
Gray and FB/LB Shane Jasper followed the 
trail paved in previous years by Texas 
prospects to Westwood. It's the biggest re- 
cruiting pipeline from one entire state to an 
out-of-state school. Although Sooner fans 
will beg to differ, the OU pipeline has been 
narrowed for repairs for awhile. 

The surprise haul of the year came to- 
gether in Chapel Hill where Mack Brown con- 
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fas.

record of 2-20 is a sign of better things to come 
for the Tar Heels. Locking up Rockingham's Mike 
Thomas, the Major Harris-like talent who also is 
a big-time punter, was a major coup over the rest 
of the Mid-Atlantic. Mike will be flanked by some 
quick backs with size, Natrone Means and 
Malcolm Marshall, while LaGrange's Tim Smith 
and Michael Watkins will be supplying the after- 
burner speed. At 6’, 185Ibs., Smith high-jumps 
6'8". Watkins has clocked a 4.28 forty. 

Looking for help in the pits, Brown 
went all the way to Oklahoma to get Kerry 
Sharpe, up into Illinois for George Bunker, 
came back through Virginia for Andrew 
Harvey and Riddick Parker and still kept 
highly pursued Roge Purgason and Ken Cox 
from leaving the state. 

Nebraska barely won the Big 8 talent 
contest over a strongly resurgent Sooner 
group. While OU captured the QB, TE, DE 
and RB they wanted in Cale Gundy, Rickey 
Brady, Aubrey Beavers and Earnest Williams 
(the big four), the Huskers attracted a deeper 
class and relied less on junior college help. 

Nebraska recruiting coordinator Dave 
Gillespie worked hard in Chicago and signed 


impressive O-liner Joel Gesky and underrat- 
ed DB Ed Stewart, both of whom turned down 
programs nationwide. Wideout Duane Wiles 
and LB Donta Jones, both from Maryland, 
Louisiana DB Sedric Collins and California's 
top QB prospect Todd Gragnano give this 
class the type of versatility that keeps the 
Huskers where they always are. Their two 
best signees are both from in-state: Omaha 
Central RB Calvin Jones, who averaged over 
8 yards per carry as a Senior, and OL Robert 
Zatechka from Lincoln East, who moves well 
at 6'6", 275 Ibs. 

Size and speed. Big guys who move 
well have been the Miami Hurricane re- 
cruiting profile of the 80s. Although ‘Cane 
recruiting efforts were overshadowed by in- 
state rival FSU, recruiting coordinator Dave 
Scott was notably successful in both Texas 
and Pennsylvania. Philadelphia's Frank 
Costa is the typical big (6'4", 200 Ib.) 
thrower best suited for the ‘Cane offense 
and DL Dwayne Johnson from Bethlehem 
has demonstrated tremendous potential 
after playing only two years. Tirrell Greene 
is another “up-the-sleeve" signee out of 
Pittsburgh who never received much noto-

riety but at 6'3", 290 Ibs., reminds Miami 
coaches of Cortez Kennedy. 

Johnson and Greene will be joined by 
sack-master David Holliman (6 blocked 
punts and 24 sacks), one of those lesser- 
known types from Miami who make the 
Hurricanes what they are: — near impossible 
to move the ball against. Linebackers Baraka 
Short, (also from Miami) and Fort 
Lauderdale's Donnell Bennett are typical ex- 
amples of the fast defenders (4.6 speed) who 
suit the Miami scheme of things. They chose 
the ‘Canes over both of the other Florida pro- 
grams. The bottom line: The ‘Canes signed a 
superb defensive class. They'll get the run- 
ning backs they want next year. 

Other programs which finished high on 
letter-of-intent day were Syracuse (small class 
but exceptional quality, with some fine athletes 
from Florida), Michigan State (best O-linemen 
in the Big 10), Alabama (Gene Stallings went 
into Missouri, Florida, Georgia and Oklahoma to 
start his tenure correctly), Stanford (a great QB, 
three terrific DLs and some fine Midwest talent) 
and Arkansas, which survived Ken Hatfield's de- 
fection largely due to the efforts of new head 
man Jack Crowe.)

nce upon a time our universities 

and colleges were called by 

their real names. This was long 

before evolution and ESPN had 
brougnt us Tigers and Lions. It was even be- 
fore there were lower reptilian lifeforms like 
Gators or plants like Buckeyes. 

It was a time of great anguish on 
Saturdays. Now everyone understands how 
crucial a team nickname and mascot is to 
any successful football afternoon. Without 
nicknames the fan cannot simply yell, "Ro- 
0-oll Tide," or "Ho-0-ok'em Horns." No, in- 
deed. Before nicknames fans had to yell, "Be 
Succe-e-e-ssful, University of Syracuse” or 
"Be Victo-o-orious, University of North 
Carolina Dash Charlotte." Nope, things were 
simply not working out. 

There were other problems as well, 
especially among the bands. The school 
bands, even then, liked to spell out the 
team's name on the field. The school band 
for the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
found this difficult. Try as they might they 
could only get enough band members for “T- 
H-E M-A-S-S-A-C-H-U." Determined to con-

quer the problem during one halftime; the 
band, players, administration, the opposing 
team, the newspaper reporters, and fans 
stormed onto the field. Reports are that they 
were successful, but we're not sure. No one 
was left to take a picture. 

Then one day when Virginia played 
Princeton things changed. The Princeton 
fans began to yell for their team to fight like 
tigers. Naturally, the cultured Virginia fans 
were absolutely appalled at such ignorance 
and began to implore their own team to fight 
AS tigers. Thus was born the mascot and 
nickname tradition. For the next 43 years, 
EVERY team was called The Fightin’ Tigers! 

This continued until someone be- 
came sick and tired of Fightin’ Tigers. It 
changed when a coach told students at a 
pep rally that the game plan was to throw it 
up. The students began calling themselves 
the Pukin’ Tigers. Fortunately, this school 
seems to be lost in history. 

It was Penn State that took the next 
step. They became bored with tigers, and 
decided to be lions. They decided to be very 
special Nittany Lions. There is a lot of spec- 
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ulation about what Nittany means. Our 
sources Say it is from Gaelic, meaning really 
horrible uniforms. 

Other schools quickly picked up the 
trend. But for the next 43 years every school 
was still named for a cat: Fightin’ Wildcats, 
Fightin’ Cougars, Fightin’ Panthers, Fightin’ 
Gulley Cats, Fightin’ Tigers, Fightin’ Lions, 
AmKats, Catamounts, and even BearKats. 

It became a real trial to come up with 
new nicknames. Auburn is credited for the 
next advance and is renowned for its inge- 
nious answer for a mascot and nickname.

have a tiger run around the stadium yelling, 
"Wa-ar Eagle." Some solutions just jump 
right out at you, don't they? 

For the next 43 years, all schools had 
animals as mascots. Then suddenly all man- 
ner of nicknames and mascots became pop- 
ular. There were Fightin’ Spartans, Fightin’ 
Purple Aces, Fightin’ Commodores and 
Fightin’ Engineers. Also, Fightin’ Cajuns, 


Fightin’ Rebels, Fightin’ Volunteers, and on 
and on. What is strange is that, until recent- 
ly, no one seemed to realize that fighting ac- 
tually had two “g's.” 

Social involvement has made some 
nicknames less popular. One name in partic- 
ular, Indians, has been recalled by several 
schools. It is now known that Chris 
Columbus’ navigator, First Mate Hazelwood, 
who was the first of a long line of bumbling 
seafarers, accidentally bumped into North 
America a little before reaching India. Thus, 
Indians have been misnamed all these years 
and some now prefer to be known as Native 
Americans. Unfortunately for them, this was 
a public relations coup that came 150 years 
too late. It would have been really hard for 
the army to relocate and shoot Native 
Americans rather than Indians. 

One such name change involved 
Stanford University. In the 1960s, ina little 
known general meeting of all Indians, the 
tribes carefully studied Stanford's football 
team and record. They noted that Stanford's 
record was roughly akin to their own against 
the U.S. Cavalry (except for one homecom- 
ing action in South Dakota against a fresh- 
man coach named Custer).

In these modern times, a perusal of 
NCAA school nicknames can be a lot of fun. 
There are some combinations of opponents 
we would just love to see. Someone has 
simply got to schedule the Akron Zips 
against the Gonzaga Zags. 

Imagine a grouping of the Illinois 
College Blue Boys, the Amherst Lord Jeffs, 
the Shrinkin' Violets of New York U along 
with the Whittier Poets, Washburn Ichabods, 
and topped off by the Centenary Gents. 
Whew, sounds like a tough league. 

Sometimes the Trojans, Beavers, and 
Minutemen meet. We have nothing at all to 
say about that one. 

We would also like to see Colgate 
play the Tartars of Wayne State for the Root 
Canal Trophy. And the Finger Lickin’ Bowl 
could pit the Providence Friars against the 
Blue Hens of Delaware. Oglethorpe was 
lucky to be the first to get the name the 
Stormy Petrels. It was coveted by Exxon's 
School for Tanker Captains. 

Our prize for the most frightening name 
goes to the Webster College Gorlocks. We

Bet Ogden Nash probably was 
responsible for one nickname, the St. 
Louis University Billikins. He was no 
doubt inspired by the abundance of 
seabirds on the Mississippi River 
campus and penned the immortal 
lines: “Pity the poor pelican. It's beak 
holds more than its Billikin.” Sorry 
‘bout that. 

Colors are popular, and we 
wonder why. Its easy to be intimi- 
dated by a Campbell Fightin’ 
Camel, but we've never really been 
terrorized by a color. Maybe to 
make up for this, the word "Big" is 
often used. There's the Cornell Big 
Red, the Dartmouth Big Green, and 
the Millikin Big Blue. Perhaps to 
appear more menacing, North 
Texas Calls itself the Mean Green.

Mississippi State used to be the 
Maroons, but this kept getting confused with 
cookies so they went to something really 
different: Bulldogs.

Tired of all the jokes and other 
schools trying to schedule them on 
Thanksgiving, they decided to go for some- 
thing demanding more respect — and came 
up with Hokies. Maybe they should just 
keep it simple and do a color. Then again, 
they would probably choose pink. 

Not surprisingly, the most popular 
nicknames are still animals. Dogs may be 
the most popular pets, but when it comes to 
nicknames, it's cats, hands down. Of the 
NCAA's 711 listed schools, 96 are cats. 
Dogs are a distant third with 42. The favorite 
cat, as we suspected, is the tiger, belonging 
to 28 schools. It is followed by 17 Panthers, 
14 Wildcats, 9 Lions, and an AmCat. 

As for "Man's Best Friend,” they were 
led by 19 schools picking Bulldogs. Some 
other breeds are Huskies (9), Terriers (6), 
and Greyhounds (4). No Pit Bulls . . . yet. 
You listening Virginia Tech? 

Birds are even more popular than 
dogs and are the second largest category, 
being connected to 80 schools. Eagles lead 
with 21, including five of the golden variety, 
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plus a bald and a purple. There are 15 vari- 
ous Hawks and 10 Cardinals (that's with an 
"s," Stanford). There is also a great variety of 
feathery friends. There are Blue Hens and 
Sagehens. There are Seahawks, Warhawks, a 
Duhawk, a Kohawk, and even a Hawkeye. 
There are Peacocks, Ospreys, Penguins, 
Thunder-birds, Ravens, and, of course, one 
of our favorites, the Oregon Fightin’ Ducks. 

Religious nicknames are also popu- 
lar. One might think that these names would 
be a little less combative and try to set a 
good example for the rest of the unruly mob. 
Something like the Debatin’ Deacons, the 
Prayin’ Priests, or even the Faithful Friars. 
But, alas, we have the Ohio Wesleyan

hen the announcement was 
made on Dec. 19, 1989, it 
was greeted with joy, shock, 
disbelief, anticipation and 
just about every other emo- 
tion known to man. 

More than three months after the 
Council of 10 (Big 10 Presidents) decided to 
fracture the laws of arithmetic 
by creating a Big 10 which 
shall include 11 members, the 
decision is still a matter of 
much discussion. 

Two major questions 
seem to remain in Happy 
Valley, as the Penn Staters like 
to refer to their magic sports 
kingdom. They are probably 
the same questions being 
asked by Big 10 supporters. 

Was this move really 
necessary, and what are we 
going to get out of it? 

The initial belief was 
that money was at the root of 
Penn State's eagerness to ac- 
cept the Big 10 offer. 

Athletic Director Jim 
Tarman and football Coach 
Joe Paterno have repeatedly 
said that financial concerns 
never played any part in the 
decision. 

Paterno has even said 
that he won't be surprised if 
Penn State actually loses 
money in the early years of the 
move from an Eastern independent to a part- 
nership with the Big 10. Tarman said Penn 
State had prospered as an independent and 
certainly could have continued in that role. 
The Nittany Lions have a $16 million athletic 
budget to fund 28 sports, including the cost 
of all athletic grants. 

Penn State first took a look at the Big 
10 almost a decade ago. The presidents at 
that time showed little or no interest in expan- 
sion. 

Tarman and Paterno tried for more 
than a decade to get other schools to form an 
all-sports conference. They were rebuffed at 
every turn. 

When it became apparent that the 
Eastern schools in the Big East Conference (a 
basketball league) had no intention of even 
considering a breakup, the Nittany Lions 
again decided to look elsewhere. 

"We could see that no matter what we 
did, including an offer to split all revenue, it 
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just wasn't going to happen," said Tarman. 
"We started to look in terms of our future. 
Where would it be best for us to be in the 
years to come? The Big 10 looked like a natu- 
ral because of the similarities of our universi- 
ties and our programs. There was much more 
than athletics involved here. It was a universi- 
ty decision, not an athletic decision." 


"It's great for us and great 
for intercollegiate athlet- 
ics,"’ said Paterno. "It's 
going to add a new chapter 
to Penn State football. 
"The schools in the Big 10 
have a lot in common with 
us. They are similar aca- 
demically, and it adds to the 
prestige of this institution to 
be identified with those 
people. I'm excited about 
the change."

Tarman said that those who are finding 
it difficult to accept the move now might ap- 
plaud it later. He sees a lot of changes coming 
in the 1990s. 

"| see an expansion of conference affil- 
iations and a realignment of conferences," he 
said. "I see a lot of changes coming. | think 
there will be a whole new look to college ath- 
letics in the near future. | think our move may 
hurry some of that change. Since we went to 
the Big 10, there has been a lot of discussion 
about possible moves in other sections of the 
country.” 

From the beginning, Paterno has been 
a staunch supporter of the move. He made 
that very clear before and after the official an- 
nouncement. 

“It's great for us and great for intercol- 
legiate athletics," said Paterno. "It's going to 
add a new chapter to Penn State football. 

"The schools in the Big 10 have a lot 
in common with us. They are similar academ- 
ically, and it adds to the prestige of this insti- 
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tution to be identified with those people. I'm 
excited about the change." 

Paterno was so excited that he said he 
thought he would still like to be coaching 
when Penn State plays its first conference 
football game, somewhere in the mid-1990s. 

Later, Paterno made it definite that he 
plans to be around. He said that the idea of 
playing in the conference rekin- 
dled his interest so much that 
he sat down and had a talk with 
his wife, Sue. He told her that if 
his health is good, he plans to 
coach seven more years and 
then retire at age 70. 

Why is Paterno so much 
in favor of Penn State's move to 
the Big 10? 

Surely, it's not because 
he thinks things are going to 
get any easier for the Nittany 
Lions. If you go by past 
records, it's going to be 
tougher for Penn State to win in 
its new surroundings than it 
was when Paterno's troops 
were playing an independent 
schedule. 

In 24 years as the head 
man at Penn State, Paterno has 
compiled a 220-57-3 record 
that puts him in the company of 
history's top coaches. Where he 
goes depends on which criteria 
you use to determine the peck- 


The record shows that 
playing Big 10 teams has been a losing 
proposition for the Nittany Lions. 

Overall, Penn State is 15-17-2 against 
Big 10 schools. Paterno has fared a little bet- 
ter. He has a 9-6 record against the Big 10. 
The last time Penn State played a Big 10 team 
on the gridiron was in the second week of the 
1984 season. The Lions got a hard-earned 20- 
17 victory at lowa, and that wasn't a particu- 
larly good year for the Lions, who went 6-5. 

lowa has served as Paterno's whipping 
boys. Six of his nine Big 10 victories have 
come against the Hawkeyes. 

Penn State under Paterno is 2-2 
against Ohio State, 6-2 against lowa, 1-0 
against Illinois, 0-1 against Michigan State 
and 0-1 against Wisconsin. 

Paterno said that one of his regrets is 
that he never got to go head-to-head against 
retired Michigan Coach Bo Schembechler. 

"| would have enjoyed coaching 
against Bo,” said Paterno. "I was sorry to see 
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him leave the coaching ranks." 

Paterno has been at Penn State for 
four decades in one capacity or another. 

"To someone who has spent 40 years 
at Penn State and came here when it was just

a cow college, before it became a great uni- 
versity, | think the move to the Big 10 is an 
historic moment for us," Paterno said. 
Paterno, Tarman and other Penn State 
Officials are hearing the same concerns that 
surely are being voiced at Big 10 schools. 

e Long-time fans of the Nittany 
Lions hate to see their team break away from 
its traditional rivalries in the East. 

e They have grown to like the idea of 
their favorite team going to a different bowl 
just about every year. 

They worry that ties to a confer- 
ence will reduce Penn State's chances of 
playing in a bowl game for a national champi- 
onship. 

"When | first heard about the move, | 
asked myself why were they doing this,” said 
former tailback Mike Guman, who recently re- 
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tired after a long career with the Los Angeles 
Rams. "| kind of liked Penn State being the 
Beast of the East. When | was with the Rams, | 
took a lot of pride in being a kid from an 
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team. | hate to see us lose that identification." 

Some other former players feel the 
same way. Most others are willing to give the 
move to the Big 10 a chance. 

"We had our era, and now it's time to 
start a new one,” said former wide receiver 
Scott Fitzkee. "I'm interested in seeing how 
everything works out." 

Tarman said he expected that some 
fans wouldn't like the change. He got the 
same kind of response when Penn State an- 
nounced it would look elsewhere for an oppo- 
nent when Syracuse refused to play six games 
of a 10-game series at Beaver Stadium. 

A random poll conducted by the 
Harrisburg Patriot-News three weeks after the 
official announcement showed that only 37 
percent of 382 persons who responded ap- 
proved of the move to the Big 10. 
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“Why ruin 100 years of tradition, just 
for the money?" asked one. 

“It's a big mistake,” said another. "Will 
it help Penn State's revenue situation? Can a 
square peg fit in a round hole?"

Those who favored the move cited the 
clout and prestige of the Big 10. 

Polls taken in other areas show that 
many of the school's best supporters have 
some reservations about the move. 

"It's something we anticipated,” 
Tarman said. “The more people learn about 
the move, the more we think they will like it.” 

Penn State president Dr. Bryce Jordan 
said that there are many reasons why he 
thought that Penn State should jump at the 
chance to join the Big 10. 

Chief among these, in his eyes, is 
some common academic ground. With 
70,031 students at its 23 campuses, Penn 
State rivals the biggest of the Big 10 in enroll-

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THE Ponies ARE GETTING FRISKIER

hey remain unique, still the prod- 

uct of an unprecedented rebuild- 

ing project after the NCAA's only 

"Death Penalty." But SMU's 

Mustangs are no longer freaks. 
They're not a college football sideshow or 
test case for building a football team from 
the ashes of a leveled program of scandal 
and shame. 

One season removed from their her- 
alded return, the Mustangs are far less a cu- 
riosity and more a legitimate team than they 
were at any point last season. And for that, 
they are thankful. 

"We are a football team," quarterback 
Mike Romo said. “Just like everyone else." 

Well, not exactly like everyone else. 
After only one season of uneasy, awkward 
steps after the two-year hiatus, SMU will 
likely start as many as 17 sophomores, and 
could have 10 starters who came to SMU as 
walk-ons. Including the incoming recruits, 
the SMU roster will include 94 freshmen 
and sophomores. 

They'll have 30 fewer scholarship 
players than the Division I-A teams they'll 
play, and they'll likely start only two seniors. 

They seem a Safe bet to be the only 
team in the country to graduate more coach- 
es (three) than players (two). 

But they are a team no longer playing 
to survive and to show that Division I-A foot- 
ball at SMU should not have been scrapped 
altogether in the wake of the harshest NCAA 
penalties ever, but playing to win. 

"We won't be such an oddity," SMU 
Coach Forrest Gregg said. "The players know 
what's in front of them. They know how to pre- 
pare. They know what the game's all about — 
what it takes to be college football players.” 

When the Mustangs approached last 
season, they had no idea. Only three schol- 
arship players had ever played college foot- 
ball. In their opener against Rice, they ran 
around in shock. At Notre Dame, they were 
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sightseeing, in awe of the opposition and 
their surroundings. That, they promised, will 
never happen again. 

“It's a 100 percent change since last 
season," offensive guard Oscar Rosales 
said. “Last year, we were finding out what it 
takes to be a college football team. Now we 
are a team, a real team." 

But the Mustangs may have lost some- 
thing in the transition. They were such an odd- 


ity last season, they treated every game, every 
milestone (and there were many), as some- 
thing greater, something more unique and irre- 
placeable than the other games and events 
around the country. They were a cause, and no 
team felt it had more to prove. 

"We needed every edge we could get,” 
offensive tackle Kyle Carroll said. "So we 
treated every game as a mission. We loved it 
when people said we couldn't do it, and they 
said that a lot. It made us want to go out and 
do it even more. And now, we're not afraid of 
anything. I'll go out against Notre Dame any 
day, and there will be 21 guys with me." 

And if there was concern, some of that 
was lost with the inevitable loss of innocence 
and inexperienced naivete. Gregg said people 
will still say the Mustangs "can't do it." 

"They're still on a mission," Gregg 
said. "Even with a year's experience, we'll be 
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the youngest team and with the fewest schol- 
arship players to line up and play next year. 
They better treat every game like a mission 
still. And having the fear factor, the uncertainty, 
behind us will help more than anything." 

If the loss of the novelty of SMU's re- 
turn is a mixed blessing, so is returning 21 
of 22 starters. Wide receiver Mitchell Glieber 
was the only starter lost from last season's 
team (although senior defensive end Brett 
Kershaw also started a few games), and 
Gregg said that having so much back will 
help his team improve much more quickly 
than the other 2-9 teams. 

"There isn't any question coming 
back and continuing to build with the same 
players will help us continue to improve 
quickly," Gregg said. "We don't have to take 
steps back to move forward. We can build 
on what we've accomplished." 

But at the same time, SMU will have 
to build on the weaknesses of last season, 
particularly a defense short in size, speed 
and depth. SMU was victimized by the stag- 
gering 95 points scored by Houston even 
with Heisman trophy winner Andre Ware out 
of uniform in the second half, the 65 scored 
by Texas A&M even with Coach R.C. 
Slocum desperately trying to keep the score 
down, and the 59 points scored by Notre 
Dame, despite Irish Coach Lou Holtz's or- 
ders to run out of bounds before heading 
into the end zone. 

But Gregg, having survived those 
nightmares, found reason to be optimistic. 

"The defense has improved tremen- 
dously," Gregg said. "The inexperience 
showed up there. But now | don't see the 
glaring mistakes we saw on defense last 
year when people were completely out of 
position and had no chance to catch up. 
They're learning.” 

The offense, and particularly the pass- 
ing attack led by Romo, remains SMU's 
greatest hope. 
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Romo passed for 2,927 yards and 14 touchdowns 
as a freshman last season. He completed 56.1 percent of 
his passes, broke five school passing records and fin- 
ished second in the SWC to Ware in total offense, aver-

He improved his 
reading of coverages, and he got better instinctively as 
well as gaining knowledge from running the offense.” 

Romo will most often look to inside receiver Michael 
Bowen and receiving back Jason Wolf. Both are converted 
running backs and both are dangerous in the open field. 

Bowen, an SMU recruit in 1986 who played for 
Georgia in 1987 and then transferred back in 1988, 
caught 49 passes last season. Wolf, an all-state running 

| back in Michigan, needed some time to become a re- 
ceiver, then came on, catching 61 passes for 676 yards 
and earning second-team all-SWC recognition. 

“Bowen and Wolf improved all season as re- 
ceivers," Gregg said. "But once they get the ball, they are 
very dangerous runners. They're both a threat every time 
they touch the ball. We just need to get more of a down- 
field threat to open things up more for them." 

That will depend on the receivers returning and re- 
cruited. Just as he cited need for help on the lines in his 
first recruiting class, Gregg went for speed in his second. 

He does not expect the new recruits to be able to 
step in immediately, however, given the great need to 
read defenses in the run-and-shoot. So Gregg moved

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because of the failure of receivers to get open and only 15 came in 
the final six games when SMU played four bow!-bound teams: Texas 
A&M, Notre Dame, Texas Tech and Arkansas. 

The problem was with run-blocking. But Gregg said the talents 
of his linemen made them effective pass-blockers, and the inevitable 
physical development of a unit that included three freshmen and a 
sophomore would boost the run blocking. 

If it does, SMU seems to have the running backs to take ad- 
vantage. KevinLovewasheld 
back early in his freshman 
year. He struggled with pass 
blocking, a must for the run- 
ning back in the run-and- 
shoot's one-back set, but once 
he earned time as a blocker, he 
showed great potential as a 
runner. 

Love ran for 423 yards 
on 112 carries, twice running for 
98 yards in a game, respectable 
numbers considering the youth 
of the offensive line and the pri- 
ority on passing in the run-and- 
shoot. But he showed potential 
for more. At 6'2", 220 Ibs., he 
ran with power and surprising 
speed with a long, low-to-the- 
ground stride. 

"| really feel good about 
Kevin Love," Gregg said. "He's 
a tremendous talent.” 

The same can be said 
for Rongea Hill, a fast and elu- 
sive back who was one of the 
Mustangs’ top recruits in 
1989. Hill was moved to inside 
receiver last season but never 
seemed comfortable and was 
moved back to his natural high 
school position in the spring. 

"Rongea gives us anoth- 
er weapon at that position," 
Gregg said. "If you give Rongea 
or Kevin or Stuart (Ison) the 
ball, anything can happen.” 

Unfortunately for SMU, 
the same can be said about the 
opposition's offense against 
the Mustangs. “There's no 
question our biggest improve- 
ment has to come from the de- 
fensive side of the ball," Gregg said in a vast understatement. 

The Mustangs allowed more yards (5,832) and points (499) 
than any team in SMU history. To put those numbers in perspective, 
SMU gave up an average of 530.2 yards per game, 7 per play. 
Opponents completed almost 60 percent of their passes. 

Division I-A opponents averaged 50 points per game. 

Certainly a year's maturation and experience will help. By the 
end of spring practices, Gregg said defensive ends Kenneth Rea and 
Uzo Okeke added needed bulk, and cornerback Marcello Simmons, 
who had never played on the corner before starting as a true fresh- 
man, had a great spring. 
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Safety Cary Brabham is the star of the SMU defense.

But Gregg isn't taking any chances. He recruited nine 
linebackers, four defensive linemen and three defensive backs last 
winter and moved his first recruit at SMU, running back Omar 
Thompson, to linebacker. 

Walk-on inside linebackers Jason Bednarz and Bill Kiely were 
surprisingly effective as freshmen, but neither is especially big or 
fast. Outside linebacker Chris Collins, another walk-on, has good 
speed and showed the benefits of a season's experience at Pacific but 
needs to become more physi- 
Cal. 

When Mike Ostos left 
the team, Darren Harrington 
became a true freshman 
starter and showed signs of 
potential. He will have to win 
his job again, with Mike 
Henderson, returning from 
shoulder surgery, converted 
tight end Greg Hill and 
Thompson expected to be his 
most likely competition. 

The secondary might 
be ready to go from the worst 
part of the SMU defense to its 
strength. The Mustangs start- 
ed three or four true freshmen 
last season, and it showed. 
But Simmons is expected to 
grow into his position, with 
Marcus Malonson a potential 
star on the other side. Strong 
safeties Malcolm Borlenghi 
and Ron Hagan were strong 
against the run. And safety 
Cary Brabham was strong 
against everything. 

Brabham, who was an 
immediate starter as a true 
freshman, was the one star on 
the SMU defense. He led 
SMU with 101 tackles and 
was its most dependable de- 
fender against the pass. 

“He has a chance to be 
really outstanding,” Gregg 
said. "We recruited him as a 
running back, but the defen- 
sive needs were So great we 
moved him and, from the first 
™ day, the defensive coaches 

became very protective of him. 
There's no limit to where he can go." 

Of course, considering their youth, the same can be said for 
several of the Mustangs’ sophomore stars — Romo, Wolf, Carroll, 
Okeke, Kiely and Malonson. 

But the Mustangs no longer willingly accept qualifiers such as 
“considering their youth." The second post-death SMU team insists 
on judgment by the same standards as the ordinary teams they play, 
whatever that judgment brings. 

“People will expect a lot more out of us this year," Romo said. 
“So do we. | think that's a good thing. We're not going out to get re- 
spect. Now we're going out to win."Q)

Just a few days before the end of SMU’s spring practices, Mustangs 
coach Forrest Gregg agreed to make it his last season as SMU 
coach. When SMU director of athletics Doug Single, who brought 
Gregg back to SMU from the Green Bay Packers, resigned April 11 
to become the president and chief operating officer of Special 
Olympics International, SMU president Kenneth Pye asked Gregg to 
become SMU'’s athletic director. The move was a mixed blessing for 
Gregg, however. Pye insisted that Gregg act as coach and athletic 
director for only one season. 


"| thought | would be coaching the rest of my career," Gregg said. "| 
have enjoyed this position, and will continue to enjoy it. But in reality 
the football players themselves are the future of SMU football, not 
me personally." Gregg took over the director’s chair immediately. 
One of his first jobs was to reunite the SMU supporters lost in the 
SMU football scandal or those who felt alienated when the program 
was run by Single. His next job likely would be to find his 
replacement.

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SWC RECRUITING

ast year, Texas A&M suffered through 

a frustrating recruiting season. The 

Aggies were victims of the Jackie 

Sherrill-George Smith ordeal. 

Recruits and their parents 

were leery of A&M, even though the Aggies 
were off NCAA probation and eligible to go to 
a bowl game. The negative vibes cost A&M 
the chance to land linebacker Jessie 
Armstead of Dallas Carter (Miami) and quar- 
terback Tommy Maddox (UCLA) along with 
several other top-rated recruits. 

A&M signed only 14 players last year 
and one of its plums — Kenneth Norman of 
Sweetwater — opted for a professional base- 
ball contract from the Minnesota Twins. 

But that was last year. 

This year, the Southwest recruiting 
haul had a definite Maroon tint with Aggie 
coach R.C. Slocum smiling. 

A&M signed 24 players, 23 of them 
from the high school ranks. The junior college 
addition was defensive end Mark Wheeler from 
national junior college champion Navarro. The 
6'4", 265 |b. Wheeler is expected to step in and 
start this fall for the Aggies. 

Of the 23 high school players A&M 
signed, 21 were on the Dallas Morning 
News Top 100 list; 19 were on the Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram Top 100; 18 made the 
Houston Chronicle Top 100; and 16 were on 
the Dallas Times Herald Top 100. No other 
school came close. 

A&M's class was rated in the top five 
of the country and easily captured the mythi- 
cal Southwest Conference recruiting champi- 
onship it had relinquished to Texas the last 
two years. 

"A&M's class is extraordinary," said 
Baylor coach Grant Teaff, the dean of SWC 
coaches. "Of course, the proof is in the pud- 
ding, but they've got a lot more pudding than 
the rest of us." 

The class compares with the Aggie haul 
of 1983, which helped A&M to three straight 
SWC titles, and the 1987 class, which has kept 
A&M in the haves of college football. 

"We're all excited about this class," 
Slocum said. "This class makes us a better 
team. How good this class can be will be an- 
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swered two or three years down the line." 

Several of the recruits mentioned a 
possible national championship when asked 
why they jumped on board A&M's ship. It 
was that solid a class. 

Because of last year's constraints, this 
was essentially Slocum’s first class. Many 
questioned whether Slocum could run the 
show. He had gained prominence as a re- 
cruiter during his days as an assistant at 
A&M, but after last year's fiasco, the pressure 
was on for A&M to have an exceptional class. 

Recruiting coordinator Tim Cassidy, 
who had been at A&M under Sherrill before 
leaving for Florida, returned last year to join 
Slocum and was glowing about the coup. 

"This is one of the best classes that 
|'ve been associated with," Cassidy said. 
"R.C. Slocum, if he's not the best recruiter in 
the country, he's one of the best. It's hard not 
to sit back and brag.” 

A&M had plenty of holes to fill, even 
though everyone in last year's class was red- 
shirted. The Aggies will be a junior—senior 
team this fall with several younger players 
needed to take over at back-up spots. 

The Aggies needed their most imme- 
diate help at quarterback and defensive end 
and appear to have landed it. 

A&M signed signal-callers Jeff 
Granger of Orangefield and Steve Emerson of 
Aldine MacArthur. The 6'4", 195 Ib, Granger 
was the Class 3A all-state quarterback, but 
lacked the notoriety of record-setting Steve 
Clements of Huntsville, who went to Texas. 

Some SWC experts think Granger will 
develop into a better collegiate player than 
Clements. Emerson, a brash, leader-type 
player, is a late-bloomer and could be the 
sleeper in A&M's class. He committed the 
day after Granger, speaking highly of his 
competitive nature. 

Wheeler, who picked A&M over 
Florida State and Miami, should start at de- 
fensive end, but if he has problems, a quartet 
of freshmen could pick up the slack. 

A&M signed Kefa Chatham of Waco, 
Eric England of Willowridge, Jeff Jones of 
Killeen and Tim Vordenbaumen of San 
Antonio Clark with defensive end in mind. 
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Chatham was a bluechipper and was pursued 
hard by the Aggies, while England was the 
Houston Touchdown Club's Defensive Player 
of the Year. Jones was heavily recruited, 
while Vordenbaumen is a rarity in Aggieland. 
Both of his parents graduated from UT. 

The Aggies signed four players from 
state-ranked Houston Lamar, including USA 
Today All-American offensive lineman John 
Richard. A&M feels it signed the state's two 
best offensive linemen in Richard and Todd 
Mathison of Weatherford. 

The Aggies also benefitted from last 
year's small class by adding three players at 
mid-term to count against last year's scholar- 
ship total. Tight end Derek Ware from 
Sacramento City College is penciled in as the 
starter, while transfer Troy Whitmore was the 
starting center at Lamar University last year 
before the school dropped football. 

A&M's class overshadowed solid ef- 
forts by a pair of first-year coaches in the 
SWC, John Jenkins at Houston and Jack 
Crowe at Arkansas. 

Texas and Texas Tech also recruited 
well, while Rice may have had its best class 
in over a decade. Baylor, Southern Methodist 
and Texas Christian signed a few quality 
players but lacked the overall depth of the 
leaders. 

Out-of-state schools successfully re- 
cruited in Texas but didn't have the haul 
they've had the last few years when several of 
the SWC schools were under NCAA scrutiny. 
The SWC coaches got together last year and 
did a promotional film, urging recruits to 
"stay and play in the SWC." Obviously, that 
effort paid off. 

Texas, which won the last two recruit- 
ing championships, had to settle for third at 
best behind A&M and Arkansas. 

Back-to-back losing seasons and ru- 
mors of assistant coaching changes along 
with allegations of gambling by Texas foot- 
ball players, appeared to hamper the 
Longhorns on the recruiting trail. 

Texas lost local bluechip linebacker 
Kenneth Alexander of Austin LBJ to Florida 
State and another Top 100 player, linebacker 
Brian Tighe of nearby Pflugerville, to UCLA. 


Several of the state's other top players also 
nixed the Horns. 

“It (the class) won't be ranked as high 
as in the past," UT coach David McWilliams 
said. "We have several excellent players, but 
it's not as top a class when you look at the 
different lists." 

The Longhorn class was led by 
Clements, who threw for a Texas prep career 
record 8,024 yards and 74 TDs. His father 
and coach, Joe Clements, quarterbacked the 
Horns in the early 1950s. Some feel 
Clements will be starting by the time SWC 
play rolls around. He led Huntsville to the 5A 
quarterfinals on the strength of his arm. 

Another UT plum is wide receiver 
Justin McLemore of Waxahachie, who has 
4.4 speed in the 40 and was state-ranked in 
both hurdles, the high jump and the long 
jump. He's also a dangerous return man. 

Texas also signed the Class 3A Player 
of the Year in Kirbyville running back Butch 
Hadnot, who had committed to Texas Tech. 
UT will keep its fingers crossed that Hadnot, 
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who rushed for 2,144 yards last year and 42 
TDs, will be able to get in school. He has 
signed with Kilgore Junior College just in 
case he doesn't pass the entrance exam. 

UT's running back of the future might 
be Irving Nimitz's Rodrick Walker, who 
rushed for 2,121 yards as a junior but didn't 
play his senior year after breaking an ankle 
on his first carry of the year. Walker's fully re- 
covered and could see playing time this fall. 

Another player that could play quickly is 
wide receiver Eric Jackson of Corpus Christi 
Miller. Jackson, who has 4.4 speed in the 40, 
could be the next Eric Metcalf for the Horns. 

Arkansas, because of Ken Hatfield's 
departure to Clemson, didn't have the stellar 
recruiting class you'd expect from a two-time 
defending SWC champion. 

However, new Hog coach Crowe, who 
had only three weeks to rebuild the staff and 
recruit, had a class that should keep the 
Razorbacks at or near the top of the SWC. 

"The loss of Ken created a lot of ques- 


tions we couldn't answer,’ Crowe said.

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“Everybody recruiting against us raised those 
questions. | think we lost a total of 10 players 
because of the coaching change, but then 
again, we gained a few because of the new 
coaches in here.” 

One setback was the loss of quarter- 
back Cale Gundy of Midwest City, Ok, who 
signed with OU. Arkansas made up for that 
by signing signal-caller Jason Allen of 
Edmond, Ok, who led his team to the 5A title. 

Arkansas kept all the local talent at 
home, led by Pine Bluff receiver Tracy 
Caldwell, the state's Offensive Player of the 
Year according to the Arkansas Democrat and 
Little Rock Mills tight end Demetrius Smith, 
the Offensive Player of the Year according to 
the Arkansas Gazette. 

Arkansas did sign six players from 
Texas, topped by blue chip running back Jeff 
Savage of Plano East, who was in high de- 
mand. Savage will help ease the loss of Hog 
fullback Barry Foster, who went to the NFL a 
year early. 

The Hogs signed three JC players led 
by 6'3", 275 Ib. lineman Dwight Atteberry of 
Tyler JC and added transfer Ivan Pickett, a 
6'1", 180 Ib. defensive back with 4.3 speed in 
the 40. Pickett, who was at the Air Force 
Academy, will have to sit out a year under 
NCAA rules. 

Two of the recruits Crowe helped land 
after Hatfield left were 325 Ib. offensive line- 
man Isaac Davis of Malvern, Ar, and wide re- 
ceiver Derrick Dodson of Birmingham, Al. 
Davis can dunk a basketball at 6'3" while 
Dodson is from Crowe's hometown, 

Texas Tech, bouyed by a 9-3 record, 
had one of the surprise classes of the year in 
the SWC. 

First, the Red Raiders landed wide re- 
ceiver Lloyd Hill of Odessa Permian, the first 
Parade All-America to come to Lubbock 
since Arlington Bowie's Brad Hastings in 
1983. All Hastings did was earn All-SWC 
honors three straight years. Tech expects Hill 
to have as much of an impact, if not more. 

Then, on the eve of signing day, Cooper 
running back Byron "Bam" Morris, who had 
committed to Oklahoma State, had a change of 
heart and decided to join the Red Raiders. 

Morris, the brother of Chicago Bears 
wide receiver Ron Morris, rushed for a state- 
leading 2,972 yards last year. 

Tech signed several of the state's other 
top players including running back Donald 
Marshall of Grand Prairie. Morris and 
Marshall should help Tech overcome the 
graduation loss of James Gray, the SWC's 
No. 3 all-time rusher. 

“We're struggling like crazy for identi- 
fication," Tech coach Spike Dykes said. 
"These kids came here to help us take the 
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next step. It's going to be exciting. We're 
headed in the right direction. 

"Any time you get the state's leading 
rusher, the state's fastest player (Marshall) 
and the state's best receiver, you've done 
something special. We're really excited about 
this class." 

Two other Red Raider jewels came 
from the JC ranks — All-American wide re- 
ceiver Anthony Stinnett of Cisco JC and de- 
fensive tackle Fred Petty of Garden City 
Community College in Kansas. Both should 
start this fall. 

Houston lost only two games last year, 
then managed to equal that total in the off-season. 

First, the Cougars lost Coach Jack 
Pardee to the NFL's Houston Oilers and then 
saw Heisman Trophy winner Andre Ware also 
leave for the NFL. 

Jenkins, the offensive coordinator of the 
Cougars’ Run-and-Shoot, is confident he has 
enough replacement players to keep UH mov- 
ing ahead, but he may need some immediate 
help at quarterback to fill the void left by Ware. 

David Klingler will take over for Ware, 
but the backup may have to come from one of 
two signees _ Caldwell’s Changer Evans, a 
Top 100 player, or Klingler's brother, Jimmy 
Klingler of Houston Stratford. 

UH needed help on the defensive line 
where they lost three starters and leaned heavily 
on junior college talent, signing three from 
California. The Cougars also signed four more 
JC players, two of them wide receivers. 

Two players, defensive lineman Marty 
Lyon and offensive lineman Shane Haefner, 
are from the same school, Merced JC Lyon 
had committed to Arizona State and was a 
welcome addition to the Cougars. 

Topping the high school talent were 
lineman Kenny Robbins of Barbers Hill, tight 
end Ron Peters of Willowridge, wide receiver 
Daniel Adams of Schulenberg and lineman 
Steve Matejka of Deer Park. 

Of UH's 22 recruits, 13 can play de- 
fense. "Defensive line was a major concern," 
Jenkins said. "I think we've done extremely 
well there.” 

In the previous decade, Rice was al- 
ways near the bottom when you mentioned 
recruiting SUCCESS. 

This time around, second-year coach 
Fred Goldsmith took great strides to change 
everyone's way of thinking. 

Rice signed one of its best classes in 
recent history. The Owls signed several top 
100 players and have 13 recruits that ran a 
4.6 or better in the 40-yard dash. The Owls 
have never had speed like that. 

"I'd stack our recruiting list ahead of 
most of the schools in the Southwest 
Conference," Goldsmith said. "That was our 
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goal. I've been in the Southwest Conference 
for six years and recruiting in the area before 
that, and | never remember Rice signing this 
many potentially fine athletes. Of course, you 
don't beat anybody with potential, but it's 
nice to start with it.” 

Quarterback Randall Schultz of Austin, 
Tx, topped the Owl haul. Schultz, who threw for 
4.564 yards and 26 TDs, was rated the state's 
25th best prospect by the Houston Chronicle 
and 26th by the Dallas Morning News. 

San Antonio Holmes running back 
Nathan Bennett, McKinney defensive lineman 
Brice Harvey, Houston Madison running back 
Carlos Anderson and linebacker Emmett 
Waldron were other top-notch signees. 
Bennett rushed for almost 1,500 yards and 
was the city's Offensive Player of the Year. 

Baylor looked for immediate help to 
cure a 5-6 finish. Five of the Bears’ 20 signees 
are from the junior colleges as the class took 
ona blue-collar look, not a blue chip one. 

“When you decide to go with the JC 
kids, you want them to have some kind of im- 
pact fairly quickly," Teaff said. 

Robbie Birleson, a linebacker out of 
Cisco Junior College, offensive lineman 
Adam Arroyo of Ranger and defensive end 
Teddy Patton of Cisco should be able to sup- 
ply Teaff with instant help. 

Quarterback Chris Lewis of 
Gainesville and running back John Henry of 
Lorena are the big names in the Bear prep 
ranks. Lewis led his team to the football and 
basketball playoffs. Henry, with 4.38 speed in 
the 40, should benefit from Baylor's switch 
back to the |-formation veer option attack. 

Teaff is also high on unheralded quar- 
terback Joe Menchaca of McAllen. "He's a 
real sleeper,” Teaff said. 

Baylor also signed a punter in Kyle 
Miller of Callisburg, who averaged 62 yards 
per punt as a senior. "He's got incredible 
form,” Teaff said. 

TCU is another school that went the 
JC route, signing eight. The Horned Frogs 
also accented linemen, signing 16, including 
Bobby Jones, who started at Lamar 
University at offensive tackle last year before 
Lamar dropped football. 

The best JC addition might be 275 Ib. 
offensive lineman James Prather, who an- 
chored JC national champion Navarro's line. 
Tackle John Moon (6'5", 280 Ibs.) of Cisco 
JC could also start on offense for the Frogs. 

Defensive JC additions to watch in Fort 
Worth are Todd Volk (6'3", 270 Ibs.) of Fort 
Scott Community College in Kansas and 
Thomas Lewis (6', 280 Ibs.) of Blinn JC in 
Brenham. 

TCU's top high school name is Tim 
Schade, a 6'5", 210 Ib. quarterback out of 
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Perkin, Ill. Schade happens to be Wacker's 
nephew, which made the recruiting process 
easier. He threw for 3,694 yards and 47 TDs 
in his career and could be the man to run 
Wacker's Triple Shoot offense. 

SMU surprised a lot of people with a 
2-9 Run-and-Shoot offense, suffered on de- 
fense throughout the year, losing 95-21 to 
Houston and 59-6 to Notre Dame. 

Coach Forrest Gregg devoted as many 
scholarships as he could to defense to help 
the situation. In the process, Gregg also em- 
phasized student in student-athlete. "Our 
success out-of-state shows the prestige of an 
SMU degree," Gregg said. "People recognize 
the value of an SMU education (22 of the 24 
signees received prep academic honors)."’ 

SMU signed eight linebackers, led by 
Adam Voyles of Washington Crossing, Pa, 
who was sought by several Eastern schools. 

"We filled a lot of needs," Gregg said. 
"|'m very pleased with this class. | don't care 
what other people think. We did a good job 
recruiting out-of-state. We competed against 
some big schools for top-quality student-ath- 
letes, and we were able to attract our share. 
We found good athletes who can run and get 
to the ball." 

SMU signed a pair of players from 
Sioux Falls, SD, offensive lineman Mike 
McGreevy (6'5", 240 Ibs.) and linebacker 
Ryan Folsom (6'4", 220 Ibs... 

As for out-of-state schools making 
raids in Texas, Oklahoma had its usual run of 
good luck while Oklahoma State, strapped 
with a three-year NCAA probation, had a dis- 
mal effort. Louisiana State, another school 
with recent success in Texas, failed to land a 
Top 100 player. 

OU bragged about landing the state's 
top recruit, lineman Aubrey Beavers of 
Houston Yates and nine other Texans, several 
of them Top 100 players. 

Florida State and UCLA also scored big 
in Texas. FSU signed Dallas Carter defensive 
back Clifton Abraham and LBu's Alexander, blue 
chippers according to most recruiters. "| would 
never had dreamed we would have such luck in 
Texas," Florida State coach Bobby Bowden said. 
FSU was rated in the nation's top five because of 
its luck in Texas. 

UCLA raided seven Top 100 Texans, 
led by Killeen Ellison's duo of Othello 
Henderson, a defensive back, and Daron 
Washington, a running back, and 
Pflugerville's Tighe. UCLA also ranked in the 
nation's top five in recruiting, thanks to its 
Texas ties. 

Miami was happy with its Lone Star 
connections, landing Houston Northbrook 
linebacker Ricky Caeser and Dallas Spruce 
defensive back Carl Richardson.

Frogs Hore To ImPRove wiTH AGE

eon Clay had no reason to figure 
that Saturday afternoon in October 
would be much different from any 
other. 

He figured to spend most 
of it walking up and down the sidelines in 
front of the TCU bench, cheering on his 
teammates before heading for a post-game 
shower made necessary only by pre-game 
warmups. 

But that changed rather dramatically 
with 1:03 left in the first quarter. Senior 
quarterback Ron Jiles, the Horned Frogs’ 
total offense leader, went down ina pile at 
the Air Force Academy 25-yard line. When 
he got up, he was holding his right wrist and 
grimacing in pain. 

TCU coach Jim Wacker shouted, 
“Leon!” and reality walked up and handed a 
helmet to the redshirt freshman quarterback. 
Well, reality would actually put its cold, 
clammy hand around Clay's shoulders the 
next week against Baylor, but that's getting 
ahead of the story. 

First, there was the matter of picking 
up where Jiles and the Frogs’ one-back of- 
fense had left off — holding a surprising 6- 
3 lead over the Falcons and looking serious- 
ly as if they were going to add to it. 

“Big butterflies," is how Clay would 
later describe his feelings at that moment. 
"The biggest butterflies I've felt since my 
first game in high school.” 

But it was a start on what TCU fans 
hope will evolve into a collection of 
Monarchs. 

Season history from 1989 will note 
that on the series in question, Clay went on 
to complete his first two passes for 18 yards 
and a first down at the Air Force six. By 
day's end, Clay was a hero of TCU's most 
significant victory of the season. 
Completing 10 of 11 passes for 165 yards 
and two touchdowns — including an 85- 
yard scoring play to freshman wide receiver 
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Stephen Shipley — Clay keyed the Frogs’ 
27-9 upset of then 19th-ranked Air Force. 
The winner of a three-way springtime 
battle to succeed Jiles at the controls of the 
new wide-open offense, Clay enters the fall 
as TCU's No.1 quarterback. He counts him- 
self several months older, more experienced 
and more confident. He is confident that 
1990 holds promise of more days like the 
one against Air Force and not those like the 
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one that was to follow his storybook debut 
last fall. 

Both will prove of value. 

“It was easy to tell in spring training 
that Leon was much more confident than he 
had ever been before,” said returning second 
team All-Southwest Conference tight end 
Kelly Blackwell. "His experience helped, 
both good and bad." 

One preceded the other — like a left- 
right combo. 

"| got the worst of it against Baylor," 
Clay recalled, “but it was all a part of a 
learning experience." 

With Jiles nursing a sprained wrist, 
Clay started for the Frogs the next week in 
Waco. TCU (4-3) had won four of its preced- 
ing five games and appeared to be getting 
the hang of its new offense which featured a 
one-back set and a lot of passing, as op- 
posed to the Veer attack Wacker had in- 
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stalled during his first year in 1983. 

But Baylor would hang the offense 
around Clay's neck. He was intercepted 
three times, by the half, and fumbled away a 
possession on fourth-and-goal at the Baylor 
one. 

The Bears won, ironically by the 
same 27-9 count that TCU had bested Air 
Force. Clay was never again as effective as 
he had been against the Falcons, and Jiles 
was never again as effective as he had been 
before the injury. Injuries mounted — some 
days the offense practiced with only seven 
healthy linemen — and the Frogs limped 
into the stable at the end of the season with 
a 4-7 record. 

That wasn't good enough for some 
Wacker backers, but not too unexpected for 
a team that began the year with only 73 
healthy scholarship players — a hangover 
from the 1985 NCAA sanctions limiting 
awards to 10 and 15 in consecutive years. 

The year was also marked by a tenu- 
ous relationship between Wacker and new 
offensive coordinator Ben Griffith. Griffith 
put in the basics of the new offense in the 
spring, but felt he was not given a free 
enough reign by Wacker during the season. 
After local newspaper reports broke two 
days before the final game of the season that 
he would not return to the staff, Griffith was 
not on the sidelines for that last game 
against Texas, a 31-17 loss during which the 
offense performed better than it had at any 
time since October. 

Bob DeBesse, a long-time Wacker 
aide, will coordinate the offense this season. 

"Last year was a frustrating year in a 
lot of ways," said Wacker, who has two years 
remaining on a seven-year contract exten- 
sion given during the Bluebonnet Bowl year 
of 1984. “But we have a lot of players who 
were young and inexperienced last year that 
won't be this year. 

"Offensively speaking, after spring 
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Curtis Modkins proved to be a promising rookie last season. 


training with another year under our belts in this offense, we're light 
years ahead of where we were a year ago. We're more experienced 
and | like what we're doing. 

"We've got a good, tough non-conference schedule 
(Washington State, Missouri, Oklahoma State) and we've still got 
some questions in regard to depth in the offensive line and at defen- 
sive tackle, but we feel like we're moving in the right direction." 
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Wacker figures that TCU's offense will be a more explosive 
™ unit than the one that toddled to 4,101 yards and and average of 
) 16.6 points a game in its first year in the one-back offense. 

Defense, as Wacker indicated, could cause some concern. 

Any time there are questions about tackles in a 4-3 defense, there 
is ample cause for concern. But a strength at the ends, a wealth of 
good linebackers and an unexpectedly hard-nosed showing dur- 
ing spring training by some young performers in the secondary 
may help compensate for possible shortages in the middle. 

There is no question, however, that the offense is the key 

to TCU's prospects for improving that record this season. 

Last year's offense featured as many as eight players in 

their first year of collegiate competition, whether redshirts such 
as Clay, or true rookies such as the talented Shipley. The 6'4", 
205 |b. Shipley had his ups and downs in 1989, but proved to be 
the team’s leading receiver at one of the wide-out spots. He 
caught 23 passes for 491 yards and three touchdowns. 

Redshirt freshman slotback Michael Jackson led with 42 


= | Catches, totalling 411 yards and one TD. Blackwell, who will only 
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m) De a junior, had 33 catches for 389 yards and two touchdowns. 
He missed three games with a hand injury. 

Blackwell, Jiles and members of the offensive line were 
not the only ones who took a beating in ‘89. Top returning rusher 
Tony Darthard was sidetracked in the second quarter of the sea- 
son-opening loss to Missouri with a knee injury after gaining 66 
yards on his first 10 carries. His knee buckled in the open field. 

The good news is that Darthard had a redshirt year to give. 
He returns, along with sophomore Curtis Modkins who proved to 
be another promising rookie in Darthard's absence. So does 6'1",

# back being a lack of ability to throw long) Wacker expects more 
fireworks. 

“We're going to be able to put more speed on the field this 
year at wide receiver,” Wacker said. "One of our problems last 
year was that the players who could run (Dickens, Morey) weren't 
ready. They're both much better receivers than they were a year 
ago. 

“!'m not at all concerned with our skill positions. Most of 
the players there are still young, but they now have some experi- 
ence. They're talented, they have great attitudes and they're going 
to keep getting better. 

"My big concern is with depth in the offensive line." 

That concern could lessen after two-a-day practices in 
August, when Wacker expects four junior college linemen who 
participated in spring drills to be more comfortable with the of- 
fense. 

All-SWC quick guard Mike Sullivan and strong tackle Bret 
Alexander (6'7", 292 Ib.) anchor an offensive line that appears 
solid at four positions. Strong guard Bill Elliott (6'5", 285 Ibs.) 
and quick tackle Jody Morse are also returning starters. The 
question is at center, where sophomores David Breedlove and 

Mike Black have some growing up to do. 

But it all begins at quarterback, where Clay fought off a spring 
training challenge from Auburn transfer Matt Vogler and redshirt 
freshman Jon Bates, both of whom have promise. Wacker also signed 
Illinois’ Class 6A all-state quarterback Tim Schade, who also hap- 
pens to be his wife's sister's oldest boy. 

The QB race was expected to be wide open in the spring. In the

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four major scrimmages, each quarterback was given time with the top 
three units to try and give as balanced a level of competition as pos- 
sible. 

Clay was the clear winner. 

"The big difference in Leon has been in his consistency," 
Wacker said. "He's shown steady improvement in areas like knowing 
when to throw and when not to." 

Turnovers (24 interceptions, 16 fumbles lost) were a big prob- 
lem last season. In games where the offense did not commit crucial 
turnovers, TCU was in the ball game. When the ball got into the 
hands of players in the wrong-colored jerseys, the Frogs were out of 
it. Simple as that. 

"Cutting down on turnovers is our biggest concern offensive- 
ly," Wacker said. "The encouraging thing there is that Leon threw only 
one interception in the four major scrimmages of the spring (com- 
pleting 34 of 50)." 

Clay judged his spring thusly: 

"| had some good days and some bad ones. But the good ones 
came more frequently than the bad ones did,” he said. 

Blackwell said the difference is noticeable. 

"All the quarterbacks came a long way this spring, reading 
coverages, adjusting to the blitz and things like that," he said. “All of 
us started really getting settled into the offense. 

"The big difference | noticed about Leon was that he doesn't 
focus on one receiver any more, like he did last year. He's looking 
into coverage and reading. 

"He's picked up on a lot of the finer points — things like what 
to think about before the snap and how to adjust according to what he 


S. 

What defensive coordinator Marc Dove sees is not altogether a 
dark picture, despite the major questions at defensive tackle. 

"| think we have a chance to develop into a good defensive 
football team," Dove said. "How consistently we play will be the big 
key. That was a nemesis for us last year. 

"I'm not making excuses, but injuries were a big problem for 
us last year. That's always a problem in a program where the numbers 
are down like ours were last year." 

The defense was hardest hit by injury in the middle last year, 
the heart of a 4-3. Senior tackles Fred Washington — TCU's top 
player entering the fall — and Buddy Wyatt were bothered all year by 
ankle and knee problems. Middle linebackers Brad Smith (a redshirt 
freshman) and Ivory Christian (a true freshman) also had their share 
of aches and pains. Starting cornerback Larry Brown went out in early 
October with a broken hand. He may or may not be back in the fall, 
depending on his academic standing; Wacker suspended him from 
spring practice and told him to hit the books. 

Junior college transfer James Prather (6'4", 275 Ibs.) suffered 
a spring training-ending tendon tear in a finger after only two weeks, 
but he showed enough in that period of time to make Dove confident 
of one tackle spot entering the fall. Continued development of 6’, 280 
lb. JC transfer Thomas Lewis and that of 6'8", 260 Ib. redshirt fresh- 
man Jarrett Ferguson, redshirt freshman George Wilson and return- 
ing backups Keith Wagner and Kenneth Walton are critical. 

"We're not going to line up in a base technique inside and 
bring people to their knees," Dove said. "But we're going to try and 
create some problems with movement and pressure. 

“We're hoping some of these guys will make a jump from 
spring to fall. And sometimes you can see a world of difference. 

“But | was very pleased with the progress some of our young kids 
made in the secondary and | feel good about our linebackers,” he said. 
“We've got some talented kids. We're going to try and take advantage of 
what we've got."

y job is not to win football 
games. Sure, | have to win 
some or get fired, but my job 
is to love young people. | feel 
very strongly that it's what you 
are inside that matters. Is 
Christ really in you? It's not my job to decide 
if He is in you, but to know that He is in me. 

Your Team's About to Play Its First 
Bowl Game In Years. Four Players — 
Including Your Starting Quarterback And 
Receiver — Break Curfew. 

Our Georgia Tech football players had 
been warned. They knew we were going to be 
on national television on New Year's Eve, 
1985. We were playing favored Michigan 
State in the All-American Bowl in 
Birmingham, Al. Because the whole nation 
was watching, our team was told that their 
behavior had to be beyond reproach. 
“Anyone who lets us down," | told them, “will 
not be allowed to play. 

Three nights before the game, four 
broke curfew: our starting quarterback (10 
touchdowns during the season, 110 comple- 
tions for 1,557 yards), our leading pass re- 
ceiver (6 touchdowns, 29 receptions for 645 
yards), our reserve fullback and a flanker- 
back. What was | to do? 

Michigan State had their great All- 
American running back, Lorenzo White, and 
a brilliant pass receiver, Mark Ingram. If | 
sent our four errant players back to Atlanta, 
we would go into the game with a second- 
string quarterback who had thrown two pass- 
es all season (an interception and a loss). 

| felt sick, but discipline should not be di- 
luted, so | sent the four players home. As one 
Georgia sportswriter grimly wrote that 16 touch- 
downs and 2,200 yards of offense went with them. 

| knew my decision would be greeted 
with protest but, as | told the Associated 
Press, "We will not bend the rules, no matter 
how great the price." 

How would this affect our other play- 
ers? Just before practice, | told the team. |

said that | was not angry with the players; | 
still loved them, and | was sorry, but the deci- 
sion had to stand. 

They listened in stunned silence. 
Practice ran its usual course. When it ended, | 
saw some of the players talking among them- 
selves. Finally, Ted Roof, the defensive cap- 
tain, came up to me and said the team wanted 
to have a meeting with me. Wild thoughts 
flashed through my mind. Were they going to 
ask me to reconsider or refuse to play without 
their teammates? | waited as they assembled, 
feeling tenser than | ever had. 

There are ominous signs of a break- 
down in values. There are probably many 
causes, but |'m constantly aware of America's 
emphasis, not just on playing sports, but on 
winning in sports. To an impressionable 
youngster, the world seems to say, "Winning 
is everything!" By our personal conduct, we 
coaches should be saying to young athletes, 
"There is a Power available to you, a Power 
that is supremely worth having. Along the 
way, | found it for myself. | want you to dis- 
cover it, too.” 

My dad used to tease a friend of ours, 
Doc McKay, because Doc was a church-goer. But 
Dad didn't object when Doc took me to church. In 
the end, Dad became a believer himself. 

The god | worshiped was athletic 
achievement. In high school, | didn’t think 
about anything else. | was big and looked 
promising enough to get a football scholar- 
ship to Georgia Tech. 

After | graduated, the Green Bay 
Packers selected me on their 20th pick — 
not exactly a ringing vote of confidence. 
There | found myself under the steely eye of 
Vince Lombardi. After two years with the 
Packers (in the second year we won the 
Super Bowl), | was traded to the Baltimore 
Colts, where | worked for one of the best 
coaches in football, Don Shula. 

In 1980, when | was offered the job of 
Head Coach at Georgia Tech, a marvelous 
man, Homer Rice, came in as athletic direc- 


tor. Homer became a sort of guardian angel 
for me. In my first two years as coach, Tech's 
record was 2 wins, 19 losses, 1 tie. Dismal! 
But Homer told me to hang in there. "You're 
rebuilding from scratch,” he said. “It'll take 
time. Stick with it. I'm right behind you." Yes, 
the Lord does help pitiful cases. He sends 
them friends like Homer Rice. When | sus- 
pended those four players, | can imagine 
what some alumni said to Homer. But he 
never wavered. "Something good is going to 
come of this,” he told me. 

There on the practice field, waiting for 
the players, | wasn't so sure. When they were all 
there, Roof said, "Coach, we just want you to 
know that we understand what you did. It was 
the right thing to do. And we want you to know 
one more thing: We're going to win this game." 

| didn't answer for a moment because 
my throat was too tight. | knew that regard- 
less of the game's outcome, this was the high 
point of my whole career in football. 

The game was a thriller: Michigan 
State was leading at the half 7-0. We came 
back and tied it at 7-all. They went ahead 14- 
7. We kicked a field goal that made it 14-10. 
With time running out, Lorenzo White, who 
probably hadn't fumbled three times all sea- 
son, lost the ball, and we recovered it. Todd 
Rampley, our backup quarterback, threw an 
interception, but roughing-the-passer was 
called, and we got the ball back on the 
Michigan State 30-yard line. With less than a 
minute to go, we marched down to the five- 
yard line where Malcolm King drove into the 
end zone. Final score: Georgia Tech 17, 
Michigan State 14. Pandemonium! 

So, you see, the Lord is faithful. He 
gives each of us the gift of life. The greatest 
sensation in the world is the feeling that 
you're giving something back. Ah, yes, the 
Lord does help pitiful cases. That means 
every single one of us.)

ment. Penn State has more Fulbright scholars 
than any other school in the nation. The 
“Campaign for Penn State" has raised more 
than $330 million and is third among the na- 
tion's top fund drives. Ohio State is second, 
and Minnesota is fourth — both Big 10 
members. 

Almost lost in his athletic view of the 
move is the fact that Paterno also sees it as 
an important academic change. 

Paterno is the university's biggest 
fund-raiser. He has not only convinced a lot 
of people to give big money to Penn State, 
but he has contributed a good bit of his own 
to endow the school library and to provide 
scholarships for minority students, 

Paterno has insisted on academic in- 
tegrity in the athletic program. The Nittany 
Lions no longer accept Prop 48 players. 

Paterno claims that Penn State is 
among the national leaders in graduation 
rates. It's a little-known fact that most of the 
other sports have been at or near 100 percent 
graduation for years. 

Penn State ranks 15th in research 
spending. Four Big 10 schools rank ahead of 
the Nittany Lions. 

According to William C. Richardson, 
Penn State executive vice president and 
provost, the university plans to apply for 
membership on the Committee of Institutional 
Cooperation, an umbrella organization of the 
Big 10 schools and the University of Chicago, 
a former member of the conference. 

The CIC has been described as a kind 
of academic common market which offers 
such things as a high-speed computer infor- 
mation exchange system and a library preser- 
vation project. 

Penn State also expects to become a 
part of the Big 10's traveling scholar program, 
which allows graduate students and honors 
graduates access to courses at other institu- 
tions. 

"For undergraduates, many kinds of 
benefits flow from that," said Roger Clark, di- 
rector of the CIC, which operates from the 
University of Illinois. "Things like the excite- 
ment faculty research brings to the 
classroom, and the speed with which the 
findings of research get into the classroom 
teaching.” 

Paterno was one of the first coaches to 
urge the university presidents to take a more 
active role in athletics.

He also was one of the first to point 
out the dangers of having an athletic booster 
club which is not directly controlled by the 
university. 

"If they think that by making a contri- 
bution they're going to have a voice in the op- 
eration of the athletic department, then we 
don't want their money," Paterno said. 

Paterno has been bashed by some 
black educators because of his stand support- 
ing the NCAA's attempts to legislate academic 
reform. Many boosters believe the stand has 
hurt Penn State's ability to recruit minority

athletes, For almost a decade now, players 
being recruited by Paterno have been receiv- 
ing a packet of newspaper clippings which 
detail problems of individual players and mi- 
nority problems on campus and in State 
College. 

The other Eastern independents were 
quite content to allow Paterno to be the main 
spokesman at NCAA conventions. As a member 
of the Big 10, Paterno hopes his words will have 
much more clout. He sees the Big 10 presidents 
and coaches as a source of support for attempts 
to improve academic integrity. 

"I'm looking forward to Penn State 
being part of a group that | think can have a 
very sizeable influence on the direction of in- 
tercollegiate athletics in the future,” Paterno 
said. "Obviously, it has been very difficult for 
us alone to have as big an impact as | think 
we can now have with schools that have simi- 
lar interests. There's strength in numbers." 

Paterno hopes that the move to the Big 


10 will have a positive influence on Penn 
State's basketball program. The Lions have 
made giant strides under the young and en- 
thusiastic Coach Bruce Parkhill but are still 
light years away from being able to seriously 
contend for Big 10 honors. 

Penn State was a forerunner in wom- 
en's athletics, starting a full program in 1964, 
eight years before Title IX forced universities 
to give equal opportunities to women. 

That tradition helped produce 13 na- 
tional titles in women's sports as well as ath- 
letes such as Susie McConnell, who was the 
point guard on the U.S. Olympic basketball 
team that won the gold medal in 1988. 

Plans are on the drawing board for a 
Convocation Center that would contain a 13,000- 
seat arena to replaced the antiquated Rec Hall. 

Tarman estimates that the cost of the 
center will be in the neighborhood of $40 mil- 
lion. It will be used for concerts, graduation, 
lectures and other student activities. That's why 
it's considered a university, rather than an ath- 
letic, project and why funds for the building 
will come from the state legislature. 

In a move that proponents hope 
will speed up legislative approval, Dr. 
Jordan and the Board of Trustees have 
been asked to name the Convocation 
Center the Joseph V. Paterno Pavilion. 
Members of the Nittany Lion Club, who 
raise most of the athletic funds, are on 
record as approving the name. 

Tarman will have the difficult task of 
deciding which Eastern teams will remain on 
the football schedule. "Those decisions will 
be relative to long-standing rivalries and tra- 
ditional games," he said. "We'll have to con- 
sider length of contract and decide where we 
want to maintain visibility.” 

Notre Dame and West Virginia are 
under contract until 1994. The Lions also 
have signed for four years of an eight-year 
agreement with Southern Cal. That series 
Starts this year. 

Asked what he would say to those who 
claim that the man who was the leading pro- 
ponent of Eastern football has now aban- 
doned it.

The Heisman hunt turned into a rallying cry for the Cougars, 
banned from a bow! game by NCAA probation. They won nine and 
lost two and helped their quarterback win the biggest prize of all. 

Peter Lambos, president of the Downtown Athletic Club, made 
the official presentation to Ware at a black tie dinner. Lambos, who 
sat next to Ware during the dinner, said what impressed him most 
about the 55th Heisman Trophy winner was that he talked about what 
the University of Houston had done for Andre Ware, not what Ware 
had done for Houston. It represented another example of why Ware is 
so rare. Ware acted appropriately awed by New York City. 

“It's exactly like TV," he said, looking out a window. “It's beau- 
tiful at night, the Statue of Liberty." 

He said all the right things in his acceptance speech, even 
praising the people of New York. 

It marked the beginning of a whirlwind adventure for Ware that 
never stopped. Everybody wanted a piece of 
Andre, to speak at their dinner, to ride in 
their parade, to sign autographs for the 
whole family. There was no escape. 

Mitchell Dale, a car dealer in Ware's 
hometown of Dickinson, and a friend of the 
family for years, put it into perspective. "The 
reason he's been so busy is the type of indi- 
vidual Andre Ware is," said Dale. 
“Everybody wants him as a role model.” 

Ware displayed his true character the 
Saturday the Heisman was announced. 
Months before he had committed to speak at 
a little league football banquet at his high 
school in Dickinson, 25 miles down the Gulf 
Freeway. He refused to allow the most pres- 
tigious award in college football to change 
his itinerary. 

Craig Veasey, a senior defensive end, 
rented a white limousine to transport Ware 
and a couple of Cougars around town that 
evening. Several hours after Houston thrashed Rice 64-0 and Ware 
completed an endless series of television interviews, the limo pulled 
away from darkened Rice Stadium, took the players back to their 
dorm for a quick change and then off to Dickinson. 

“It's always a lot of fun to speak to those guys," said Ware. 

Maybe Ware's most admirable quality is that he never forgot 
his home. One replica of the Heisman Trophy rests in the trophy room 
at the University of Houston, the other in a bank in Dickinson for all 
the town to see. 

"He still comes by and checks on us," said Glenn McWhorter, 
the baseball coach at Dickinson and formerly an assistant in football. 

When McWhorter suspended nine players from the baseball 
team one spring, leaving mostly freshmen and sophomores, he asked 
Ware to join the club. Andre pitched, played center field and ran the 
bases well enough to draw interest from pro scouts. 

“He could throw it so hard, but he was wild," said McWhorter. 
“He was always throwing away from the batter, afraid he was going to 
hit him. Dub (Farris, the football coach) explained to him all those 
guys had school insurance.” 

Farris became an important influence on the fatherless Ware. 

“| was tough on Andre when | had to be," said Farris, now ath- 
letic director for the Northside School District in San Antonio. "He 
took criticism well. He's a thoroughbred. He didn't put his head 
down. 

“When we ran, he ran hard. When we worked, he worked hard- 
er than anyone else. He never missed a practice." 
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Ware passed the ball to the new quarterback of Houston foot- 
ball, David Klingler, a 6-3 junior. 

"| told Coach Jenkins | never would have left him stranded as 
far as leaving somebody to take over,” said Ware. "David is more than 
capable. He's a great athlete who is going to do an outstanding job.” 

Jenkins concurred. 

"I've got a tremendous amount of confidence in David," he 
said. "There were very few plays he made bad decisions on. He un- 
derstands completely why I'm doing the things | am offensively and 
understands the next move the defense will likely make. 

“He's in a position to surprise everybody in the country the 
way Andre did. In David's case, what you've got to be impressed with 
is that he was the No. 2 (rated) quarterback in the conference. He was 
only intercepted one time." 

Klingler believes in the run-and-shoot offense, and in his abil- 
ity to operate it. He would prefer to avoid the 
unavoidable comparison with Ware. "How can 
you top what he's done?" asked Klingler. "All 
the records he's set probably won't be broken 
for a long time — if ever." 

True. Ware completed 63 percent of his 
passes last year for 4,699 yards and 46 
touchdowns, breaking or tying 26 NCAA 
records. Houston Post columnist Dale 
Robertson renamed the Astrodome "The 
Warehouse." 

Klingler seemed to get a good grasp 
on the offense during his years as an under- 
study. 

“If you have a good offensive line and 
good receivers, it's really an easy job," he 
said, making advanced trigonometry sound 
as simple as long division. "Those guys are 
open. All you have to do is throw the ball.” 

Klingler played basketball well enough 
in high school that he nearly accepted a 
scholarship to Pittsburgh. He can punt with anyone on the Houston 
team and briefly played free safety in practice two years ago when the 
Cougars found themselves short in the secondary. 

“I've got mixed emotions," Klingler said of Ware's decision. “| 
wanted to play more, sure, but Andre is one of my favorite guys and | 
hate to see him go." 

The two quarterbacks developed a close enough friendship 
that Ware often photo copied Klingler's notes from their business 
Classes when he returned from his many trips around the country. 

"| think physically David is every bit as talented as Andre," 
said Jessup. "| know everybody's comfortable with him." 

Klingler's arm seemed of little concern to his coaches or team- 
mates. Replacing Andre Ware, the leader, may be more difficult. 

"All the years of experience he had, you had to look up to 
Andre,” said Jessup. 

"For awhile, we'll miss his leadership," added Weatherspoon. 
"We had a lot of leaders this team." 

Hooper thought Ware's absence might make opponents take 
Houston a little less seriously. 

"With Andre there, everybody would have been scared," he 
said. "Now they'll think the Cougars lost everything." 

"Two years ago, everybody thought (receivers) Jason (Phillips) 
and James (Dixon) were the whole team," recalled Weatherspoon. 
"We have a lot of good players on this team." 

However, there may not be another Heisman Trophy winner at 
Houston for a long, long time.) 
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
